ges of the Atiaent Poets y which ha-^ 
've any Relation to the Places or Cu- 
riojnies that I met with : For before. 
I enter'd on my Voyage I took care to 
refresh my Memory among the C la (lie 
Authors y and to make fuch CoUe^^ 
ions out of 'em as 1 might after- 
wards have Occafion for. I miifi con-, 
fefs It was not one of the Icafi' Enter^ 
tainments that I met with in Pra-‘ 
veiling y to examine ihefe fever al De- 
fcriptions y as it wer'e , upon the Spot , * 
and to compare the Natural- Face of 
the Country with the Landskips tliat 
the Poets have given ns of it. Ho-, 
wever , to avoid the Confu/ion that:

the Place , or that have fomething- 
elfe befides the bare Name of it to 
recommend 'em.

I fet oat from Marfeil/a toGenoa 'ni 
a Tartane , and arriv’d late at a 
finall Port call ’d , where 
the next Morning we were ilot a little fui'- 
pn'z’d to fee al the Mountains about the 
Town cover’d with Green Olive-trees, or 
laid out in beautiful Gardens , that gave us a 
great Variety of plealing Profpeas, even 
in the Depth of Winter. ThemOft uncul* 
tivated of ’em bear abundance of fwecc 
Plants , that rife naturally. I pluck’d above 
Five different Sorts that^ew Within a Yard 
of each other, as Wild-Time, Lavender, 
Rofemary, Balme and Mirtlci We were 
here fhuwn at a diftance the Defarts that 
have been render’d fo famous by the Penan- > 
ce of Mai-y Magdalene , who , after her Ar- 
rival with Lazarus and Jofiph of Arimathea 
at Marfeitlcs , i's faid to have wept away the 
reft of her Life among; thefe folitary Rocks 
and Mountains. It isio Romantic a Scene , 
that it has alway-s probably given occafiou 
to fuch Chimerical Relations 5 for ’tis per-

The next Day we again fit Sail , an‘d made 
the heft of our way ’till we were forc’d , 
by contrary Winds , into St. Remo , a very 
pretty Town in the Genoefe Dominions. The 
'Front to the Sea is not large, but there are 
a great many Houfes behind it, built up the 
Side of the Mountain, to avoid the Winds 
and Vapours that come from Sea. We he- 
re faw feveral Perfons , that in the midft of 
December had nothing over their Shoulders 
but their Shirts , without complaining of 
the Cold. It is certainly very lucky for the 
poorer fort to be born in a Place that is 
free from the greateft Inconvenience , to 
which thofe of our Northern Nations are 
fubjcfl;,and indeed withqut this natural Bc’ 
A 2 nefei 
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iiffir of their Climates , the extream Milcry 
and Poverty that are in moll of the Itahnn 
Governments would beinfupportable. The- 
re are at Sr. Hetm many Plantations of 
Palm-trees, that don’t grow in other Parts 
of itaiy. We fail’d from hence diredtly for 
Genoa ^ and had a fair Wind that carry’d us 
into the middle of the Gulf, which is very 
remarkable for Tempells and Scarcity of 
Pilli. It is probable one may be the Caufe 
of the other, whether it be that the Fillicr- 
inen can’t employ their Art with fo much 
Succefs in fo troubled a Sea , or that the 
1' iili don’t care for inhabiting fuch ftoriny 
Waters.

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There arc but Three, Towa? in the Do- 
minions of the Prince of Af6»;<afo. The chief 
of ’em is htuatc on a Rock that runs out 
into the Sea , and is well fortify’d by Na- 
ture. It was formerly under the Protedioti 
of rhe Spaniard , but not, many Years fince 
drove out the Sp/7««AGarrifon, and receiv’d 
a French one, which conffts at prefent of 
Five Hundred Men , paid and officer’d by 
the French Kin?. The Officer that ffiow’d 
me the Palace laid, with a great deal of Gra- 
vity, that his Mailer and the King of 
amidfl all the ConfuHons of Enrvpc.^ had c- 
ver been good Fiiends and Allies. The Pa- 
lace has handfom Apartments , that are many 
of ’em hung with Pictures of the feigning 
Beauties in the Court of France. Put the 
bed of the Furniture was at Rome , where 
the Prince of Monaco redded at that time 
Ambaflador. Wc here took a little Boat to 
creep along the Sea-fliore as far as Cjenoa\ 
but at Savona ,• finuinjy the Sea too rough ,• 
we were forc’d to make the bed of our Way 
by Land, oyer very rugged Mountains and 
Precipices : For rhis Road is much more dif- 
ficult chan that over Mount Cennis. 

The Gcnrefczxt edecm’d exrreamly Cun- 
ning, Indudrtous, and enur’d to Hardffiip 
above the red of the Iia/tartt ; which was li- 
kewife the Charadler of the old Ligurians. 
And indeed ’tfs no wonder, while the Ba* 
rennefs of their Country continues , that 
the Manners of the Inhabitants don’t change r 
6'ince there is noihiiig'makcs Meu fliarper, 
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and fcts their Hands and Wits more at 
work than Want. Thp Proverb fay* 

of the Cenoeje they have a Sea without 
Fifh, Land without Trees, and Men with- 
out P’aith. The Charadter that the Latin 
Poets have given of ’em is not much diffe- 
rent.

There area great many beautiful Palaces 
Handing along the Sca-Oiorc on both lidcsof 
, that make the Town appear much 
longer than it is to thofethat Tail by it. The 
City it felf makes the nobleft Show of any 
in the World. The Houfes are moll of ’em 
painted on theOutfidc; fo that ^they look 
cxtrcamly gay and lively, bclides that they 
are ellccm’d the highell in Europe^ and ftand 
very thick together. The New Street is a 
double Range of Palaces from one end to 
the other , built with an excellent Fancy, 
and fit for the greateft Princes to inhabit. 
I cannot however be reconcil’d to their man- 
ner of Painting feyeral of the Genoefe Hou- 
fes. Figures , Perfpedlives , or Pieces of 
Hiftory are certainly very ornamental , as 
they are drawn on many of the Walls that 
would otherwife look too naked and uni- 
form without ’em: But inftead of thefe, 
one often fees the Front of a Palace cover’d 
with painted Pillars of different Ordres. If 
thefe were fo many true Columns of Mar- 
ble fet in their proper Architefture , they 
would certainly very much adorn the Pla- 
ces where they ftand ; but as they are now 
they only fliew us that there is fomething 
wanting, and that the Palace, which with- 
out thefe Gonnterfdt Pillars would be beau- 
tiful

sifni in its kind, might have been more per* 
feit by the Addition of fuchasare real. The 
I'ront of the Villa IwperioU , at a Mile dldance 
from , without any thing of this Paint 
upon it, con lids of a Doric and Corinthian 
Row of Pillars, and is much the hand lo- 
med of any I there Paw. The Duke of Do- 
r/<j’s Palace has the bed Outlide of any in 
G/^noa , as that of Durazzo is the belt fur- 
niih’d within. There is one Room in the 
firll that is hung with Tapeftry , in which are 
wrought the Figures of the great Perfons that 
the i amilyhas produc’d; as perhaps there is 
no Houfe in Europe that canfhow a longer Li- 
ne of Heroes , that have dill adted for the < 
Good of their Country. Andrew Doria has a 
Statue eredied to him at the Entrance of the 
Doge’s Palace , with the glorious Title of 
Dciivcrgr of the Comnhon -wealth ; and one 
of his Family another,' that calls him irsPre- 
ferver. In the Doge’s Palace are the Rooms 
where the great and little Council with the 
Two Colleges hold their Aflemblies; but as 
tiic State o( Genoa is very poor ,t(io’ feveral 
cf its Members are eitreamly rich, To one 
may obferve infinitely more Splendor and 
Rlagnificence in particular I’erfons Houfes , 
than in thofe that belong to the Publick. 
But we find in mod of the States o( Europe ^ 
that the People fliow the grated Marks of 
Poverty where the Governors live in the 
greated Magnificence. The Churches are very 
fine, particularly that of the Annunciation, 
which looks wonderfully beautiful in the In- 
B . fide

iide, *14 but one Corner of it being cover’d 
vich .Statues, Gilding and Faint. A Mau 
would expcdl in fo very ancient a Town of 
Italy to find Ibme cunliderable Antiquities ; 
but all they have to (liow of this Nature is 
an old Hofirum of a Homan Ship , that Hands 
over the Door of their Arfenal. It is not 
above a Foot long, and perhaps would ne- 
ver have been thoug’at the Dealt of a Ship, 
had not it been found in fo probable a Place 
as the Haven. It is all of Iron , falhion’d at the 
End like a Boar’.s Head; as I have feen it 
reprefented on iVIeclals , and on the Colutnna v- 
lioflrata in Home. I faw at Genoa Signior 
AlicconPs famous Collcilion of Shells, which, 

. as Father Htwnani the Jefuite has fince told 
tnc , is one ofthe belt nyltaly. I know nothing 
more remarkable in the Governmentof Ge- 
noa than the Bank of St. George^ made np 
of fuch Branches of the Revenues as have 
been fet apart , and appropriated to the dif- 
chaigingof fevcral Sums , that have been 
borrow’d from private Perfons during the 
Exigencies of the Common-wealth. Whate? 
ver Inconvenicncies the State has labour’d 
under, they have never entertain’d a Thought 
of violating the Public Credit, or of alie- 
nating any Part of thefe Revenues to other ' 
Ufes than to what they have been thus alii- 
gn’d. I'he Adiniuiilration of this Bank, 
is for Life , and partly in the Hands of 
the chief Citizens , which gives . ’em a 
great Authority in the State , and a 
powerful Influence over the common Peo- 
ple. 
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yle. This Bank, is generally thought the great- 
eft Load OH the Cenoeje , and the Managers- 
of it have been reprefented as a lecond kinij 
of Senate , that break the Uniformity of 
Government , and deftroy , in fome mcafurc » . 
. the Fundamental Gonftitution of the State. 
It is however very certain, that the People 
reap no fmall Advantages ftom it , as it 
diftributes the; Power among more particu- 
lar Members of the Republik ,. and gives the 
Commons a Figure: So that it is no fmall 
Check upon, the Ariftocracy , and may bo. 
one Rcafomwhy the GVt;ery« Senate carries it 
wjcjv grater Moderation toward- thoii Sub- 
je(5ts than the Vemtian, 

It would have been well for theRepublick 
of Cetwa^ if Ihe had follow’d the Example of: 
her Sifter of VentM , in not permitting her 
Nobles to make any Purchafe of Lands or 
Houfes in the Dominions ofaForeign Prin- 
ce. For at prefent the Grcateft among the 
(ienoefe are in part Subjedls to the Monar^ 
•chy of Spain.,, by reafon of their Eftates that 
lye in the Kingdom of NapUs.The Spmiardi 
Tax ’em very highiupon occalion, and arc 
fo fcnfible of the Advantage this gives ’em 
over the Republick,. that they will not fuf- 
f er a Neapolitao to buy the Lands of a Gc- 
who.muft finda Purchafer among his 
o-xvn Countrymen if he has a Mind to fell. 

or this. Reafon , a? well as on Account of 
the great Sums of Mony which the Spaniard 
owes the- Geno^ye, they arc under aNeceflj- 
rv, at prefent, of being in the lutereft of

a League againft ’em. Gema is not yet le- 
curc from a Bombardment , tho it is not 
I'o expos’d as formerly ; for lincethe Inlult 
of the hetich they have built a Mole with 
fomc little Ports, and have provided them- 
fclvcs with long Guns and Mortars. It is 
ealic for thole that arcllrong at Sea to bring 
’em to what Terms they pjeale;for having 
but very little Arabic Land , they areforc’d 
to fetch all their Corn from Naples , Sicily ^ 
and other Foreign Countries i except wTat 
comes to ’em from Lombardy^ which proba- 
bly goes another way, , whillt it furnilbes 
7'wo great Armies with Provilions. Their 
Fleet, that formerly gain’d fomany Victo- 
ries over the Saracetjs, i^:fans, Venetians /lurks 
and Spaniards , that made ’em Mailers of' 
Crete , Sardinia , Majorca , Minorca , Negrepfiftt , 
Lesbos t Malta ^ that fettled ’em in S'r/ryr- 
r,a , Achaia^ Thendofta ^&nd fevcral Towns on 
the Ealtcrn Confines of Europe ,is now re- 
duc’d to Six Gallies. WTcn they had made 
an Addition of but Four new ones , the 
King of France lent his Orders to lupprefs 
them, telling the Rcpublick at the fame ti- 
me, that he knew very well how many they 
had Occalion for. This little Fleet ferves only 
to fetch ’em Wine and Corn , and to give 
their Ladies an Airing in the Summer fea- 
fon. The Repuldick of Genoa has a Crown 
and Scepter for its Doge , by reafon of their 
Congucit of where, there was for- 

merly 
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merly a Saracen King. This indeed gives 
their Ambaifadors a more honourable Re- 
ception at fome Gonrts , but at the fame time 
may teach their People to have a mean No- 
tion of their own Form of Gouverrunent, , 
and is a tacit Acknowledgement that Mo- 
narchy is the more honourable. . The old 
Remans , on the contrary , made ufe of 9. 
very barbarous kind of Politicks to infpire 
their People with a Contempt of Kings, 
whom they treated with Infamy, and drag- 
g’d at the Wheels of their Triumphal Cha- 
riots. 
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F rom Cefwa we toQk Chaife for ^Mtlan^ 
and by the way ftopp‘<f‘ at Pavia , that 
was once the Metropolis of a Kingdom, but 
is at prefent a poor Town. We here faw the 
Convent of Aujlin Monks , who about Three 
Years ago pretended to have found out the 
Body ot the Saint that gives the Name to 
their Order. King Luitpra7id^ whofe Afhes^ 
are in th» fame Churcli , brought hither the ’ 
Corps , and was very induftrious to conceal 
it , left it might be abus’d by the barbarous 
Nations, which at that time ravag’d Italy. 

One would therefore rather wonder that it 
has not been found out much earlier, than 
that it is difeover’d at laft. The Fathers ho- 
wever don’t yet dnd their Account in the' 
Difeovery they have made; for ther^ arc 
Canons Regular , who have half the fame 
Church in their Hands, that will by no means 
»l!ow it to be the Body of the Saint, nor 
is it yet recognis’d by the Pope. The Monks 
fay for themfclves, that the very Name was 
written on the Urn where the Afheslay, 
and that in anold Record of the Convent,

they are faid lo have been interr’d bctvireea 
the very Wall and the Altar where they were 
taken up. They have already too , as the 
Monks told us, begun to jullific theitifelVcs 
by Miracles. At the Corner of one of the 
Cloiftresof this Convent are bury ’d the Du- 
ke of and the Duke ot'Lctfnifi , that 

were both kill’d in the Famous Battel Of 
Piivia. Their Monument was crefted to ’era 
by one Charlet Parker , an Ecclefiadic , as 
I learn’d from the Infcription , which 1 can’t 
omit Tranfcribing, fince 1 have not feen it 
Printed.

He fought 
very bravelv in the Bartel ot Pavia , and 
was magnihccinly interr’d by the Duke of 
Bunrbon, who, tho’ an tiiemy , alTidcd at 
his Funeral in Mourning. 

Parker himfclf ts buryM in the fame Place 
wirh the following Infcription.

In Pavia is an Unirerfity of Seven Col- 
leges, one of ’em call’d the College of/i<7f- 
romce^ very large, and neatly built. There 
is likewife a Statue in Brafs, ot Marcus Ar*- 
toninus on Horfeback , which the People of 
the Place call Charles the Fifth and fomc lear- 
ned Men , Cofjftantine the Great. 

Pavia is the I’icmwn of the Ancients , which 
took its Name from the River Ticinus that 
runs by it , and that is now call’d the Tefin. 
This River falls into the P<>, and is excef- 
iivcly rapid. The Billiop oi Salishiny lays, 

that 
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, 4hat he ran down with the Stream Thirty Mi- 
les in an Hour , by the help of but one Ro- 
wer. I don’t know therefore why Siliut /. 
tttluus\oA reprefcnted it as fo very gentle and 
Rill a River , in the beautiful Defeription that 
he has given us of it.

A Poet of Another Nation xvonldnot ha- 
re dwelt fo' long upon the Cleamefs and 
Tranfparency of the Stream, but in/wfyo- 
ne feldom^ fees a River that is cxtreamly 
bright and limpid, moll of ’cradling down 
from the Mountains , that make their Wa- 
ters very troubled and muddy -, where-as 
, . € .the 
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the Tefin is only an Out-let of that vatf 
Lake, which the Italians now call the Lag§ 
Maggtore. 

1 law between Pavia and Milan the Con- 
vent of Carthriftans that is very fpacious and 
beautiful. Their Church is extreamly fine, 
and curioufly adorn’d, but of a 6’or/;/V Struc- 
ture. 

, i could not ftay long in Milan without 
going to fee the Great Church that I had 
heard fo much of, but was never more de- 
ceiv’d in my Expadation thanatmy firft en- 
tering; For the Front, which was all I had 
feen of the Outlide , is not half finilh’d , 
and- the Inlide is fofmutted with Duft, and 
the Smoak of Lamps , that neither the Mar- 
ble, nor the Silver , nor Brafs-Worksfhow 
themfelves td an Advantage. This vaft 
Gothic Pile of Building is all of Marble, ex- 
cept the Roof, which would have been of 
the fame Matter w'ith the reft , had not its 
Weight render’d it improper for that part of 
the Building. But for the Reason I have juft 
now mention’d, the Outlide of the Church 
looks much whiter and freflier than the In- 
lide ' for where the Marble is fo often walk’d 
with Rains , it preferves it felf more beau- 
tiful and' unfully’d , than in thofe Parts that 
are not at all expos’d to the Weather. That 
Side of the Church indeed , which faces the 
Tramontane Wind, is much nnore unlightly 
than the reft\ by. reafon of the Duft and 
Smoak that are driven againft it. This Pro- 
fufioa of Marble, tho’ aftonilhingtoStran-

gers, is not very wonderful in a Country that 
has fo many Veins of it within its Bowels, 
But tho the Stones are cheap, the working 
of ’em is very expehiive. It is generally 
faid there are Eleven Thoufand Statues a- 
bout the Churchy but. they reckon into the' 
Account every particular Figure in Hifto- 
ryt pieces , and feveral little Images that ma- 
ke up the Equipage of thofe that ate larger. 
There are indeed a great Multitude of fuch 
as are bigger than the Life: I reckon’d above 
Two Hundred and Fifty on the Outfide of 
the Church , tho’ I only told Three Side's 
of it ; and thefe are not half fo thick fet as 
they intend ’em. The Statues are all 6f 
Marble , and generally wel cut ;biit the moft 
valuable^ one they have is a St. Bariholomcw^ 
new'flead , with his Skin hanging o’er his 
Shoulders : It is eftcem’d worth its weight 
in Gold: They have inferib’d this Verfeon 
the Pedeftal , to fhow- the Value they have 
for the Workman.

Non nu Praxiteles fed Marcus finxit Agrati, 

Left at the Sculptor doubtfully you guefs, 
’T is Marc Agrati, not Praxiteles. 

There is, juft before the Entjance of the 
Quire, a little Subterraneous Chappel , De- 
dicated to St. Charles Bofreww, where I faw 
liis'iBody , in Epifcopal Robes , lying upon 
the Altar, in a Cafe of Rock-Cryftal. His 
Chappel is adorn’d with abundance qif Sil- 
C 2 . ver 
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Ycf Work : He was but Two and Twen* 
nr Years old when he was chofen Arch- 
Bifliop ^ Af//a» , and forty Six at his Death ; 
but made fo good ufe of fo Ihort a time , by 
his Works of Charity and Munificence , , 
that his Countrymen blefs his Memory , 
which is ftill frelh among ’em. He was 
Canonis’d about a Hundred Years ago, and 
indeed if this Honourwerediieto any Man, 

1 think fuch Publick fpirited Virtues may 
lay ajufter Claim to it, than a four Retreat 
^from Mankind, a fiery Zeal agairtti Hete- 
rodoxki^ a Set of Chimerical Vilions,orof 
Whimfical Penances , that are generally the 
Qualifications of Roman Saints. Miracles 
indeed arc requir’d of all that afpire to 
this Dignity , becaufe they fay an Hy- 
pocrite may imitate aSaint in all other Par- 
ticulars, and thefe they attribute in great 
, Number, to him I am fpcaking.'Of. His Me- , 
rit, and the Importunity of his Countrymen, 
procur’d his Canonization before the ordi- 
nary time ; for ’tis the Policy of the Ro^ 
man Church not to allow this Honour , or- 
dinarily , ’till Fifty Years after the Death 
of the Perfon that is a Canditate for it; in 
which time it may be fuppos’d that all his 
Contemporaries will be worn out , that could , 
contradi£l a pretended Miracle , or re- 
member any Infirmity of the Saint. One 
would wonder that Roman Catholicks, who 
are for this kind of Worlhip , don’t gejic- 
rally addrefs themfelves to the. Holy A- 
poltles, who have a more vinqiieftionable 

Right 
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Right to the Title of Saints than thofe of 
a Modern Dat^ but thefe are at prefent 
quite out of Fafnion in Italy where there 
is fcarce a great Town , that does not 
pay ks Devotions in a more particular man- 
ner to fome one of their own making. This 
renders it very fafpicious , that the Ititerefts 
of Particular Families,- Religious Orders, 
Convents or Churches , have too great a 
Sway in then- Canonizations. When I was 
at Milan 1 faw a Book newly publilh’d , that 
was Dedicated to the prefent Head of the 
Borromean Family , and entitl’d , A Difiourfi 
on the Humility of JefusCbrifi andofSt,Q\i«[\e% 
Borromee. 

The Great Church of Milan has Two 
Noble Pulpits of Brafs,each of ’em running 
round a large Pillar, like a Gallery, and fup- 
wrted by huge Figures of the fame MetaJ. 
The Hiltory of our Saviour, or rather of 
the Blefled Virgin ( for it begins with her 
Birth , and ends with her Coronation in 
Heaven , that of our Saviour coming in by 
way of Ep/Jode ) is finely cut in Marble by 
Andrew Bijfy. This Church is very Rich in 
Relicks, which run up as high as Daniel y 
y<mai and Abraham. Among the reft they 
fhow a Fragment of our Countryman Bee- 
kety as indeed there are very few Treafu- 
rfes of Relicks in/M/y that have not a Tooth 
or a Bone of this Saint, It would beend- 
le& to count up the Riches of Silver, Gold, 
and Precious Stones , that are amafs’d to- 
gether in this and feveral other Churches 
/' C '3 -of 
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of Milan, I was told , that in Milan there 
are Sixty Convents of W.omen , Eighty of , 
Men, and Two Hundred Churches. At 
the Ccleflines is a Pidure in Frefco of the 
Marriage of very much cllccmM ;but 
the Painter , whether deligncdly or not , has 
put Six Fingers to the Hand of one of the 
Figures: They fliow the Gates of a Church 
that Sr. Ambrofe Ihut againd the Emperor 
Tbeodoftui , as thinking him unfit to affift at 
Divine Service , ’till he had done fome ex- 
traordinary Penance for his barbarous Maf^ 
facring the Inhabitants of Thejfalonica. The 
Emperor was however fo far from being 
difpleas’d with the Behaviour of the Saint, 
that at his Death he committed to him the 
Education of his Children. Several have 
pick’d Splinters of Wood out of the Gates 
for Rclicks : There is a little Chappel la- 
tely re-edify’d, where the fame Saint bap- 
tis’d St. Aujlin. An infeription on the Wall 
of it fays, that it was injhis Chappel, and 
on this Occafion , that he' firft fung his Te 
Deaw, and that his great Convert anfwer’d 
him Verfe by Verfe. In one of the Chur- 
ches I faw a Pulpit and ConfelTional , very 
finely In-laid with Lapis- Lazali,^ and feveral 
kinds of Marble, by a Father of theConvent. 

It is very lucky for a Religion's , who has 
fo much Time on hi^ Hands , to be able to 
amufe himfelf with Works of this Nature; 
and one, often finds particular Member's of 
Convents, that have excellent Mechanical 
Genius’s, and divert themfelves, at leifure 

H»urs, 
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Hours, with Painting , Sculpture i Arehi- 
tefture , Gardening , and feveral. kinds of 
Handy-Crafts. Since I have mention’d Con- 
feffionals , I lhall fet down here fome In- 
feriptions that 1 have I'een over ’em in R 0 -

Fierinefs of 
per, affea always to appear Sober and 
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Sedate ; infomuch that > one fometimes 
meets Young Men walking the Streets 
with Spectacles on their Nofes , that they 
may be thought to have impair’d their Sight 
by much Study , and fecm more Grave and 

, Judicious than their Neighbours. This 
Difference of Manners proceeds chiefly 
from Difference of Education : In Prsnee 
it is ufual to bring their Children into Com- 
pany f and to cherilh in ’em , from their In- 
fancy , a kind of Forwardnefs and Affuran* 
ce : befldes that the French apply themfelves 
more univerfally to their Exercifes than 
any .other Nation in the World , fo that 
one feldom fees a Young Gentleman in 
France that does not Fence, Dance, and 
Ride in fome. tolerable PerfeCUon. Thefe 
Agitations of the Body don’t only give ’em 
a free, and eafle Carriage , but have a kind 
of Mechanical Operation on the Mind, by 
keeping the Animal Spirits always awake 
and in Motion. But that which contribu- 
tes moft to this light airy Humour of the 
French , is the free Converlation that is al- 
low’d ’em with their Women, which docs 
not only communicate to ’em a certain Vi- 
vacity of Temper , but makes ’em endea- 
vour after flich a Behaviour as is mod ta- 
ki^ with the Sex, 

The Italians , on the contrary, that are 
excluded from making their Court this way , 
are for recommending themfelves ~ to tbofe 
they Converfe witii, by their Gravity and 
WiCiom. In Sfain therefore , where there

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»re fever Libeftiet of fhii nature allow’d 
there is fomethfng ftHl more ferious anj 
compos d m the manner of the Inhabitants 
But as Mirth is more apt to makeProfely- 
te$ than Melancholy, it is obferv’d that the 
ItelioHs havemany of ’em for theft late Year* 
giyen very far into the Modes and Free- 
doms of the Frtncb j which prevail more or 
left in the Courts of Itsly , as- they lye at a 
iihaller or greater Diftance horn France. It 
may be here worth while to confider how 
it comes to"pafs , that the Common Peo- 
ple of have in general ^ lb very great 
an Avernon-to the French, which ^ery 
Traveller can not but be fenfible of that 
has pafs’d thro’ the Country.. The moft 
obvious Reafon is certainly the great Dif- 
ference that there is in the Humours and 
Manners of the two Nations / which al- 
ways weighs more with the meaner fort, 
who are not ab^'to vanquilh the ‘Prejudi- 
ces of Education, than with the Nobility. 
Befides, that the French Humour in regard 
of the Liberties they take in femile Con- 
verfations, and their great Ambition to 
Excel in all Companies, is in a more parti- 
cular manner very (hocking to thfc haliarul 
that are naturally Jealous, and vaiue them- 
Iclves upon their great Wifdom.f, At the 
Tame time the common People of A , 
who run mote ' into News 'and ‘ Politicks 
than thoft of other Countries i' have ail of 
'em fomething to exafperate ’em againft the 
Kihg of Ftancei T^t notwith- 

llan- 
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Ihndinj; the prefent Inclinations of their 
Court, can’t forbear Curfing him for the 
infinite Mifehiefs that he did ’em in the i 
iaft War. The Milanefi and Neapolitans re- ' 
' member the many Infults that he has offer’d 
to the Houfc of Aafiriat particularly to 
their . Deceas’d King , for whom they ftill 
retain a natural kind of Honour and Af- 
fc(5lion. The Genoe/e muft always refent at 
.their Hearts his Treatment of their Doge, 
and,, his Bombarding their City. The Vene- 
tiam will tell you of his Leagues with the ^ 
Turks', and the Romans , of his Threats to , ^ 

Pope Innocent the Eleventh , .whofe Me-^ » 
mory they adore. It is true, the Intereft 
of State , and Change of Circumftances, 
may have fweeten’d thefe Reflexion's to 
the Politer fort , but ImprellionS'are not 
fo ealily worn out of the Minds of the 
Vulgar : That however, which I take to 
be the Principal Motive jjmong moft of ' 
the Italians y for their favouring the Germans " 
above the French y is this , that they are cn- ^ 
tirely perfuaded it. is the Intereft of Ita^yto 
have Milan and Naples nthet in the Hands of ,, 
the.firft than of the other. One may fometi- 
mes obferve, that the Body of a People has _ ^ 

juftcr Views for the Publick Good, and 
purfues ’em with greater Uprightnefs than 
th». Nobility and Gentry who have fo ma- 
ny private EipcXations and particular In- 
terefls , that hang like a falfe Biafs upon their 
Judgements , and may poffibiy difpofe ’em :|

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H AvIng often heard Vmee reprcfented 
as one Of the moft drf€nfiblc Cities 
in the World , I took Care to inform my 
fblf of the Particulars in which its Strength 
confifts. And thefe I find arc chiefly owing 
to irs advantagious Situation ; for it ha# 
neither Rocks nor Fortifications near it, 
and yet is, perhaps , the moll impregnable 
Town in Europe. It Hands at leall Four 
Miles from any part of the Terra Pirma, 
nor are the Shallows, that lye about it, c- 
ver froien hard enough to bring over an 
Army from the Land (ide : The conftant 
Flux and Reflux of the Sea, or the natural 
'Mildnefs of the Climate, .hindering the I- 
ce from gathering to any Thicknefs ; which 
is an Advantage the Hollanders want , when 
they have laid all their Country under W#'- 
tcr. On the Side that is expos’d to the A- 
driatic the Entrance is fo difficult ,to hit , 
that they have mark’d it out with feveral 
Stakes driven into the Ground, which they 
would not fail to cut upon the firft ap- 
proach of an Enemy’s Fleet. For this Re- 
afon they have notfortify’d the little Iflands , 
that lye at the Entrance , to the beft Ad- 
vantage .which might otherwife very eafily 
- i ' com- 
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VENICE, 

(oinxruuid al the Pafles that lead to theCi- 
ty from the Adriatic. Not could an or* 
dinary Fleet , with Bomb-Veflels, hope 
to fucceed againft a Place that has alwaya 
in iu Arfenal a coniiderable Number of 
Gallics and Men of War ready to put to 
, Sea on a "very Ihort warning. If we could 
therefore fuppofe ’em block’d up on all 
des, by a Power too flrong for ’eni , bodi 
by Sea and Land , they would be able to 
defend themfelves againfl every thing bat 
Famine; and this would not be a little mi* 
tigated by the great Quantities of Fiih that 
their Seas abound - with , and that may be 
taken up in the mid of their very Streets, 
which is fuch a natural Magaaine as few 
other Places can boaft of. 

Our V oyage-Writers will needs have this 
City in great Danger of being left , within 
am Age or two , on the lerrs FirtM i and 
rcpreirat it in fuch a manner, as if the Sea 
was infenfibly Ihrinking from it, and reti- 
ring ^’nto its Channel. I ask’d fevcral,and 
atmong the reft Father CoforulUj the State’s 
Geographer, of the Truth of this Partica<- 
lar, and they all aftur’d me that the Sea 
rifes as high as ever , tho’ the great Heaps 
of Dirt that it brings along with it ate ^ 
to chbak up the Shallows, but that they are 
in no Danger of loftng the Benefit of their 
Situation, fo long as they are at the Char* 
g;t of removing thefe Banks of Mud and

- This City (lands very convenient ffir 
Commerce. It has feveral Navigable Ri- 
sers that run up into the Body oUtahi “7 
which they might fupply a great many Cou^ 
tries with Fiffi and other Commodities; not 
to mention their Opportunities for the 
vant^ and each fide of the Adriatic. out» 
notwithftanding thefe Convenicncies, ffieit 
Trade is far from being in^ a flounlhing 
Condition for many Reafons. The Duties 
iarc great that are laid on MerchandiiK. 
Their Nobles think it below their Quality 
to engage in Traffick. -The Merchants 
that are grown Rich , and able to' manage 
igreat Dealings, buy their Nobility’, and 
generally give oyer Trade. Their Manu- 
fadurcs of Cloth, Glafs and Silk, ^"0^’ 
ly the beft in Europe^ are now excell d by 
thofe of other Countries. They arc tena- 
cious of old Laws and Cuftom to their 
great Prejudice, whereas a Trading mtioa 
muft be (till for new Changes and Expe- 
dients, as different Jundhires and Emergen- 
cies arife. The State is ’ at prefent very 
fcnfibleof this Decay in their Trade, ana 
as a Noble Venetian ^'who is (HU a Merchant, 
told me, they will fpeedily find 
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Method to redrefs it ; probably by making 
a free Port , for ..hey look with an Evil Ey« 
upon Ltghornt , that draws to it moft of the 
Veflcls bound for half. They have hith- 
erto been fo negligent in this Particular. 
. that many 'think the Great Duke’s Gold 
has had no fmail Induence in their Coun- 
cils. 

Venice has feteral Particulars that are- not 
to be found in other Cities , and is there- 
fore very entertaining to a Traveller. It 
looks, at a diflance , like a great Town 
half -floated by a Deluge. There are. Ca- 
nals every where crofling it , fo that- one 
may go to moft Houfes either by Land or 
Water. This is a very great Convenien- 
ce to the Inhabitants ; for a Gondola with 
Two Oars at Venice., is as magnificent as a 
Coach and Six Horfes, with a large Equi- 
page, in another Country'; befides that it 
makes all Cariages extreamly cheap. The 
Streets are generally Pav'd with Brick or 
Free-fttme , and always kept very neat , 
for there is no Carriage, not fo much as 
a Chair, that paffes thro* ’em. There is 
an innuberable Multitude of very handfo- 
me Bridges, all of a Angle -Arch, and 
without^ any Fence on either fide , which 
, would be a great Inconvenience to - a City 
lefs fober than Venice. One would indeed 
wonder that Drinking is not in 'Vogue 
.among the Venetians, who* are in a moift 
Ait and a moderate Climate, and have no 
luch Diverfions as Bowling , . Hunting .

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Walking:, Riding, and’ the like Eiei^cififS 
to enaploy ’em without Doors. But as 
the Nobles are not to Gonverfc too much 
with Strangers, they are in no Danger of 
learning it ; and they are generally too dift- 
rultful of one another for the Freedoms 
that are us’d in fuch kind of Converfa* 

, tions. There are many Noble Palaces in ' 
Venice. Their Furniture is not commonly 
very Rich ,if we except the Piftures, which 
ate here in greater plenty than in any other 
Place in Europe , from the Hands of the 
beft Mafters of the Lombard School ; as 
Titian^ Paid Veranefe and Tmtoret. Thelaft 
of thefe is in greater Efteem at Venice than 
in other Parts of Italy. The Rooms are 
generally hung with Gilt Leather , which 
they cover on extraordinary Occafion's with 
'fapeftry, and Hangings of greater Value. 
The Flooring is a kind of Red Plaifter 
made of Brick ground to Powder , and 
afterwards work’d into Mortar. It is rubb’d- 
with Oil, and makes a finooth , fliining 
and beautiful Surface. Thefe Particulari- 
ties are chiefly owing to the Moifture of 
the Air, which would have ah ill EfFed an 
other kinds of Furniture, as it Ihows it 
fdf too viflbly in > many of their fineft,Pi- 
6iures. Tho’ the Venetiant are extreaihly 
jealous bf any great Fame or Merit in a 
living Member of their Common-wealth > 
they never fail 'of giving a Man his due 
Praifes , when they are in no Danger of 
fuffering from his Ambition.

When I was 
at Venice they were putting out very cu- 
rious Stamps of the, feveral Edifices that 
are mod femous for their Beauty or Ma- ■ 
gnificence. The 4rfenel .of Venice is an 
Ifland of about Three Miles roun^. It 
contains all the Stores and Provifions for 
War, that are not actually employ’d. The- 
re are Docks for their Gallics and Men 
of War , mod of ’em full , as well as 
Work-Houfes for all Land and Naval Pre- ' 
parations. That Part of it , where the 
Arms are laid, makes a great fliow, and 
■was indeed very extraordinary about a 
Hundred Years ago, but at.prefent a great 
part of its Furniture is grown'ufelcfs. The- 
re feem to be valmod as many Suits of Ar- 
mour as there are Guns. The Swords are 
old-fa(hion’d and ifnwieldy in a very great

The.J4- 
vetians pretend they could fet out, in Calc 
of great Neceflity , Thirty Men of War , 
a Hundred Gallies , and Ten GaleafTes, 
tho’ I can’t conceive how they could Man 
a Fleet of half the number. It was cer- 
tainly a mighty Error in this State to aflfedi: 
To many Conquefts on the Ttrro Firma^ 
w}iich has only ferv’ef to raife the Jealou- 
lie of the Chriftian Princes , and about 
Three Hundred Years ago had like to ha- 
ve ended in the uttei* Extirpation of the 
Commonwealth; whereas, had they ap- 
ply’d themfelves 'with the fame Politics 
and Induftry to the Increafe of their Strength 
by Sea , they might .perhaps have had iill 
the Iflandsofthe Archipelagom their Hands, 
and, by Confequence , the greateft Fleet, 
and the moft Sea-Men of any other State 
in Europe. Belides , that this would have 
given no Jealoufie to the Princes their 
Neighbours , who would have enjoy’d their 
own Dominions in Peace, and have been 
very well contented to have^feen fo ftrohg 
a Bulwark againd all the Forces and Inva- 
fions of the Ottoman Empire. 

This Republick has been much more po- 
werful than it is at prefent,asii is ftill like- 
lier to fink than increafe in its Dominions. 
■It is not impgflible but the Spaniard may, 
fome time or other, demand of ’em CV«- 
»w, BrefeiOi and Bergame , which have been 
torn from the Milancfe; and in cafe a War 
fiiould arife upon jt , and the Venetians lofe 
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a Angle Battel , they might be beaten of the 
Continent in a, Summer’s time-, for their 
Fortifications are very Inconfidcrable. c3n 
the other fide , the Vsmtidnt are in continual 
Apprehenfions from the Turk^ , who will 
certainly endeavour at the Recovery of the 
A/foreaj zs foot! as the Oitotuan Empire has 
recruited a little of its ancient Strenght, 
They are very fenfible that they had better 
have pufh’d their Conquefts on the other 
fide of the Adriatic into Albania , for then 
their Territories would have lain together, 
and have been nearier the Fountain-Head 
to have receiv’d Succours on occafion; but 
the Venetian$ are under Articles with the 
Emperor, to refign into his Hands whate- 
ver they conquer of the Turkish Domini- 
ons , that has been formerly difmember’d 
from the Empire. And having already ve- 
ry much dil&tisfy’d. him in the Frioul and 
Dalmatia y they dare not think of exafpera- 
ting him further.. The Pope difputes with 
’em their Pretenfions to the Polefin^ as the 
Duke of Savoy lays an equal Claim to the’ 
Kingdom of Cyprus, ’Tis furprifing to 
con fider with what Heats thefe Two Sta- 
tes have contefted their Title to a King- 
dom that is in the Hands of the 

Among all thefe DiflBcuhies the ilepub- 
Jjck will ftill maintain it felf, if Policy 
can prevail upon Force ; for it is cer- 
tain that the Venetian Senate is the wifeft 
Council in the World , tho’ at the fame 
time ^ If we believe the Reports of feveral 
t/iat Have been well vers’d in their, Confti-

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tatfon , a great part of their Pollticg h 
foqnded on Maxims that others don’t, 
think confiftent with thejr Honour to put ’ 
in practice. The Prcferyation of the Rc- 
pnblick is that to whiph all other Confide- ' 
radons fubmit. To encourage Idlenefs 
and Luxury in the Nobility , to chcrifii I- 
gnorance and Licentioufnefs in the Cler- 
gy, to keep alive a continual Fa&ion in 
the Common People , to connive at the 
Vicioufnefs and Debauchery of Convent^, 
to breed Diflentjons among the Nobles of - 
the Tnra Firt^a , to treat a Brave Man with 
Scorn and Infamy : In ihort, to Hick at 
nothing for the Publick Intcreft , - are re- 1 
prefented as' the refin’d Parts of the Vemetian ' ^ 

Wifdom. 

Among all the Inftances of their Poli- 
tics, there is none more admirable than 
the great Secrecy that reigns in their Pub- 
lick Councils. The Senate is generally a^ ' 
numerous as our Houfe of Commons , if I 
we only reckon the fitting Members , and \ 
yet carries its Refolutiops fo privately, that ’ 
they are fcldom known ’till they difeover ^ 
themfelves in ASion.

•The luVtan Poets, befides the celebrated 'j 
/ Smoothnefs of their Tongue, have a par- 
licular Advantage , above the Writers of 
other Nations , in the difference of their : 
Poetical and Profc Language. There are 
indeed Sets of Phrafes thk in all Countries 
are peculiar to the Poets , but among the 
IfaUans there arc not only Sentences, but 
a Multitude of particular Words that nc- :: 
ver enter into common Difeourfe, They 
have fuch a different Turn and Poliihing t: 
for Poetical ufe , that they drop feveral of 
their Letters , and appear in another 
Form , when they come to be rang’d in 
Verfe. For this Reafon the Italian O- > 
pera fcldom finks into a Poornefs of Lan- c 

f uage, but, amidft all the Meannefs and 
'amiliarity of the Thoughts , has Ibmcthing i 
beautiful and fonorous in the Exprelfion. 5 
Without this natural. Advantage of the i' 

Tongue, their prefcnt Poetry would ap- - 

pear wretchedly low and vulgar , notwith- ^ 
ffandmg- the many unnatural Allegories ; 
that are fo much inr ufe among the Writers 
of this Nation. The English and trench , 
that always ufe the fame Words in Verfe 
as in ordinary Gonverfation , are forc’d i 
to raife their Language with Metaphors 
' ’ i and 
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the whole Extent of a Pedant, that with f 
deep Voice, and a Magifterial Air breaks 
in upon Convcrfation , and drives down all 
before him ; Every thing he fays is back’d 
with Quotations of Galen , Hippocrates^ Pla- 
to, Virgil, or any Author that rifes upper-' 
moft, and all Anfwers from his Compani- 
on are look’d upon as Impertinencies or 
Interruptions. Harle/juin's Part is made up 
of Blunders and Abfurditics : He is to 
miftake one Name for another , to forget 
his Errands , to Humble over Queens , and 
to run his Head agaioft every Poll that 
Hands in his way. This is a\l attended 
with fomething fo Comical in the Voice 
and Gellures , that a Man, who is fen- 
lible of the Folly of the Parf , can hard- 
ly forbear being pleas’d with it. Pantalo- 
fie is generally an old Cully , and Coviello a 
' Sharper. 

I have feen a Tranflation of the CiJ a- 
ftcd at Bolonia , that would never have ta- 
ken, had they not found a Place in it for 
< thefe Buffoons. All Four of ’em appear 
in Masks that are made like the old Ro- 
I man Perjonx , as I lhall have occasion to ob- 

ferve in another Place. The French and 
Italians have probably deriv’d this Cuffom of 
lliewing fome of their Charafters in Masks - 
from the Greek, and Roman Theater. The 
old Vatican Terence has at the Head of every 
Scene the figures of all the Perfons that a- 
re concern’d in it , with the particular Dif- 
' guiles in which they afted; and I.remcm,- 

- ’ ber 
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leomTune, and when one begins in any ^ 
part of the Poet, ’tis odds but he will be 
anfwer’d by forae Body elfe that overhears ’ 
Urn : So thar fometiines you have Ten or a 
a Dozen in the Neighbourhood of one a- j 
nother, taking Verfe after Verfe,and run- 
ning on with the Poem, as far as their Me- 
mories will carry them. 

On Vio\y-ll}arjd0y , among the feveral 
Shows that are yearly exhibited, I faw one 
that is odd enough , and particular to the 
Venetisns.

The Weight is fo equally, diftri* 
buted„that every Man is very well able 
to bear his part of it, the Stories, if I may 
fo.call ’em, growing left and lefs as they ' 
advance higher and higher. A little Boy re- 
prefems the Point of the Pyramid, who, ‘ 
after a fliort fpace , leaps olf, with a great 
deal of Dexterity , into the Arms of one 
that catches him at the Bottom.^ In the j

At Ferrara I met nothing extraordinary. 
The Town is very large , but eitreamly 
thin of People. It has a Citadel, and Ib- 
mething like a F^ertilication running round 
it , but fo large that it requires more Sol- 
diers to defend it than the Pope has in lus 
whole Dominions. The Streets are as 
beautiful as any I have feen in their 
.Lenght, Breadth , and Regularity. The 
BenediHins have the fined Convent of the 
Place. They Ihow’d us in the Church A- 
riofto'% Monument : His Epitaph fays , he 
was Nobilitate generis atque Animi clarsts \, m 
rebus publicis adminiftrandis\ im regendis popu^ 
lit, its graviffinsis iy funsmis Pontificis legatith- 
nibus prudttttia , (onfslk , elo^uenPi^ prajiantip’ 
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1 came down a Branch of the Po , as far 
as Alberto^ within Ten Miles of Ravenna. 
All this Space lyes mifcrably uncultivated 
’till you come near Ravemta , where the 
Soil is made extreamly fruitful, and Ihows 
what much of the rdl might be , were the- 
re Hands enough to manage it to the beft 
Advantage. It is now on both Tides the 
Road very Marihy , and generally over- 
grown with Ruflies , which made me fan- , 
cy it was once floated by the Sea , that 
lyes within Four Miles of it. Nor could 
1 in the leaf! doubt it when I Taw Ravenna, 
that is almoft at the fame ditlance from 
the Adriatic , tho’ it was formerly the mofl: 
famous of all the Roman Ports.

all the Soil on that fide of R^venfta has 
been left there infenfibly by the Sea’s di- 
fcharging it fclf upon it for fo many Ages. 
The Ground mufl have been formerly mud» 
lower , for otherwife the Town would ha- 
ve lain under .Water. The Remains of 
the Pharos , that ftahd about Three Miles 
from the Sea, and Two from the Town, 
have their . Foundations cover’d with Eartii 
for fome Yards , as they told me, that 
‘ notwithftanding are upon a Level with iht 
Fields that lye about ’em , tho’ ’ti? proba^ 
ble they took the Advantage of a rifii^ 
Ground to fet it upon. It was a fquare 
Tower of about Twelve Yards in Breath, 
as appears by that part of it which yet re- 
mains entire , fo that its Height mufl have 
been very confiderable to have preferv’d 
a Proportion. It is made, iti the Form 
of the Venetian Campanello , and is probably . 
the high , Tower mention’d by Pliny ^ lj».

On the fide of the Town , where die 
Sea is fuppos’d to have lain formerly , there 
j ' is now a little Church call’d the RotonJk.

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the other is a fquare 'Piece of Marble , that 
by the Infcription appears ancicnr , and by 
the Ornaments about it fnows it felf to ha- 
ve been a littk Pagan Monument of Two 
Perfons that were bnipwreck’d , perhaps in 
the Place where now their Monument 
ftands.

It was ^he Naufraga mart 
that deftroy’d ’em , as It had formerly uni- 
ted ’em; what this Union was is exprefs’d 
in the preceding Verfc, by their both'^a- 
ving been made Free-men on the fame 
Day. If therefore we fuppofe they had 

been 
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been formerly Shipwreck’d with their Ma>^. 
iler and that he made ’cn; Free at tlie la- 
me time, the E{>igram is unriddled. Nor 
Is tills Interpretation perhaps fo forc’d as- 
it may feem at hrft light, lince it was the 
Cuftoin of the Mailers, a little before their 
Death, to give their Slaves their Freedom , 
if they had dtTcrv’d it at their Hands; and 
it is natural enough to fiippofe one, that 
was engag’d in a common Shipwreck, 
woLilti give fuch of his Slaves their Liber- 
ty , tliould have the good Luck to favc 
themfelves. The Chancel of this Church 
is vaulted vviih a liiigle Stone ofFour Foot 
in "1 liicutcfs and a tiundred and P'ourtcea 
in Circumference. There Hood on the 
Ontlide of this little Cupeda a great Tomb 
ol Porphyry , and the Statues of the T'wel- 
ve Apoilles; but in the War that Louis the 
Twelfth ntade on Italy ^ the Tomb was bro- 
ken in pieces by a Cannon-Ball. ’Twas, 
perhaps , the fame Blow that made the 
Flaw in the Cupola , tho’ the Inhabitants 
fay it was crack’d by Thunder , that de» 
flroy’d a Son of one of their Gothic Prin- 
ces , w^ho hud taken Shelter under it, as 
having been foretold what kind of Death 
hc,was to die. I ask’d an Abbot, that was 
ia the Ciiarch, what was the Name of this 
Ci6t///c Prince , who after a little Recollc- 
fiion, anfwcr’d me , That he could not 
tell precifdy , but that he thought ’t was 
one Julius CifJ'ar. There is a Convent of 
Iliiiniiis^ where they ihow a little Window 
L in 
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fn the Church, thro' which the Holy Ghoft 
is faid to have enter’d in the Shape of x 
Dove, and to have fettled on one of the 
Candidates for the Bill’.oprick. The Dove 
is rcprcfentcd in ti.e Window, and in Ic- 
vcral Places of the Church, and is in great 
Beputarion all over I Ihould not in- 

deed thinK it iinpolhoie for a Pigeon to fly 
in accidentally thro’ the Roof, where they 
ilill keep the Hole open, and by its flutte- 
ring o’er fach a particular Place , to give 
fo fupcrititious an AiTembly an Occalion 
of favouring a Competitor, efpcclally if he 
had many Friends among the Kledtors that 
would make a politick ufe of'fuch an Ac- 
cident : But they pretend the Miracle has- 
happen’d more than once. Among the Pi- 
ihircs of fcveral Fahious Men of the’r Or- 
der, there is one with this Infcription. P-

I mud 
confel’s J Call by no means lopk on this 
lalt as Auihcntick: It is built of hewm Stone, 
like the Pedeflal of a Pillar, but fomething 
higher than ordinary, ahdisbutjult broad 
enough for one Man to Hand upon it. On 
the contrary , the ancient Suggelthmis ^ ^s I 
have often obterv’d on Medals, as well as 
on CcHj'usnr'inc's .Arch, were made of Wood 
like a little kind. or Stage , or iJulk of a 
Strop , for the Heads of the Nails arc lb-. 
. . me- 
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nietimes reprefented , that are Cuppos’d ta 
have iafcen’d the Boards together. We ot- 
' tea fee on ’em the Emperor , and Two or 
I liiee General Officers » fometimes fitting 
and fometimes ftandjng,as tney made Spee- 
ches , or diftributed a Congiary to the 
Soldiers or People. They were probably 
always in rcadinefs , and carry’d among 
the Baggage of the Army , whereas tnis 
at lUmwt muli have been built on the Pla- 
ce, and requir’d fome time before it could 
be finiflfd. 

If the Obfervation I have here made is 
julf , it may ferve as a Confirmation to the 
Eearned bahretti's Conjediure on frajau‘s 
Pillar; who fuppofes, 1 tninK,with a great 
deal of Kcafon , that the Camos , In- 
trcnchinents , and other Works of the fa- 
mine Nature, which are cut out as if they 
had been made of Brick or hewn Stone , 
were in reality only of Earth , Tuff, or 
the like Materials; for there arc on the 
Piilar fome of thefe Suggijhms that are 
made like thofe on Medals , with only 
this difiercnce , that they feem built of 
Brick of Free-otone. At Twelve Miles 
diilance from Fimm ftands the little Re- 
pabiick. of St. Mar'im , which I could not 
forbear vifiting , tho’ it lyes out of the 
common Toiir of Travellers , and has 
eiccffiveJy bad Ways to it. I fliall here 
give a particular Account of it , becaufe 
1 know -no Body clfc that has done ir. 
vue may , at leaf! , have the Pleafure of 
j L 3 feeing 
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{cc'ng in it fomcthing more (Ingular than 
can ^ found in great Governments , and 
form from it an Idea of Vmke in its ftrli: 
Beginnings, when it had only a few Heaps 
of Earth for its Dominions , or of Rome it 
fclfjwhcn it had as y«t cover’d hut one of 
its Seven Hillf.

T he Town and Republick of St. Ria* 
rim ftands on the Top of a very high 
and craggy Mountain. It it generally hid 
among the Clouds , and lay under Snow, 
v.'heii I liiW it, tho’ it was clear and warni 
'VVi;athcr in all the Country about it. The* 
jc is not a Spring or Fountain , tliat I 
could hear of, in the whole Dominions, 
bat they are always well provided with 
huge Ciderns and Refervoirs of Rain and 
'Snow-W^ter. The Wine that grows ca 
the (idcs of their Mountain is citraordina- 
. ty good , and I think inudi berrer than any 
3 met with on the cold fide oi the /ippcm~ 
»«. This puts me in Mind of their Cel- 
lars, which have moll of *cm a natural 
■Advantage tliat renders ’em cxtrcamly cool 
the hottcll Scalbns , for they have 
^eucrajly in the Sitic? of ’eta deep Holes 
' 'thsi 
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that futi into t'>e Hollows of flic Hill, from 
■xv'hcncc coiutHotly iliues a breathius 

kind of Vapour , fo very chilling in the 
Summer time , that a \l?.n can fcarcc luf- 
ler its Hand in the Wind of ir. 

. I'hii Mountain , an4 a few neiglibou- 
ring Hi’ locks that_ lye ‘fcattcr’d about 
the l>o:u)m of it , is the whole Circuit of 
thefc Dominions. They have, what they 
call, Three C.dllcs, Three Convents, and 
Fi»e (Tnrehes, andean reckon about Fi- 
ve Thoufaiid ciuuls in thcli Conununity. 
The Iniiabit.ints’ and- Hillonans , that men- 
tion this little Rcpubliok, give the roliow- 
ing Account of its Original. St. Marino 
Was its founder , a Dalmatian by Birth , 
und by Trade a Mafon. He was employ’d 
about Thirteen Hundred Years ago in the 
Reparation oC Rimwi, and, after ho had n- 
nith’d his Work', retir’d to this folitary 
Mountain, as nnding it very proper for 
2he Lire of a Hermit , which he led in the 
greatcll Rigours and Aufterities of Rcil- 
gion. He had not been long here before 
he wrought a reputed Miracle, which, 
join’d with his extraordinary Sanftity, 
gain’d him To great an Eftccin that the Prin- 
cefs of the Country made him a Prefent 
of the Mountain to dirpofe of it at his owh 
Diferetion. His Reputation quickly Peo- 
pled ii , und gave Rife to the Republick 
that calls it felr after his Name, So that 
the Common-wealth of Marino may boafl 
at kaft of a nobler Original than thar 
■ ' of 
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of Rome , the one having been at firft an 
/{ly/rim for Robbers and Mudcrers, and tlic 
orher aRefort of Perfons eminent for their 
Piety and Devotion. The bdl of their 
Churches is Dedicated to the Saint ^ and 
holds his Afhes. His Statue (lands over 
the high Altar, with the Figure of a 
Moimtain in its Hands crown’d with Three 
Cadies, which is likewife the Arms of the 
Common-wealth, 'i'hcy actribnte to his 
Protedion the long Duration of their Sta- 
te, and look, on him as the greatdl Saint 
next the BlclTed Virgin I law in their 
Statute-Book a Law againft fuch as fpeak 
difrefpedfully of him , who are to be pu- 
nilh’d in the fame manner as thofe that arc 
Convided of Blafphemy. 

This petty Republick has now laded 
Fourteen Hundred Years , while all the Sta- 
te? of ItMly have feveral times chang’d their 
Maders and Forms of Government. Their 
whole Hidory is compris’d in TwoPurcha- 
fes, which they made of a neighbouring 
Prince, and in a War in which they allided 
the Pope againlt a Lord of Rimini. In the 
Year r ico they bought a Cadlc in the 
Neighbourhood , as they did another in the 
Year 1 170. The Papers of the Conditions 
ate preferv’d in their Archives , wlrcre ’tis 
very remarkable that the Name of the A- 
gent for the Common-wealth , of the Sel- 
ler , of the Notary, and the Witndfes, arc 
the lame in both the Indruments , tho’ 
drawn up at Seventy Years dilUnce from 
M each 
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c.ich other. Nor can it be any Miftakc ii» 

(lie Date , becaufc the Popes and Empe- 
rois Names, with the Year of' their Reigns, 
are both punctually fet down. About 290. 
Years after this they atTilted Pope Pius the 
Second againil one of the Malatejla’s , who 
was then Lord of Rhnirti ; and when they 
had help’d to conquer him, receiv’d from 
the Pope, as a Reward for their Afiutaii* 
ce, Four little Cadies. This they repre- 
ient a 5 the fiouriihing Time of the Com- 
mon-wealth , when their Dominions reach’d 
half way up a neighbouring Hill ; bat at 
prefent they arc reduc’d to their old Ex- 
tent. They would probably fell their Li- 
berty as dear as they could to -any that at- 
tack’d ’em, for there is but one Road by 
which to climb up to ’em , and they have 
a very fevcrc Law againft any of their own 
Dody- that enters the Town by another 
Path, left any new one lliould be worn 
on the Sides of their Mountain. All that . 
arc capable of bearing Arms arc exer- 
cis’d, and ready at a Moment’s Call. 

The Sovereign Power of the Republick 
was lodg’d originally in what they call the 
Arengo , a great Council in which every 
Houi'e had its Reprefentative. But becau- ^ 
fe they found too much Confufion in fuch 
a Multitude of Statefmcn , they_devoIv’d 
their w’hole Authority into the Hands cf 
. the Council of Sixty. The Artngo howe- 
ver is dill call’d together in Cafes of ci- 
iraordinary lmportancc; and if , after due 

Sum- 
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Summons , any Member abfents himfelf, 
he is CO be Fin’d to the value of about a 
Penny which the Satufc fays he 

ftall pay , Sine aliqua diminutinne nut gratia. 
In the ordinary Courfc of Government , 
the Council of Siity ( ■which , notwith- 
flanding the Name confifts but of Forty Per- 
fons) hfls in its Hands the Adminiftratioa 
of Affairs, and is made up half out of the 
Noble Families , and half out of the Pie- 
leian. They manage all by Baloting, are 
not admitted ’till Five and T'wenty Years 
old, and chufc the Officers of the Cojj> 
nion-wcalth. 

Thus far they agree with the Great Coun- 
cil 0^ Venice y but their Power is much mo- 
re extended ; for no Sentence can ftand 
that is not confirm’d by Two Thirds of 
this Council. Befides , that no Son can 
be admitted into it during the Life of his 
Father, nor Two be in it of the fameFa- 
niily, nor any enter but by Eledion. The 
chief Officers of the Common-wealth are 
ihc Two Capitatteosj who have fuch a Po- 
wer as the old Raman Gonfuls bad , bat a- 
te chofen every Six Months. I talk’d 
with fome that had been Capitaneos Six or 
Sevetv times , tho* the Office is never to 
be continu’d to the fame Perfons twice 
fucceffively. The Third Officer is the Com-! 
miflary, who judges in all Civil and Cri- 
ininal Matters. But bccaufe the many Al» 
Vwnces , Fricndffiips , and Intermarriages . 
ai well as the Pcrfonal Feuds and Ani- 
M ^ 
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inolities that happen among fo fma!I a Pc- 
opie might obltrucl the Courfe ot Julb'ce, 
if one of their own Number had the Di' 
Itribution of it , they have always a Fo- 
reigner for this Employ, whom they chu- 
fc for Three Years and maintain out of 
the Publick Stock He mult be a Dodor 
of Law , and a Man of known Integrity. 
He is join’d in Commillion with the Cj- 
pirtaveoi , and adts fomething like the Re- 
corder of Loudon under my Lord Mayor. 
The Common- wealth of Genoa was forc’d 
to make ufe of a Foreign Judge for many 
Y'ears, whillt their Republick was torn in- 
to tne Dirijions of Guelphf and Giyeliuer. 
The fourth Man in the State is the Phyii- 
ciun, who mull likewiie be a Stranger, and 
is mainuiifd by a publick Salary. He is 
oblig’d to keep a Horic, to vilit the Sick, 
and to inlpt'Ct all J>>iugs that are impor- 
ted. Hg mull be at lead Tiiirty Five 
Years old, a Dodlor of the Faculty, aud 
eminent for his Religion and Honellyjthat 
his R.nhncfs or Ignorance may not unpeo- 
ple the Common-wealth, And that they 
may not fuit'cr long under a bad Choice, 
he is eledfed only for Three Years. The 
prefent I'hylician is a very underilanding 
IVlan , and well read in our Countrymen, 
Harvey , IVti/is , sSydcnhatn , &c. He has 
'been continu’d for Tome time among ’em, 
and they fay the Commonwealth thrives 
under his Elands. Another Pcrlbn , that 
makes no ordinary Figure in the Repub- 
- . lick , 
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lick ) is the School-Mafter. I fcarcc met 
with any in the Place that had not Tome 
rindure of Learning. I had the Pcrulal 
of a Latin Book in Loliu , entitled , Statutit 
lllujlyijfima Heipublict ^amHi Marini, Printed 
at Rimini by Order of the Common-wealth. 
The Chapter on the publick Miniliers fays, 
that when an Amkailador is difpatch’d 
from the Rcpublick to any Foreign Sta- 
te he Avail be allow’d, out of the Treafu- 
ry, to the value of a Shilling a Day. I’he 
People are cileem’d very honelt and rigo- 
rous in the Execution of Juftiee, and fcein 
to live more happy and contented ainon^ 
their Rocks and Snows, than others of the 
ItnUiiHS do in the pleafantelt V'ailics of tlte 
World. Nothing indeed can be a greater 
Iiiflance of the natural Love that Mauivind 
has for Liberty, and of their Avenion to 
an Arbitrary Government , than fuch a 
Savage Mountain cover’d with People, 
and the Cnmpama of Rome, that lyes in the 
fame Country , ahnoft deftitute of Inhabi- 
tants,-

1 ]^ROM jRiwiw to Loretto the Towns of 
Note are Pefaro , Fnno , Semgaliia and 
jivcofta. Fano receiv’d its Name from the 
Temple of Fortune that flood in it. One 
may Itill fee the Triumphal Arch that was 
there erected to Augu/lus : It is indeed very 
much defac’d by Time, but the Plan of it, 
as it flood entire with all its Infcriptions, is 
neatly cut upon the Wall of a neighbou- 
ring Building. In each of thefe Towns is 
a beautiful Marble Fountain , where the 
Water runs continually thro’ fevcral lit- 
tle Spouts, which looks very refreihing in 
thefe hot Countries , and gives a great 
Coolncfs to the Air about ’em. That of 
Pefaro is prettily defign’d. Ahcohs i? much' 
the moft confiderable of thefe Towns. It 
Hands on a Promontory , and looks more 
beautiful at a diftance than when you are 
in it. The Port vTas made by Irfij/iH for 
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Vv'lilch he has a Triumphal Arch rrefted to 
him by the Sea-fide. The Marble of this 
Arch looks very .white and frclh, as being 
expos’d to the Winds and Salt Sea-Va- 
pours, that by continually fretting it pre- 
ferves it Iclf from that mouldy Colour, 
which others of the fame Matter have 
contrad^cd. Tho’the and Voyage- 
Writers call thefe of Rimini^ tnno and An- 
teva I'riumphal Arches, there was proba- 
bly Ibmc DiltindUon made among the /^o- 
mans between fuch Honorary Arches ere- 
dted to Emperors , and thofe that were 
rais’d to ’em on the Account of a Vido- 
ry , wliich arc properly Triumplial Arches, 
This at Ancona was an Inftance of Gratitu- 
de to Trajan for the I’orc he had made the- 
re, as the Two others I have mention’d 
were probably for fomc Reafon of the fame 
Nature.’ One may however obferve the 
Wifdom of the ancient Romans, that to en- 
courage their Emperors in their Inclination 
of doing good to their Country, gave the 
fame Honours to the great Adtiens of Pea- 
ce, which turn’d to the Advantage of the 
Publick, as to thofe of War. I'his is ve- 
ry remarkable in the Medals that were 
damp’d on the fame Occaiions. I remem- 
ber to have feen one of Catba'i with a 
Triumphal Arch on the Reverfe , that W'as 
made by the Senate’s Order for his ha- 
ving remitted a Tax. R. XXXX. RE- 
A1ISSA. S. C. The Medal which was ma- 
de for Trijjaa in Rcjnenibrance of his Be- 
ne-

This Stone was probably fet up on oc- 
cafion of the Fall of Sejanus. After the 
Name of Ahennlarhus there is a little Fur- 
row in the Marble but fo fmooth and well 
polifliM , that I Ihould not have taken noti- 
ce of it had not I fecn Coff. at the* end of 
it, by which it is plain there was once the 
Name of another Gonful , which has been 
induftrioufly raicd out. Lucius Aruneius Ca- 
millus Scribonianus was Coiiful under, the 
Reign of Tiberius and was afterwards put to 
Death for a Confpiracy that he had form’d 
againft the Emperot Claudius j at which ti- 
me it was order’d that his Name and Con- 
fulate (hould be effaced out of all publick 
Regifters and inferiptions. It is not there- 
fore improbable , that it was this long Na- 
me that fill’d up the Gap I am now men- 
mentioning. ^ 'rhere are Near this Monu- 
ment the Ruins of an ancient Theater , 
with fome of the Caves entire. I law a- 
mong the Ruins and old Heathen Altar, 

with 
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with this Particularity in it , that it is hol- 
low’d, like a Dilh , at one End ; but it was i 
not this End on which the Sacrifice was 
laid , as one mav guefs from the xMake of 
the Fciloon , that runs round the Altar, 
which is inverted when the Hollow ftands 
uppermoft. In the fame Yard , among the 
Rubbifii of the Theater lye Two Pillars, 
the one of Granite, and the other of a very , 
bcantifil Marble, i went out of ray way 
to tec the I’amous CajcU'ii tliat lyes aboJt 
Three iVl’lcs from Terni. It is form’d by th» 

Fall of the Riv -.r K'h«o,tnat mentions i'‘ 
in 'I'lC Seven I — Hol:a rura Vciini. 

The Chinncl of this River lycs^vcry 
high and is fnaded on al Tides by a Green 
Fored, n ade up of icveral kinds of Treea 
that preferve their Verdure all the Year. 

’The neighbouring i'.Iountains arc cover’d 
with ’em , and by rcafon of their height are 
more expos’d to the Dews and drizzling 
Rains than any of the adjacent Parts , which 
gives occalion to Virgd'i Rojea rura , ^ 

( Dewy Countries ) The River runs ex- ^ 
trcainly rapid before iti Fall , and ruilics 
down a Precipice of a Hundred Yards high. 

It throws it felf into the Hollow of a Rock, 
that has probably been worn by fuch a con- 
(lant Fall of Water. It is impolTible to 
fee the Pottoml on which it breaks for the ^ 
Thicknefs of the Mill that rifes from 1 
which looks at a diftance like Clouds of ’ 
' Smoak afeending from fomc vaft Furnace, •1 
and diltils in perpetual Rains on all the 

Places 
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Races that lye near it. I think there is 
fbmething mare aftqnifhing in this Cafiade^ 
than in all the Water -Works of VerJaUlts. 
and could not but wonder, when I firft 
faw it, that I, had never met with it in any 
of the old P.oets , cTpecially in Claudian^ 
who makes his Emperor Hivcrj«$ go out 
of his way to fee the River Nar that runs 
juft below it , and yet does not mention 
what would have been fo great an Embcl- 
lifhment to his Poem. But at prefent I 
don’t in the lead queftion, notwichftand- 
' •• ing the Opinion of fome Learned Men to 
the contrary , but this is the Gulf thto’ 
which Virgil's AleBn flioots lier felf into 
Hell; for the very Place, the great Repu- 
, tation of it, the Waters, the Woods Hiat 
encompafs it , with the Smoak and Noife 
that arife from it , are all pointed at in the 
Defeription. Perhaps he would not men- 
tion the Name of the River , becaufc he 
has done it in the Verfes that precede. Wc 
may add to thi? that the Qafe^e is not fat 
off that Part of /w/y which has been call’d 
Italia Meditullium. '>

From Narni I went to OiricoU , a very 
mean little Village, that ftands where the 
Caftlc of Ocriculmi did formerly. I turn’d 
about half a Mile out of the Road to fee 
the Ruins of the old Omca/«w, that lye near 
the Banks of the Tiler. There are ftill 
fcatter’d Pilhars and Pedeftals, huge Pieces 
of Marble half b’Jry’d in the Earth, Frag- 
ments of Towers , Subterraneous Vaults, 
Bathing Places , and the like Marks of its 
aucient Magnificence. 

In my way to Rome, feeing a high Hill 
(landing by it felf in the Campania , I did 
not queftion but it had a C/aJJic Name , 
and upon Epquiry found it to be Mount 
Soradie. The Italians at prefent call it , be- 
caufe its Name begins with an S. St. O- 
refie. 

The Fatigue of our crolTing the Appeni- 
net, and of our whole Journey from Lo- 
retto to Reme , was very agreeably reliev’d 
O 3 by 
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by the Variety of Scenes we pafs’d thro*: • 
For not to mention the rude profpefts of 
fo many Rocks rifing one above another, 
of the deep Gutters worn in the fides of 
*em by the Torrents of Rain and Snow- 
Water , or the long Channels of Sand 
winding about their Bottoms , that are fo- 
metimes cover’d with fo many Rivers : 
We faw, in Six Days Travelling the fever- 
al Scafons of the Year in their I3eauty and 
Perfedion. We where fometimes Shiver- 
ing on the Top of a bleak Mountain , 
and a little while after Sweating in a. 
warm Valley , planted with Violets and 
Almond-trees in BlolTom , with the Bees • 
already fwarming over ’em , tho’ but in the 
Month oi Februaty. Sometimes our Road 
led us thro’ Groves of Olives, or by Gar-: 
dens of Oranges, or into fcveral Hollow 
Apartments among the Rocks , and Moun- 
tains, that look like fo many natural 
Grecn-houfes; as being always cover’d with 
a great Variety of Trees and Shrubs that 
never lofe their Verdure. 

1 fnall fay nothing of the Via Fliwiivia, 
which has been deferib’d by all the Voya- 
ge-Writers that have pafs’d it, but lhall fet 
down Claudian's Defeription of the Jour- 
ney that Hertoriiis made from Ravenna to Ro- 
me^ which lyes mod of it the fame Road 
that I have been deferibing.

Peters 3 and the 
Kotunda^ leaving the reft *iill 'my Return 
from Naples^ when I fhould have time and 
Icifure enough to confider what, I faw. St. 
Peters fcldom anfwers Expectation at firll 
entering. it , but enlarges- it fclf on all Si- 
des, in fen lib) y, and mends upon the Eye e- 
very Moment.. The Proportions are lo 
very well obfervM , that nothing appears to 
an Advantage, or diftinguiflies it fclf above 
the reft. It feems neither extrearhly high,

ry in our Gotj£»;V Cathedrals , the Narrownefs

or that of the Chriftian' Temples be the 
xnoft beautiful , and the molt capable of , 
Magniticence , and can’t forbear thinking 
the Crofs Figure more proper for fuch fpa- 
V'ioos Buildings than the Rotund. I mull 
coufefs the Eye is better fill’d at firft en* 
•tering the Rotund^ and takes in tlw whole 
Beauty and Magnificence of the Temple at 
one view. But fuch as are built in the 
Form of a Crofs, give us a greater Varie- 
ty of Noble Profpeds. Nor is it eafic to 
conceive a more glorious Show in Archi- 
tedure , than what a Man meets with in St. 
Peters t when he Aands under the Dome. 
If he looks upward he is aftonilh’d at the 
fpacious Hollow of the Cupola, and has a 
Vault on every fide of him, that makes o- 
nc of the beauiifulleft Vifius that the Eye 
can poffibly pafs thro’.' ' I know that fuch 
as are profeB’d Admirers of the Ancients 
will find abundance of Chimerical Beau- 
ties, that the Architeds themfelvcs never 
thought of , as one of the raoft Famous 
of the Moderns in that Art tells us, the

Our Chriftian Epkaphs , that are to be 
fcen only in Churches, or Church- Yards, 
begm often with a Sifi* Viator. Viator f re- 
care Jahtem , &c. probably in Imitation of 
the old /towww Infcriptions, that generally 
addrefs’d themfelves to the Travellers; as 
it was impoffible for ’em to enter the Ci- 
ty, or to go out of it without palTing thro* 
one of theft melancholy Roads , that for a 
great Lenght was nothing elft but a Street 
of FutJeral Momaments. 

In my way from Rome to Naplet I found 
nothing fo remarkable as the B^uty of the 
Country, and. the extream Poverty oS its 
Inhabitants. It is indeed an amaiing thing 
to fee the prefent Defolation of /t«^,whca 
one confiders what incredible Multitudes of 
People it abounded with during the Reigns 
of the Retaan Emperors : Am notwith- 
ftanding the Removal ©f the Imperial Seat, 
the Irruptions of the Parbaroos Nations, 
the Civil Wars of this Country , with the 
Hardlhips of its ftveral Govemmeilt , one 
can fcarce imagine how fo plentiful a Soil

fhould become fo miferably unpeopled ; 
in Comparifon of wat it once was. We 
may reckon , by a very moderate Compu- 
tation, more Inhabitants in the Campania 
of Old Rome , than are now in all Italy. 
And if we could number up thofe prodigi- 
ous Swarms of People that had fettled 
themfelves in every Part of this delightful 
Country , I queftion not but they would 
amount to more than can be found , at pre- 
fent, in any Six Parts of Emope of the, fa- 
me Extent. This Defolation appears no 
where greater than in the Pope’s Territo- , 
ries , and yet there are fevcral Reafons 
that would make a Man expedl ^o fee the- 
fc Dominions the bed regulated, and moll 
flourilhing of any other in Europe. Their 
Prince is generally a Man of Learning and 
Virtue, mature in Years and Experience , 
who has feldom any Vanity or Pleafure to 
gratifie at his People’s Expcnce , and is 
neither encumber’d with Wife, Childreu 
or Millrelfes; not to mention the fuppos’d 
Sanility of his Charadler , that obliges him 
in a more particular manner to confult the 
Good and Happinefs of Mankind. T^ie Di- 
reflion of Church and State are lodg’d en- 
tirely ini his own Hands, fo that his Go- 
vernment is naturally free from thofe Prin- 
ciples of Fa£Hon and Divilion that are 
mix’d in the very Compolition of mod o- 
thers. His Sub)edls are always ready to 
fall in with his Deligns , and are more at 
his Difpofal than any others of the mod

M y Firft Days at f^aphs where taken

are always very magnificent in the Holy- 
W cek. It would be tedious to give an 
Account of the feveral Reprefentations of H 
our ^Saviour’s Death and Rcfurreftion , of 
the Figures of himfclf,-tfie Blefled Virgin, ] 
and the Apoftles^ , which arc carry *d up 
and down on this Occafion, with the Cruel 
Penances that feveral inflift on thcmfel- ’ 
ves , and the Multitude of Ceremonies that 
attend thefe Iblemnities. 1 faw , at the fa- 
me . time , a very fplendid Procclfion for 
the Acceffion of the Duke of Anjou to the 
Crown of Spain , in which the Vice-Roy 
bore his Part at the Deft Hand of Cardind 
Cantelmi.

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formation made , tho’ not publickly own’d , 
in the Homan Cathulick Church , lince the 
fpreading of the Proteftant Religion , fa 
we find the feveral Nations arc recover’d 
out of their Ignorance , in proportion u 
they converfe more or lefs with thofc of 
the Reform’d Churches. For this Reafon 
the french are much more enlighten’d than 
the Spaniards or Italians , on occaftou of 
their frequent controverfies with the Hu-, 
guenots, and we find fo many of the Roman 
Catholick Gentleman of our own Coun- 
try, that wil not ftick to laugh at the Su- 
perfiions they foinetimes meet with in o? 
thef Nations. 

I fhall not be particular in deferibing the 
Grandeur of the City of Naples , the Beau- 
ty of its Pavement, the Regularity of its 
iBuildipgs , the Magnificence of its Chur- 
ches and Convents , the Multitude of jts 
Inhabitants , or the Delightfulnefs of its 
Situation , which fo many others have do- 
ne with a great deal of Leifure and £xa«- 
nefs.

There arc feveral very delightful Prof- 
peds about Naples^ efpecially from fome 
of the Religious Houfes j for one -feldora 
finds in Italy a Spot of Ground more a- 
greeable than ordinary, that is not cover’d 
with a Convent. The Cupola’s of this 
City, tho’ there are many of ’em, don’t 
appear to the beft Advantage when one 
furveys ’em at a diftance , as being gene- 
rally too high and narrow. The Marquis 
of Medina Cidonia , in his Vice-Royalty. , 
made the Shell of a Houfe, which he had 
not time to finifli , that commands a View 
of the whole Bay , and would have been a 
very noble Building had he brought it to 
Perfedion.

The Bay af Naples is the mod delightful 
one that I ever faw. It lyes in almofi « 
round Figure of about Thirty Miles in 
the Diameter. Three Parts of it' arc co- 
ver’d with a Noble Circuit of Woods and 
Mountains. The high Promontory of 
Surrentum divides it from the Bay of Saler- 
mw Between the utmoft Point of tins 
Promontory , and the Ifle of Caprea^ the , 
Sea enters by a Streight of about Three 
Miles wide. This Ifland (lands as a vad 
Mole , planted there on purpofe to break 
the Violence of the Waves that run into 
the Bay. It lyes long-ways , almoft in a 
parallel Line to Naples. The exceliive 
Height of its Rocks Ihelters a great part of 
the Bay from Winds and Waves , that 
enter again between the other End of this 
Idand and the Promontory of Mijetio^ The 
Bay of Naples is call’d the Crater by the old 
Geographers probably from its Refemblaa* 
ce to a round Bowl half fill’d with U- 
quor- Perhaps Virgil.^ who comjpos’d here 
a great .part of his JEneids , took firom hen- 
ce the Plan of that beautiful Harbour, 
which he has made in his Firft Book , for 
the Lyhian Port is but thq Neapolitan Bay 
in little.

There' 
would have been one on Fruit had not 
Majffianello^i Rebellion abolifh’d it , as it has’ 
probably put a flop to many others. What' 
makes thcfe Impofts more intolerable to the 
poorer fort, they are laid on all, Butchers 
Adeat, while at the fame time the Fowf 
and Gibier are Tax-free. - 'Befides all 
Meat, being Taxed equally by the Pound, 
it happens that the Duty lyes heavieft on 
the coarfer forts , which are moft likely to 
fall to the fhare of the common' People, 
fo that Beef perhaps pays a Third , and 
Veal a Tenth of its Price to the Govern- 
ment , a Pound of either fort having the 
fame Tax fix’d on it. Thefe Gabels are 
moft of ’em at prefent in the Hands of pri- 
vate Men ; for as the King of Spaits has’ 
had occafion for Mony he has borrow’d it 
oi the Rich Neapolitans^ on Condition that 
they Ihould receive the Intereft out of fuch 
or fuch Gabels, ’till he could repay ’em 
the Principal. ♦ • - 

S ^ . This 
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. Thii'hc h*e repeated fo often that tx 
prefent there is fcarce a (ingle Gabel un- 
iportgag’d; fo that there is .no Place ia 
kttrope that pays greater T axes , and at the 
fame time no Prince that draws lefts Ad- 
vantage from ’em. In other Countries the 
People have the Satisfadion of feeing the 
Mony they give fpent in the Neceffities,* 
Defence, or Ornament of their State , or 
at'leaft in the Vanity or Pleafures of their 
Prince , but here moft of it goes to the 
enriching of their Fellow Subjefts. If the- 
re was not fo great a Plenty of every 
thingin Naples the People could not bear 
it. The Spaniard however reaps this Ad- 
■ vantage from the prefent Pofture of Af- 
fairs , that the Murmurs of the People arc 
turn’d upon their owii Countrymen , and 
what is more conliderable that almoft all 
the Perfons , of the greateft Wealth and 
Power in Naples , are engag’d by their own 
Intcrefts to pay the Impolitions chearfully, 
and to fupport the Government that has 
laid ’em on. For this Reafon > tho’ the 
poorer fort are for the Emperor , few of 
the Perfons of Confequence can endure 
to think of a Change in their prefent Efta- 
blifhme'nt ; tho’ there is no queftipn but 
ihe King of Spain will Reform rnoft of the- 
fc Abuies by breaking or retrenching the 
Power of the Barons , by cancelling fe»* 
veral unneffary Employs, or by ranfoming 
or taking the Gabels into his own Hands, 
I have been told too, there is a d-aw of 

Cbar- 
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Qlmht the Fifth fotnethiag like our Stita-.' 
te of Mortmain , that has lain dormant 
ever fince his Time , and will probably 
have new Life put into it under the Rfign 
of an a6Hve Prince. The Inhabitants of 
Naples have been always very notorious foe 
leading a Life of Lazinefs and Pleafure, 
which I take to atife partly out of won- 
derful Plenty of their Country , that does 
not make Labour fo neceflary to ’em , and 
partly out of the Temper of their Clima- 
te, that relaxes the Fibers of their Bodies, 
and difpofes the People to fuch an idle in- 
dolent Humour- Whatever it proceeds 
from , we find they were formerly as fa- 
mous for it as they are at prefent. 

This was perhaps ,the Reafon that the 
Ancients tell us one of the Sirens was bu- 
ry’d in this City which thence receiv’d the 
Name of Partbenope.

A t about Eight Miles' Diitahce' tm 
Naples lyes a very noble Scene bf An- 
^quitfes. Whak' they call 
is the fir ft that one meets with on fheWay 
ihither.. ,:It is certain this Poet was bury’d 
ti Naples, but I think it Ts al'mdft as, cer- 
tain that his Tohftj lay On the bthet litie 
of the Town that looks towards 
By this Tomb is the Entry into the Grotto 
of Paufilypo, which the common People of 
Naples believe to have been wrought by 
Magick, and that Virgil was the Magici- 
an; who is in greater Repute among the 
Neapolitans for having made the Grotto , 
Jhaii the Mneid. If ‘ 
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If A Man would form to himfelf a juft 
Idea of this Place , he muft fancy a vaft 
Rock undermin’d from one End to the o- 
ther , and a Highway running thro* it , 
near as long and as broad as the Mail in 
St. Jemes's Park. This Subterraneous PaT 
fage is much mended lince Seneca gave fo 
bad a Charafier of it. The Entry at both 
Ends is higher than the middle Parts of it, 
and finks by degrees , to fling in more Light 
upon the refi. Towards the middle are 
Two large Funnels, bor’d thro’ the Roof 
of the Mountain , to let in Light and 
frefh Air. 

There are no where about the Mountain 
any vaft Heaps of Stones, tho’ it is certain 
the great Quantities of ’em that are dug 
out of the Rock could not eafily conceal 
themfelvcs , had they not probabljr beeft 
confum’d in the Moles and Buildings of 
Naples. This confirm’d me in a Conjectu- 
re which I made at the firft light of this 
Subterraneous Pallkge, that it was not firft 
defign’d fo much for a High-way as for 
a Quarry of Stone , but that the Inhabi- 
tants, finding a double Advantage by it, 
hew’d it into the Form we now fee. Per- 
haps the fame Delign gave the Original t® 
^e Si^/*s Grotto, confidering the prodigi- 
ous Multitude of Palaces that flood in its 
Neighbourhood. 

I remember when I was at Cbateaudun in 
France I met with a very curious Perfon , 
a Member of t\vs German Univerfitics. He 
T had 
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had flay’d a Day or Two in the Town 
longer than ordinary , to take the Meafu- 
res ot feveral empty Spaces that had been 
cut in the Sides of a neighbouring Moun- 
tain. Some of ’em were fupported with 
Tillars form’d out of the Rock, fomewere 
anadc in the Faihion of Galleries , and fo- 
me not unlike Amphitheaters. I’he Gent- 
leman had made to himfelf feveral ingc; 
nious Hypothefes concerning^ the ufe of 
thefe Subterraneous Apartments , and from 
thence collected the vafl Magnidcence and 
Duiury of the ancient Cbattaudmo'n. But 
upon communicating his Thonghts on this 
6’ubjecl to one of the mofl Learned of the 
Place, he was not a little furpriz’d to hear 
that thefe ftupendious Works of Art were 
only lb many Quarries of Free-Stone, th;it 
had been wrought into difterent Figures, 
according as the Veins of it dircdled the 
Workmen. 

About Five Miles from the Grotto of 
Panfilypo lye the Remains of Putesli and 
Baja , in a foft Air and a delicious Situ- 
ation. 

The Country about ’em , by reafon of 
its vafl Caverns and Subterraneous Fircb 
Fas been miferably torn in Pieces by Earth- 
quakes, fo that the whole Face of it ** 
quite chang’d from what it was format' 
Jy. The Sea has overwhelm’d a Multitu* 
be of Palaces , that may be fecn at the 
Bottom of the Water in a calm Day. 

The Lucr'me Lake is but a Puddle m 
Comparifon of what it once was , its 

Springs 
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Springs having been funk in an Earthqua- 
ke, or itopp’d up by Mountains that have 
fallen upon ’em. The Lake of Averms , that 
was formerly fo famous for its Steams of Poi- 
fon, is now plentifully flock’d with Fifli and 
Fowl. Mount from one of the fruit- 

fulleft Parts in Italy,, is become one of the 
moft barren. Several Fields that were laid 
out in beautiful Groves and Gardens are 
now naked Plains, fmoaking with Sulphur, 
or encumber’d with Hills that have been 
thrown up by Eruptions of Fire. The 
Works of Art lye in no Icfs Diforder than, 
thofc of Nature , for that which was once 
the mofl Charming Spot of Italy,, cover’d 
with Temples and Palaces, adorn’d by the 
greateft of the Roman Common-wealth, 
cmbellifh’d by many of the Roman Empe- 
rors , and celebrated by the belt of their 
Poets , has now nothing to fliow but the 
Ruins of its ancients Splendor, and a great 
Magnificence in Confufion. 

The Mole of Puteoli has been miftaken 
by fevcral Authors for Caligtsla's Bridge. 
They have all been led into this Error from 
the Make of it , bccaufe it flands on Ar- 
ciics. But to pafs over the many Argu- 
ments that may be brought againfl this O- 
pmion, 1 lhall here take away the Foun- 
dation of it, by fetting down an Infcripti- 
on mention’d by Julius Capitolinas in the 
Life of Antoninus. Pius , who was the Re- 
pairer of this Mole. Imp. Cafari. Divi //«- 
siriani. Mo. Divi, Trajani. Partbid. Nepoti.

It would have been very difficult to ha- 
ve made luch a Mole as this of Puteo/iy in 
a Place where they bad not fo natural a 
Commodity as the Earth of P<Jzz«o/a, which 
immediately hardens in the Water , and 
after a little lying in it looks rather like 
Stone than Mortar. It was this that gave 
the ancient Uomam an Opportunity of ma- 
king fo many Encroachments on the Sea, 
and of laying the Foundations of their Vil- 
las and Palaces within the very Borders of 
L.V o I* has elegantly deferib’d it mo-

Epift. L. 1. About Four Years ago they dug up a 
great Piece of Marble near Puzzuola , that 
has feveral f igures and Letters Engraven 
round it , which have given occalion to 
Grono. Difputes among the Antiquaries. But 

▼him, they all agree that it is the Pedcftal of a 
rabr*t- Statue eredled to Tiberius by the Fourteen 
ti.Buii- Cities of Afia^ which were flung down by 
Earthquake ; the fame that, according 
to the Opinion of many Learned Mens 
happen’d at our Saviour’s Crucilixion. 
I'hey have found in the Letters, which a- 
re (till legible , the Names of the feveral 
Cities , and difeover in each Figure fo- 
mething particular to the City, of which 
it reprel'enis the Genius. There are Two 
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Medals oiTiberiut ftanip’d on the fame Oc- 
cation with this Irtfcription to one of ’em, 
Civitatibus Afid Reftitutis. The Emperor 
is reprefented in both fitting , with a Pa- 
tera in one Hand , and a Spear in the 
other. 

It is probable this might have been the 
Poftare of the Statue, which in all likeli- 
hood does not lye far from the Place 
where they took up the Pedeftal ; for they 
fay there were other great Pieces of Mar- 
ble near it , and feveral of ’em inferib’d , 
but that no Body would be at the Char- 
ges of bringing them to light. The Pede* 
lial it felf lay neglcfted in an open Field 
when I faw it. I fhall not be particular 
on the Ruins of the Amphiteater, the An- 
cient Refervoirs of Water, the Si^Ps Grot- 
to , the Centum Camera , the Sepulchre of 
Agrippina Nero's Mother, with feveral o- 
ther Antiquities of lefs Note, that lye in 
the Neighbourhood of this Bay, and have 
been fo often deferib’d by many others. 
1 inuft confefs , after having furvey’d the 
Antiquities about Napiei and Rome , I can’t 
but think that our Admiration of ’em docs 
not fo much arife out of their Greatnefs 
as Uncommonnefs. 

There are indeed many extraordinary 
Ruins , but I believe a Traveller would 
not be fo much aftonilh’d at ’em , did he 
and any Works of the fame kind in his 
own Country. Amphitheatres , Trium-i 
phal Arches , Baths , Grotto’s , Catacombs , 
T 3 Ro- 
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Rotunda’s , Higvays pav’d for fo great a 
i>engt , Hridges of fuch an amazing Height, 
Subterraneous Buildings for the Reception 
of Rain and Snow-Water , are inoii of 
*em at prefent out of Falhion, and only to 
be mer with among the Antiquities of Uh.~ 
h. Wc are therefore immediately fur- 
priz’d when we fee any confidcrable Sums 
laid out in any thing of this Nature , tho’ 
at the fame time there is many a Gothic 
Cathedral in England ^ that has cofl: more 
Pains and Mony than fcveral of thefe cele- 
Hated Works. Among the Ruins of the 
old Heathen Temples they Ihow’d me what 
they call the Chamber of KwHf, that Hands 
a little behind her Temple. It is wholly 
dark , and has fevcral Figures on the Cie- 
ling wrought in Stucco , that feem to repre- 
feiit Lufb and Strenght by the Emblems 
of naked Jtipitets and Gladiators , Tritons 
and Centaurs, &c. fo that one would guefs 
it ha* formerly been the Scene of many 
lewd Myftcrics. On the other fide of Na^ 
pics lye the Catacombs. Thefe muft have 
been full of Stench and Loathfomnefs , if 
the dead Bodies thay lay in ’em were left 
to rot in open Nitches. But upon exa- 
mining ’em I find they were cadi of ’em 
Hopp’d up , without doubt , as foon as 
the Corps was laid in it. For at the 
Mouth of the Nitch one always finds 
the Rock cut into little Channels , to fa- 
Hen the Board or Marble that was to clofe 
it up, and I think I did not fee one that 
had not Hill fome Mortar kicking in it. 
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r>me I found pieces of Tiles that cx* 

' tally’d with, the Channel , and in o- 
s a little Wall of Bricks , that fometi- 
, Hopp’d up above a quarter of the 
ch , the reft having been broken down. 
Prvculus’s Sepulchre feeins to have had 
:lnd of Mofaic Work on its Cover- 
for 1 obferv’d at one End of it fc- 
• al little Pieces of Marble rang’d toge- 
tv after that manner. ’Tis probable they 
ere adorn’d , more or lefs , according to 
e Quality of the Dead. One would in- 
i-ed wonder to find fuch a Multitude 
f Nitches unftopp’d, and I can’t imagine 
ny Body fliould take the Pains to do it, 
hat was not in Queft of Ibme fuppos’d 
freafure. 

Baja was the Winter Retreat of the old

A Stranger is 
generally led into that they call Cit«w’s 
Bath, and feveral Voyage- W riters pretend 
there is a cold Vapour rifiug. from the 
Bottom of it , which. refrefhes thofe that 
ftoop into it. *Tis true the Heat is much 
more fupportable to one that ftoops , than 
to one that hands upright , becaufe the 
Steams of Sulphur gather in the Hollow 
of the Arch about a Man’s Head , and are 
therefore much thicker aiid warmer iii that 
Part than at the Bottom.

I 
apt to think therefore, that thefe huge 
ieldy Lumps that lye one upon ano- 
, as if thrown together by Accident , 
aind in the malted Matter rigid and 
V 3 «n- 
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unliquify’d, floating in it like Cakes of Ice 
in a River, and that as the Fire and Fer- 
ment gradually abated, they adjufted them- . 
felves together as wel as their irregular Fi- 
gures would let ’em , and by this means 
tell into fuch an interrupted diforderly 
Heap as we now find it. What was the 
melted Matter lyes at the Bottom out of ' 
fight. After having quitted the Side of 
this River for fome time we came to the 
Roots of the Mountain, and had a very 
troublefome March to gain the Top of it. 

It is cover’d on all Sides with a kind of 
burnt Earth, very dry, and crumbled into 
Powder , as if it had been artificially fifted. 

It is very hot under the Feet, .and mix’d 
with fcveral burnt Stones and Cakes of 
Cinders, that have been thrown out at dif- 
ferent times. A Man finks almoft a Foot 
in the Earth , and generally lofes half a 
Step by Aiding backwards. When we had 
climb’d this Mountain we difeover’d the 
Top of it to be a wide naked Plain , fmo- 
aking with Sulphur in fevcral Places*, and 
probably undermin’d with Fire , for we 
concluded it to be hollow by the Sound 
it made under our Feet. In the midft of 
this Plain Hands a high Hill in the lhape of 
a Sugar-loaf ,fo very fteepthat there would 
be now mounting or defeending it , were 
not it made up of fuch a loofe crumbled 
Earth as I have before deferib’d. The 
Air of this Place muft be ftrangely impre- 
gnated with Salt-pcter , as appears by the 

Specks 
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ts of it on the Sides of the Moun- 
where one can fcarce find a Stone 
tias not the Top white with it. Af- 
/e had , with much ado , conquer’d 
Hill, we faw in the midft of it the 
nt Mouth of Vefuvio , that goes fliel- 
down on al Sides ’till above a Hun- 
Years deep , as near as we could 
, and has about Three or Four Hun- 
in the Diameter, for it feems a per- 
ilound. This vaft Hollow is gene- 
fill’d with Smoak , but , by the Ad- 
ige of a Wind that blew for us , wo 
a very clear and diftinft fight of it. 
Sides appear all over ftain’d with 
ures of White, Green, Red and Yel» 
and have feveral Rocks Handing out 
hem that look like pure BrimSone. 
Bottom was entirely cover’d , and 
we look’d very narrowly we could fee 
ing like a Hole in it ; the Smoak bre- 
j thro’ feveral imperceptible Cracks 
nany places. The very Middle was 
Ground when we faw it, as we con- 
ed from the Stones we flung upon it, 
I quefiion not but one might then ha- 
rofs’d the Bottom , and have went up 
:he other Side of it w'ith very little 
ger, unlefs from fome accidental Brc^ 
of Wind, In the late Eruptions this 
t Hollow was like a vaft Caldron fill’d 
I glowing and melted Matter, which, 
: boil’d over in any Part , ran down 
Sides of the Mountain, and made Five 

fuch 
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fach Rivers as that beforft-fnention’d. In 
proportion as the Heat flaekeird , this bnt- 
nidg Matter muft have fublided vrithin thft 
Bowels of the IVIouritain , and as ft funk 
very leifurely had time to Cake together , 
and form the Bottom that covers the Mouth 
of that dreadftil Vault that lyes under- 
neath it. The next Eruption or Earth- 
quake will probably break in pieces this 
falfc Bottom , and quite change the prefent 
Face of Things. 

- This whole Sugar-loaf Mountain has 
been made at feveral times , by the prodi- 
gious Quantities of Earth and Cinders * 
which have been flung up out of the Mouth 
that lyes in the midft Of *em , lb that it en- 
ereafes in Bulk at every Eruption ' , the 
Aihes flill falling down the Sides of it, li- 
ke the Sand in an Hour-Glafs.. A Gentle- 
man of N^plet told me, that in hfs Memo- 
ry it had gain’d Twenty Foot in Thick- 
nefs , and 1 queftion not but in length of 
time ft will cover the whole Plain , and 
make one Mountain with that on which it 
now (lands. 

In thofc Parts of the Sea , that are not 
far from the Roots of this Mountain, thoy 
6nd (bmetimes a very fragrant Oil , which 
is (bid dear , and makes a rich Perfhme. 
•The Surface of the Sea is , for a little Spa- 
ce, corePd with its Bubbles during the ti- 
me that it rifes , which they skim off into 
their Boats , and afterwards fet a fepafi- 
ling in Pots and Jars. They lay its Sour- 
ces 
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lever run but in a calm warm We*- 
The Agitations of the Water per- 
hinder ’em from difcovering it at o- 
times. 

nong the Natural Curiofities of Na- 
I can’t forbear mentioning their man- 
■>f furniihing the T owb^ with Snow , 
h they here ufe inftead of Ice, becau- 
LS they fay, it cools or congeals any 
or fooaer. There is a great Quantity 
confum’d yearly , for they drink very 
Liquors , not fo much as Water , that 
not lain in frefco, and every Body, 
i the higheft to the loweft , makes ufe 
; infomuch that a Scarcity of Snow 
Id raife a Mutiny at Naples^ as much 
Dearth of Corn or Provifions in ano- 
Gountry. To prevent this the King 
fold the Monopoly of it to certain 
ins , who arc oblig’d to furnilh the Ci- 
'ith it all the Year at fo much the 
id. They have a high Mountain at a* 
Eighteen Miles from the Town, 
:h has feveral Pits dug into it. Here 
employ many poor People at fuch a 
bn of the Year to roll in yafl Balls 
now, which they ram together, and 
Jr from the Sun-Oiine. Out of the- 
lefervoirs of Snow they cut feveral 
aps , as they have occafion for ’em, 
fend ’em on Afles to the Sea-li- 
where they are carry’d off in Boats, 
diftributed to feveral Shops at a 
ed Price , that from time to time 
>1y the whole City of Naplef. While 
X the 
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the Banditti continu'd their Diforders in 
this Kingdom , they often put the Snow- 
Merchants under Contribution , and threa- 
ten’d ’em , if they appear’d tardy in their 
Payments , to deflroy their Magazines , 
which they fay might ealily have been effe- 
Sed by the Infufion of fome Barrels of 
Oil. 

It would have been tedious to have put 
down the many Deferiptions that the Latin 
Poets have made of feveral of the Places 
mention’d in this Chapter : 1 (hall therefo- 
re conclude it with the general Map which 
Silius ItalicHs has given us of this great Bay 
of Naples. Moft of the Places he menti- 
ons lye within the fame Profpeft , and if 
1 have pafs’d over any of ’em, it is becau- 
iel (hail take ’em in my Way by Sea, from 
Naples to Rome.

Lving flay’d longer at N^ks than I at 
firft defign’d , I could not diTpence

<er'nu for fcveral Years. The Iflatid 
'our Miles in Lenght from Eaft to

il Soil. The Eaftern End of the Ifle 
up in Precipices very near as high* 
lot quite fo long , as the Weftern. 
jen thefe Eaflern and Weftern Moun- 
lyes a Slip of lower Ground, that runs 
i the Ifland, and is one of the plea- 
l Spots that I have ever feen. It is 
’d with Vines . Figs, Oranges* Al- 
s , Olives-* Myrtles, and Fields of 
, which look extreamly frclh and beau- 
tiful , 
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tiful , and make up the moft delightful lit. ' 
tie Landskip imaginable , when they are ; 
furvey’d from the Tops of the neigbourfng 
Mountains. Here Hands. the Town of Ca- ; 

, the Bifhops Palace , and Two or e 

ThreeConvcnts. In the midft of this fruitful 
Tfaft of Land riles a Hill , that was pro- 
bably cover’d with Buildings in Tiberins^a 
Time. There are Hill feveral Ruins on the 
Sides of it, and about the Top are found 
Two or Three darkGalleries low built, and 
cover’d with Malbn’s-Work , tho’ at pre- 
fcnt they appear over-grown with Grafs. 

I enter’d one of ’em that is a Hundred Pa- 
ces in Lenght. I obferv’d , as fome of 
the Countrymen were digging into the Si- 
des of this Mountain , that what 1 took for 
folid Earth was only Heaps of Brick , Sto- 
ne , and other Rubbilli , skinn’d over with 
a Covering of Vegetables. But the moH 
, confiderable Ruin is that which Hands on 
the very Extremity of the EaHern Promon- 
tory, where there are Hill fome Apartments 
left, very high and arch’d at Top. I ha- 
ve not indeed feen the Remains of a- ' 
py ancient Roman Buildings , that ha- 
ve not been Roof’d with either Vaults or 
Arches. The Rooms 'I am mentioning 
Hand deep in the Earth , and have nothing 
like Windows or Chimnies, which makes ' 
me think they were formerly either Bathing 
Places or Refervoirs of Water. Ah old 
Hermit lives at prefent among the Ruins of 
this Palace, who loH his Companion a few 
Yiars ago by a Fall from the. Precipice. 

He 
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told me they had often found Medals 
Pipes of Lead , as they dug among the 
Dbifli,and that not many Years agOvihcy 
over’d a pav’d Road running under 
)und from the Top of the Mountaia 
he Sea-fide, which was aftervards con- 
I’d to me by a Gentleman of the Illand. 
:re is a very noble Profpcd from this 
:e. On the one lidc lyes a vaft Extent 
cas, that runs abroad further than the 
can reach. Juft oppoiite ftands the 
en Promontory of Sttrrentum , and on 
other fide the whole Circuit of the Bay 
\npks. This Profpeft , according to 
us , was more agreeable before tho 
ing of Vefuvio ; that Mountain proba- 
which after the firft Eruption look’d 
1 great Pile of Allies , was in Tiberius's 
e (haded with Woods and Vineyards;

They found in Ano-Cepren ^ fome Years 
ago , a Statue and a rich Pavement under 
Ground, as they had accafion to turn up 
the Earth that lay upon ’em. One (till 
ices, on the Bendings of thefc Mountains, 
the Marks of fcvcral ancient Scales of 
Stairs by whicli they us’d to afeend ’em. 
7'he vvnole Illand is fo unequal that there 
were but few Diverlions to be found in it 
without Doors , but what recommended 
it moft to Tiheriut was its wholfomc Air , 
which is warm in Winter and cool in Sum- 
xner, and its inaccellible Coafts, which arc 
generally fo very llcep, that a handful of 
Men might defend ’em againft a powerful 
Army. 

We need not doubt but Tiheriut had his 
different Relidences , according as the Sca- 
fons of the Year . and his different Sets of 
Pleafures requir’d. Suetonius fays , Duode- 
citf Villas iotidem nominibut ornavit, The 
whole Ifland was probably cut into fevcral 
calic Afeents, planted with Variety of Pa- 
laces, and adorn’d with as great a Multi- 
tude of Groves and Gardens as the Situa- 
tion of the Place w ould fuff'er. The Works 
under Ground were however more extra- 
ordinary than thofc above it: For the Rocks 
were all undermin’d with High-ways , Grot- 
to’s , Galleries, Bagnio’s,and fcveral Sub- 
teraneous Retirements , that fuited with 

the 
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the Brutal Pleafurcs of the Erapcror. One 
would indeed very much wonder to fee 
fuch finall Appearances of the many Works 
of Art , that were formerly to be met with 
in this Ifland, were we not told that the 
Jtemans^ after the Death of librriut , fent 
hither an Army of Pioneers on purpofc to 
Demolifli the Buildings , and deface the 
Beauties of the Ifland. 

In failing round Capres we were entertain’d 
with many rude ProfpeQs of Rocks and 
Precipices, that rife in feveeal Places half 
a Mile high in Perpendicular. At the Bot- 
tom of ’em arc Caves and Grotto’s, that 
have been form’d by the continual break- 
ing of the Waves upon ’em. 1 enter’d one 
which the Inhabitants call Grttto Ofcwo, 
and after the Light of the Sun was a little 
■w'orn off my Eyes , could fee all the Parts 
of it diftindtly , by a glimmering Refledioa 
that play’d upon ’em from the Surface of 
the Water. The Mouth is low and nar- 
row , but after having enter’d pretty far in , 
the Grotto opens it felf oh both Sides in 
an Oval Figure of an Hundred Yards from 
one Extremity to the other , as we were 
told , for it would not have been fafe mea- 
furine it. The Roof is' vaulted , and Di- 
llils frefh Water from every Part of it, that 
fell upon us as fall as the firft Droppings 
of a Shower.The Inhabitants and Ntapoliunt 
who have heard of 7iJ<ri«j’s Grotto’s will ha- 
ve this to be one of ’em , but there are feve- 
I'.al Reafous that fliow it to be natural. For 
y 3 bcr 
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bcfidcs the little ufc that we can conceive 
ot' fuch a dark Cavern of Salt Waters, the- ' 
tc are no where any Marks of the Chiflel ; 
the Sides are of a fofi mouldering Stone , ‘ 
and one fees many of the like hollow Spa- 
ces w'orn in the Bottoms of the Rocks , as 
they are more or lefs able to relift the Im- 
prclfions of the .VVuter that beats againft " 
’’em. '' 

Not far fro:^ this Grotto lyc the Sirenum ^ 
Scopu'i, that Virgil and OvU mention in 
tteai's Voyage ; they arc Two or Three 
friarp Rocks tuat ftand about a Stone’s 
Throw tfom the South-lide of the Ifland , 
and are general Iv beaten by Waves and 
Ternreds , whicn arc mucii more violent 
on tiic South than on the North of CaprcM.

I have before faid that they often find i 
Medals in this Ifland. Many of thofc thev 

call 
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call the SpmtrU , whicn Artiin has copyM, 
have been dug up here. I know none of 
the Antiquaries that have written on 
Subjedl: , and find nodiing fatisfa6lory of it 
where I thought it mod likely to be met 
with, in Paim^s Edition of Suetonins illu- 
ftrated by Medals. Thole I have convcrs’4 
with about it , are of Opinion they were 
made to ridicule the Brutality of Tibet ins ^ 
tho’ I can’t but believe they were damp’d 
by his Order. They are unqudlionably' 
Antique, and no bigger than Medals of ’ 
the Third Magnitude. They bear on one Si- 
de (bme lewd Invention of that Hellilh So- 
ciety which Suetonius calls Monflrofi cimctM- 
fAs repertores^ and on the other the Num- 
ber of the Medal. I have fecn of ’em as 
high as to Twenty. I can’t think they we- 
re made at a Jeft on the Emperor, becaa- 
fc Raillery on Coins is of a Modern Da». 

I know but Two in the Upper Empire, 
befides the SpintrU , that lye under any 
Sufpicion of it. The fir ft is one of Mar- 
eas Aurelius , where , in Compliment to the 
Emperor and Emprefs , they have ftamp’d 
on the Reverfe the Figure of Venus caret- 
fing Mars , and endeavouring to detain him 
ftom the Wars.

This unluckily brings to Mind Fau/lina’s 
Fondnels for the Gladiator , and is therefo- 
re interpreted by many as a hidden Piece 
of Satyr. Bm belidcs, that fuch a Thought 
was inconliflent with the Gravity of a Sena- 
te, how can one imagine that the Fathers 
would Iiave dat’d Affront the Wife of Aure- ^ 
and the M other of Commodus^ or that they 
could think of giving Offence to an Em- , 
prefs whom they afterwards deify’d , and 
to an Emperor that was the Darling of the 
Army and People? ^ 

The other Medal is a Golden one o£ 
Galiermsy preferv’d in the French King’s Ca- 
binet; it is inferib’d Gjtllitnt Attgufl^e, Paee 
Vbique , and was ftamp’d at a time when 
the Emperor’s Father was in Bondage, and 
the Empire torn in Pieces by feveral Pre- 
tenders to it.Yet,if one confiders the ftran- 
VC Stupidity of this Emperor , with the j 

fcnfelcfs Security which appears in feveral 
of his Sayings that are ftill left on Record , 
one may very well believe this Coin was 
of his own Invention. We may be fure , ^ 

if Raillery had once enter’d the old Roman 
Coins , we fhould have been over-ftock’d 
with Medals of that Nature; if -vve confidcr 

there ' 
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there were often Rival Emperors pro-' 
claim’d at the fame time , who endeavour’d 
at the lellening of each others Charafter, 
and that moll of ’em were fucceeded by 
fuch as were Enemies to their PredecelTer. 

Thefe Medals of Ttherm were never cur- 
rent Mony , but rather or the Nature of 
Medalions, which feem to have been made 
on purpofe to perpetuate the Difcoveries of 
that infamous Society. Suetonius tells us , 
that their monftrous Inventions were Re- 
gilter’d fevcral ways , and preferv’d in the 
Emperor’s private Apartments. Cubko/a 
flurifariam dijpofita tabeliis ac Sigillis lafcivim- 
marum piflurarum ^ figurarum aikrnavit , H- vid:

I Took a Faloucque at N^Ih to carry 
me to Rome, that I might not be forc’d 
to run over the fame Sights a Second ti* 
me , and might have an Opportunity of 
feeing niany things that lye in a Road 
which our Voyage-Writers have not fo 
particularly defcrib’d. As in my Journey 
from Rome to Naplee I had Horace for wy 
Guide , fo I had the Pleafure of feeing my 
Voyage, from Nap/ee to Rome, defcrib’d 
by Virgil. It is indeed much eafier to tra^ 
ce out the Way that Mneas took , than 
that of Horace, becaufe Virgil has mark’d 
it out by Capes , Iflands and other Parts 
of Nature , .which are not fo fubjeft to 
change or decay as are Towns, Cities, and 
the works of Art. Mount Paujilypo makes 
a beautiful Profpedl; , to thofe who pafs by 
It! At a Cnall diftance from it lyes the 
Z a , littlQ 
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little Ifland of Nifida , cover’d over with a 
gr.at Variety of Plantations, rifing one above 
another in fo beautiful an Order , that the 
whole Ifland looks like a large Terrace- 
Garden. It has in it Two little Ports , and 
is not at prefent troubled with any of thofe 
noxious bteams that Luean mentions.

From Nifida we row’d to Cape Mifeno. 
The Extremity of th'S Cape has a long 
Cleft in it , which was enlarg’d and cut 
into Shape by Agrippa, who mace this the 
great Port for the Roman Fleet that ferv’d 
m the Mediterranean ; as that of Ravenna 
held the Ships dclign’d for the Adriatic and 
Archipelago. The h'ghefl End of this Pro- 
iTiontory riles in the fafhion of a Sepulchre 
or Monument to thofe that furvey it from 
the Land , which perhaps might occa/iqn 
VirgiPs burying Mijinns 'under it. I have 
fecn a grave Italian Author, who has writ- 
ten a very large Book , on the Campania 
Felice , that from VirgjPs Defeription of 
this Mountain, concludes it was call’d 
before Mifenus had given it a new 
Xsame.

There are flill to be feen a few Ruins of 
old Mijenum , but the moft confiderable 
Antiquity of the Place is a Set of Galleries 
that are hewn into the Rode , and are 
much more fpac ous than the t^ifeina Mint- 
lilts. Some will have ’em to have been a 
Refervoir of Water, but others more pro- 
bably fuppofe ’em to have be. n ATero’s Baths. 
I lay the firft Night on tne Ifle of Proch- 
tit , that is pretty well cultivated , and 
contains about Four Thoufand luhabi- 
' laiits, who are all VaiTals to the Marquis 
^e Vaflo. 

The next Morning I went to fee the Ifle 
of ifebia , that ftands further out into the 
Sea. The ancient Poets call it Inarime , 
and lay Typhaus under it , by reafon of its 
Eruptions of Fire. There has been no Er- 
uption for near thefe Three Hundred Years, 
The laft was very terrible , and deftroy’d 
a whole City. At prefent there are fcarce 
any Marks left of a Subterraneous Fire, 
for the Earth is cold , and cover’d with 
Grafs and Shrubs , whd-e the Rocks will 
fuffer it. There are indeed feveral little 
Cracks in It, thro’ which there iflues a con- 
ftant Smoke , but ’tis probable this arifes 
Z 3 irom 
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from the warm Springs that feed the matiy 
IVaths with which this Iflands is plentifully 
frock’d. I obferv’d , about one of thefe 
Breathing Paflftges, a Spot of Myrtles that: 
flourilh within the Steam of thefe Vapours, 
and have a continual Moifture hanging up- 
on ’em. On the South of IJchia lyes a round 
JLake of about Three Quarters of a Mile 
Diameter, feparate from the Sea by a nar- 
row Trad of Land. It was formerly a 
Roman Port. -On the North End of the 
Bland Hands the Town and Gaftle , on 
am exceeding high Rock , divided from the 
Body of the Ifland, and iuacceflible to an 
Enemy on all Sides. This Ifland is larger, 
but much more Rocky and Barren than 
Pracita. Virgil makes ’em both lhake at 
the Fall of part of the Mole of Baja , 
that Hood at a few Miles diHance from 
"’em.

Among other Subterraneous Works the- 
'fe is the beginning of a PafTage, which is 
flopp’d up within lefs than a Hundred Yards 
of the Entrance, by the Earth that is fal- 
tlcn into it. They luppofe it to have been 
the other Mouth of the Grotto. It 

lyes indeed in the fame Line with the En- 
trance near the Avernus^ is fac’d alike with 
the Opus Reticnlatum ^ and has ftill the Marks 
of Charnbers that have been cut into, the 
Sides of it., Among the many Fables and 
Conje£lures that have been made on this 
Grotto, I think it is highly probable, that 
it was cone inhabited by fiich as perhaps 
thought it a better Ihelter againft the Sun 
than any other kind of Building , or at leaft 
that it was made with fmaller Trouble 
and Expencc. As for the Mofaic , and o- 
thcr Works that may be, found in it, they 
may very well have been added in later A- 
ges, according as they thought fit to put 
the Place to different Ufes. The Story of 
the Cimmerians is indeed clogg’d with Im- 
probabilities , as Strabo relates it, but it is 
ivery 'likely there was in it fome Founda- 
tion of Truth. Homer's Defeription of the 
, whom he places in thefe Parts, 
^nfwcrs very well to the Inhabitants of 
" fuch 
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fuch a long, dark Cavern.

I belfeve eve- 
ry one who fees ’this vail Rent in fo high 
a Rock, and obferves how exactly the Con- 
vex Parts of one Side tally with the Con- 
cave of the other , .mud be fatisfy’d that it 
was the Etfc(5l of an Earthquake, tho’ I que- 
flion not but it either hjrppen’d long before 
the Tithe of the Latin Writers , or in the 
darker -Ages lince , for otherwife I can’t 
but think they would have taken notice of 
its Original.

It is 
certain they might eafily have been deceiv’d 
by its appearance , as being a very high 
Mountain join’d to the main Dand by a 
narrow Trad of Earth, that is many.Mi-

the Surface of, the Water. The End of 
this Promontory is very rocky . and migh- 
tily expos’d to the Winds and Waves , which 
perhaps gave the firft Rife to the Howlings 
of Wolves, and the Roarings of Lions, 
that us’d to be heard thence, which 1 had. 
a very lively Idea of, being forc’d to lye 

mi- 
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under it a whole Night. Virg'tPs Defcripti- 
on of JEneas palling by this Coaft can ne- 
ver be enough admir’d. It is worth while 
to obferve how , to heighten the Horror 
of the Defcription , he has prepar’d the' 
Reader’s Mind , by_ the Solemnity of 
Cajeta's Funeral , and the dead ' Siilnels of 
the Night.

Virgil calls this Promontory JEea Infula 
Circes in the Third Mneid^ but ’tis the He- 
roe, and not the Poet that fpeaks. It may 
however be look’d upon as an Intimation , 
that tie himfelf thought it an Illand in 

S /tea’s 
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nen*i Time. As for the thick Woods, 
which not only Virgil h\it Homer mentions, 
in the beautiful Dcfcription that Plutarch 
and Longinus have taken notice of , they 
are moft of ’em grubb’d up fince the Pro- 
montory has been cultivated and inhabited, 
tho* there are ftill many Spots of it that 
ihow the natural Inclination of th© Soil 
leans that way. 

The next Place we touch’d upon was 
Nettuno , where we found nothing remar- 
kable befides the extrcam Poverty and La- 
aincft of the Inhabitants. At Two Miles 
dirtance from it lye the Ruins of Antium, 
that are fpread over a great Circuit of 
JLand. There are ftill left the Foundations 
of leveral Duildings , and what arc always 
the lall Parts that perilh in a Ruin , many 
Subterraneous Grotto’s and Paflages of a 
great Lenght. The Foundations of Nero’s 
Port are (till to be feeu. It was altogether 
Artificial and compos’d of huge Moles run- 
ning round it, in a kind of Circular Fi- 
gure , except where the Ships were to ea- 
ter, and had about Three Quarters of a 
Mile in its fhorteft Diameter. Tho’ the 
making of this Port miift have coft prodi- 
gious, Sums of Mony , we find no Medal 
of it, and yet the fame Emperor has a Me- 
dal ftruck in his own Name, for the Port 
of OJlia , which in Reality was a Work 
of his PredecefiTor Claudius. The laft Pope 
was at confiderable Charges to make a lit- 
tle kind of Harbour in this Place , and to 

con- 
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conyey'frefh Water to it, which was one 
of the Artifices of the Grand Duke, to 
divert his Holinefs from his Projeft of ma- 
king Civita-vecchia a free Port. There lyes 
between Antium and Nettuuo a Cardinal’s 
Villa , which is one of the pleafanteft for 
Walks, Fountains, Shades, and Profpefts 
that I ever faw. 

Antium was formerly famous for the T em- 
ple of Fortune that flood in it. All agree 
there were Two Fortunes worfliipp’d here, 
which Suetonius calls the I'ortma Antiates , 
and Martial the Sorores Antii. Some are of 
Opinion , that by thefe Two Goddefles 
were meant the Two Nemefes, one of 
which rewarded good Men , as the other 
punilh’d the wicked. Fabretti and others 
are apt to believe, that by the Two For-, 
tunes were only meant in general theGod- 
defs that fent Prolperity , or fhe that fent 
Afflidions to Mankind , and produce in 
their Behalf an ancient Monument found 
^ in this very Place and fuperferib’d Fortuua 
Felisiy which indeed may favour one Opi- 
nion as well as the other, and fhows at 
leaft they are not miflaken in the general 
Senfe of their Divifion. I don’t know 
whether any Body has taken notice , that 
this double Fundion of the Goddets gives 
a confiderable Light and Beauty to the Ode 
that Horace has addrefs’d to her. The who- 
le Poem is a Prayer to Fortune , that flic 
would profper Cafar's Arms , and confound 
bis Enemies, fo that each of the Goddefles 
' B b haj 
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has her Task aflign’d in the Poet’s Prayer; 
and we may obferve the Invocation is di- 
vided between the Two Deiiics, the firft 
Line relating indiifereutly to cither. That 
which I have marked fpeaks to the God- 
defs of Prolpcrity , 'or if you plcafc to the 
Ntmefis of the Good , and the other to the 
Goddefs of Adverlity , or to the Nepiefts of 
tlic Wicked.

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I T is generally obferv’d , that Modem 
Romt ftands higher than the Ancient; 
fome have computed it about Fourteen oc 
Fifteen Feet, taking one Place with ano- 
ther. The Reafon given for it is , that the 
prefent City ftands upon the Ruins of the 
former , and indeed 1 hare often obferv’d, 
that where any confiderable Pile of Build- 
ing ftood anciently one ftill finds a'rlfing 
Ground, or a little kind of Hill, which 
was doubtlefs made up out of the Frag- 
ments and Rubbifh of the ruin’d Edifice. 
But befides this particular Caufe , we may 
aflign another that has very much contri- 
buted to the raifing the Situation of fevc- 
ral Parts of Rome : Jt being certain the 
great Quantities of Earth, that have been 
walh’d off from the Hills by the Vio- 
lence of Showers , have had no fmall 
ftarc in it- This any one may be fenfible 
of who obferves how far feveral Build- 
ings , that ftand near the Roots of Moun- , 
tains , are funk deeper in the Earth than 
thofe that have been on the Tops of Hills, 
or in open Plains ; for \yhich Reafon the 
prefent Face of Rome is much more Evea 
and Level than it was formerly ; the fame 
Caufe that has rais’d the lower Grounds 

ha- 
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having contributed to fink thofe that were 
higher. 

There are in Rome Two Sets of Antiqui- 
ties , the Chridian and the Heathen. The for- 
mer, tho* of a frcfher Date, are fo cmr 
broil’d with Fable and Legend , that one 
receives but little Satisfadion from fearch- 
into ’em. The other give a great deal of 
Plcafiare to fuch as have met with ’em be- 
fore in ancient Authors i for a Man who 
is in Rome can fcarce fee an Objed that 
does not call to Mind a Piece of a Latin 
Poet or Hiftorian. Among the Remains 
of Old Rome., the Grandeur of the Com- 
mon-wealth Ihbws it felf chiefly in W^orks 
that were either neceflary or convenient , 
fuch as .Teinples , High-ways , . Aqueduds , 
Walls and Bridges of the City. On the 
contrary the Magnficence of Rome^ under 
the Emperors, is feen principally in fuch 
Works as were rather for Ofientation or 
Luxury, than any real JJfefulncfs or Ne- 
ceflSty, as in Baths , Amphitheaters, Cir- 
cus’s, Obelisks , Triumphant Pillars, Ar- 
ches and Maufoleums ; for what they ad- 
ded to the yVqueduds was rather to fupply 
their Baths and Naumachias , and to embel- 
lilh the City with Fountains, than out of 
any real Neceflity that there . was ' for ’em. 
Thefe feveral Remains have. been fo .copi- 
oufly deferib’d by abundance of Travellers , 
and other Writers ^ particularly ' by thofe 
concern’d in the learned Golledion of Gr<f- 
vins , (that it 'is very difficult to make any 

new 
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iicw Difcoverics on fo beaten ' a Subjed^ 
There is however fo' much to be obferv’d 
in fo (pacipus a Field of yVntiquities, that 
it is almoil impoflible to furvey ’em with^ 
out taking new Hints, and raifing different 
Reflexions , according as a Man’s natural 
Turn of Thoughts, or the Gourfe of his Stu- 
dies direX him. No! Part of the Antiquities 
of Rome pleas’d me (b much as the ancient 
Statues , of which there is ftill an incredi- 
ble Variety.-^ The Work-manihip is often 
the moft exquifite of any thing in its kind. 
A Man would wonder how it were pofli- 
ble for fo much Life to entrer into Mar- 
ble, as may be difeover’d in fome of the 
beft of ’em ; and even in the meaneft one 
has the SatisfaXion of feeing the Faces , Po- 
fturei, Airs and Drefs of thofe that. have 
liv’d fo many Ages before us. There is a 
ftrange Refemblajice between the Figures 
of the feveral Heathen Deities , and the 
Deferiptions that the Latin Poets hav6 gi-' 
ven us of ’em ; but as the firft may be 
look’d upon as. the ancienter of the Two, 
I queftion not but the Roman Poets were 
the Copiers of the Greel^ Satuaries. Tho*.. 
on other Occafions we often find theSatua- 
ties took their SubjeXs'from the Poets. 
The LAocoon is too known an Inftance a- 
roong many others that are to be met with

• I quedion not but many PaflTages in the 
old Poets hint at feveral Parts of Sculptu- 
re , that were in Vogue in the Author’s 
Time , tho’ they are now never thought . 
of, and that therefore fuch Pafifages lofe 
much of their Beauty in the Eye of a Mo- 
dern Reader , who does not look upon ’em 
in the fame Light with the Author’s Con- 
temporaries. 1 lhall only mention Two or 
Three out of jfuvenal, that his Commen- 
tators have not taken notice of. The firft

wrote , and whether or no there might not 
be fome particular Circumftances to re- 
commend it to- the Readers of his own 
Age, that we are now depriv’d of.

The fame 
Variety of Strings may be obferv’d on their 
Harps, and of Stops on their Tibu, which 
ihows the little Foundation that fuch Wri- 
ters have gone upon , who from a Verfe 
perhaps in Virgil's. Eclogues , or a Ihort Pal- 
in a Claffie Author, have been fo very 
nice in determining the precife Shape of 
the ancient Mufical Inftruments , with the 
exad Number of their Pipes , Strings and 
Stops. It is indeed the ufual Fault of the 
VV riters of Antiquities , to ftreighten and 
confine themfelves to particular Models. 
They are for making a kind of Stamp on 
every thing of the fame Name, and if they 
find any thing like an old Defeription of 
the Subjedl they Treat on , they take care 
to regulate it ©n all'Occalions , according 
to the Figure it makes in fuch a finglePaf- 
fiige: As the learned German Author, quo- 
ted by Monfieur Baudcht , who had proba- 
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never fcen aiiy thing of a Honfliol^- 
i, more than a Campfts , affirms round- 
that all the ancient lares were made 
the Fafhion of a Jug-Bottle. In Ihort, 
Antiquaries have been guilty of the fit- 
: Fault as the Syfteme Vv^iters , that are 
• cramping their Subjects into as narrow 
5 pace as they can , and for reducing the 
hole Extent of a Science into a few gc- 
:ral Maxims. This a Man has occafion 
f obferving more than once , in the feve- 
A Fragments of Antiquity that are Hill to 
s feen in Rome. How many Preffes arc 
icrc for each particular Deity ? What a 
-Variety of Shapes in the ancient Urns, 
.,amps , Lachrymary Velfels , Pmp/if’i, 
:Ioulhold-Gods , which have feme of ’em 
seen reprefented under luch a particular 
Form, as any one of ’em has been deferi- 
b’d with in an ancient Author, and would 
probably be all fo , were they not Hill to 
be feen in their own Vindication ? Madam 
DflciVr, from fome old Cuts of , fan- 
cies that the Larva or Perjona of the Roman 
AcIorSjwas not only a Vuard for the Fa- 
ce , but liad falfe Hair to it , and came over 
the whole Head like a Helmet. Among 
all the Statues at Rome., I remember to ha- 
ve feen but {Two that are the Figures of 
Aftors , which are both in the Villa Mntthei, 
One fees on ’em tlie Fafhion of the old 
Sock and Larva , the latter of which an- 
fwers the Pefeription that is given of it by 
this learned Lady , tho’ I queftion not but 

Icvcral 
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fcvernl others were in ufe ; for I have fecri 
the Figure of I'halla^ the Comic Mufe,fo- 
metimes with an entire Head-piece in her 
Hand , tbmerimes with about half the Head, 
and a little Friz , like i J'ower , running 
round the Edges of the Face , and fometi- 
incs with a J\.'1a>k tor the Face only , like 
thofe of a iVlodern Make. Some of the 
itAl'tnn Ailors wear at prefent thefe Masks 
for the whole Head. 1 remember former- 
ly 1 could have no Notion of that Fable ill 
Phadrtts , before -I had feen the Figures of 
thefe entire Head-pieces.

Nearer. There are many Figures of Gla- 
lators at Rome , tho’ I don’t remember to 
ave feen any of the Rttiarius , the Samtiite , 
ir the Antagonift to the Pimirapus. But 
vhat I could not find among the Statues, 

1 met yvith in Two Antique Pieces ofMo- 
faic , that are in the Poffeflion of a Cardi- 
nal. The, Retiarm is engag’d with the Snm^ 
mte , and has had fo lucky a Throw , that 
his Net covers the whole Body of his Ad- 
verfary from Head to Foot , yet his Anta- 
gonift reeover’d himfelf out of the Toils, 
and was Conqueror , according to the In- 
fcription. In another Piece is reprefented 
the Combat of the Pinnkaput , who is arm’d 
like the , and not like theRetiariuSy 
as fome learned Men have fancy’d : On the 
Helmet of his Antagonift are feen the Two 
?mi , that ftand up on either'Side like the,^ 
Wings in the Pttafus of a Mercury , but rife'v 

Ee much 
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much higher, and arc more pointed. 

There is no part of the Romm Antiqui- 
ties that we are better acquainted with, 
than what relates to their Sacrifices. For 
as the Old Romans were very much devoted 
to their Religion , we fee leveral Parts of 
it entering their ancient Rajpt Relievo's ^ Stir 
lues and Medals , not to mention their Al- 
tars , Tombs , Monuments , and the parti- 
cular Ornaments of Architefture that were 
borrow’d from it. An Heathen Ritual 
could not inftrud a Man better than thefe 
leveral Pieces of Antitjuity , in the particu- 
lar Ceremonies and Pundi lie’s that atten- 
ded the different kinds of Sacrifices. Yet 
there is a much greater Variety in the Ma- 
ke of the Sacrificing Inftruraents , than one 


that have given us their Pidures. For not 
to iniift too long on fuch a Subjed , I

Notwithfhinding there are fo great a 
MuUimde of cloath’d Statues at Remt. 1 
could never difcovcr the feveral different 
Roman Garments , for *tis very dhScuIt to 
Trace out the Figure of a Veft , thro’ all 
the Plaits and Foldings of the Drapery ;be-» 
fides , that the Roman Garments did not dif • 
d;r from each other , fo much by the Sha* 
pe as by the Embroidery and Colour , the 
one of which )vas too nice foe the; Statua* i 
ry]s Obfervation, as the other does not lye 
within the Expreflion of the Chiflel. 'I ob- 
ferv’d , in abundance of Bas Reliefs , that the 
^ CmSM Gahmus is nothing elfe but a long 
Garment , not unlike a Surplice , which 
, would have trail’d on the Ground had it 
' hung loofe, and was therefore gather’d a- ' 
j. ^ut the middle with a Girdle, After; this 
it is worth while to read the laborious Def- 
j cription that Ferrarm has made of it. Cm-

The Defcription that Lipjtas makes of the 
Sarnnite Armour, feems drawn out of the 
very Words of Livy ; yet not long ago a 
Statue, which was dug up at Roms., drefs’d 
in this kind of Armour , gives a much dif- 
ferent Explication of Livy from what Lipjiui 
has done. This Figure was fuperfcrib’d 
BA. TO. NI. from whence Fabretti coa- 
cludes , that *it was 1 Monument ercfted 
to the Gladiator Bato , who after having 
fucceded in Two Combats , was kill’d in 
the Third, and honourably Interr’d by Or- 
der of the Emperor Caracalla. The manner 
of Punduation after each Sillable is to be 
met with in other Antique Infcriptions. I 
confefs I could never learn where this Fi- 
gure is now to be feen, but I think it may 
ferve as an Inilance of the great Uncer- 
tainty of this Science of Antiquities. Vid. 
Fab. de Coltmnd Trajani', 

In a Palace of Prince Cefarini Tfaw Bulls 
pf all the Antonine Family, which were dug 
up about Two Years fince ; not far from 
Albano , in a Place where is fuppos’d to ha- 
ve flood a Villo of Marcus Aurelius. There 
are the Heads of Antoninas Pius , the Faajli- 
stas, Mqrcus Aurelius y Lucius Verus ^ a young 
Cornmodus, and Anaius Verus^ all incompara- 
bly well cut. 

Tho’ the Statues that have been found 

among 
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imong the Ruins of Old Rome are already 
rery numerous , there is no queftion but 
Pofterity will have the Pleafure of feeing 
many noble Pieces of Sculpture which are 
Qill undifcover’d , for doubtlefs there arc 
greater Treafures of this Nature' under 
Ground , than what are yet brought to 
Light. They have often dug into Lands 
that are defcribM in old Authors , as the 
Places where fuch particular Statues or O- 
belisks flood , and have feldom fail’d of 
Succefs in their Purfuits. There are flill 
many fuch promifing Spots of Ground that 
have never been fcarch’d into. A great part 
of the Pnlotine Mountain , for Exartiple, 
lyes untouch’d , which was formerly the 
Seat of the Imperial Palace , and may be 
prelum’d to abound with more Treafures of 
this Nature than any other Part of Rome.

.the Chair. There are Undertakers in Rome 
that often purchafe the digging of Fields , 
Gardens , or Vineyards , where they find 
any likelihood of fucceding , and fome ha- 
ve been known to arrive at great Eftates by 
it. They pay according to the Dimenfions 
of the Surface they are to break up , and 

• after 
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ter hiving muk Eilays into it , is they do 
r G)al in England^ they rake into the nx>ft 
jmiling Parts of it , tho* they often find, 
their Difappointment , that others have 
;n beforehand with *em.x However they 
lerally gain enough by the Bricks and 
bbifh , which the prefent Archite<fls vi^ 
much beyond thofe of a Modern Make, 
defray the Charges of their Search. I 
: fliowii Two Spaces of Ground, where 
of Nero's Golden Houfe flood , foe 
ch the Owner has been proffer’d an ex- 
rdinary Sum of Mony. What encou- 
d the Undertakers are fevcral very an- 
t Trees, that grow upon the Spot, from 
nee they conclude that thefe particular 
^ of Ground mufl have : lain untou- 
for fome Ages. ’Tis pity there is not 
^thing like a, publick Refflfter , to pre- 
the Memory of fuch Statues as have 
found.from time to time, and to marfe 
articular Places where they have been 
up, which would not only fpare ma- 
uitlefs Searches for the future , but 
: often give a confiderable Light into 
ualitj of . the Place , or the Pefign of 
:atue. ' • > 

the great Magazine for all kinds of 
lire is Aippos’d to be the Bed of rthe 
may be fure, that when the -Re- 
ay under the Apprebenfions of feeing 
^ity faeje’d by a barbarous Enemy,' as 
ive done more than once , that^ they 

take care to beftow fuch .of their Ri- 
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ches this way as could befl: bear the Wa- 
ter. Bdidcs , what the Infolence of a Bra- 
tlfti ' Conqueror may be fuppos’d to have 
contributed , who had an Ambition to wa- 
ftc and dertroy all the Beauties of fo cele- 
brated a City. I need not mention the old 
Common-fliore of Rome , that ran from all 
Parts of the Town with the Current and 
Violence of an ordinary River, nor the fre- 
quent Inundations of the Tiber , that miy 
have fwept away many of the Ornaments 
of its Banks , nor the feveral Statues that 
the Romans themfelves flung into it , when 
they would revenge themfelves; on the Me- 
mory of an ill Citizen , a dead Tyrant, or 
a Difcarded Favourite. At Rame they have 
fo general an Opinion of the. Riches of this 
River, that the Jetps have formerly proffer’d 
the Pope to cleanfe it , fo they might have, 
for their Pains, what they found in the Bo- 
fome of it. I have fecn the Valley near 
Ponte molle^ which they propos’d to faftuon 
into a new Channel for it , ’till they had 
clear’d the old for its Reception. The Po- 
pe however would not comply with the 
Propofal, as fearing the Heats might ad- 
vance too far before they had linifh’d their 
Work, and produce a Peftilence among his 
People ; tho’ I don’t fee why fuch a De- 
/fgn might not be executed now wiih its lit- 
tle Danger as in AnguJIns^s Time, were the- 
re as many Hands employ’d upon it. The 
City of Rome would receive a great Advan- 
tage from the Undertaking , as it would 

raife 
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aife the Banks and deepen the Bed of the 
Qber , and by Confequence free ’em from 
hole frequent Inundations to which they 
ire Co fubjeft at prefent ; for the Channel 
of the River is obferv’d to be narrower 
within the Walls , than either below or a- 
bove ’em. 

Before I quit this Subjeft of the Statues, 

I think it very obfervable , that among tho- 
fe which are already found there fhould be 
fo many not only of the fame Perfons, but 
made after the fame Defign. One would 
not indeed wonder to fee feveral Figures 
of particular Deities and Emperors , who 
had a Multitude of Temples erefted to ’em, 
and had their feveral Sets of Worfliippcrs 
and Admirers. Thus Ceres , the moft beni* 
ficent and necefiary of the Heathen Divihi- . 
ties , has more Statues than any other of 
the Gods or Goddefles , as feveral of the 
liofMa/t Emperefles took a Pleafure to be re- 
prefented in her Drefs. And I believe one 
finds as many Figures of that excellent Em- 
peror Marcus Aun'lias , as of all the reft to- • 
gether; becaufe the Romnns had fo great a 
Veneration for his Memory , that it greysr 
into a part of their Religion to preferve a 
Statue of him in almoft every private Fa- 
mily. But how comes it to pafs , that lb ^ 
many of thefe Statues are cut after the very 
fame Model, and not only of thefe, but of 
fuch as had no Relation, either to the Inte* 
reft Or Devotion of the Owner , as the 
dying Cliopatta , the Narii^us , the Faune 
Ff leaning 
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leaning againft the Trunk of a Tree , the 
Boy with the Bird in his Hand , the 
Leda and her Swan , with many others of 
the fame Nature. I muft confefs 1 always 
look upon Figures of this kind , as the Co- 
pies of fome celebrated Maftcr-picce , and 
queftion not but they were famous Origi- 
nals , that gave Rife to the feyeral Statues 
that we fee with the fame Air , Pofture, 
and Aptitudes ; What confirms me in this 
Conjecture, there are many ancient Statues 
of the Venus de Medicis , the Sikms with the 
young Bacchus in his Arms , the Hercules tar- 
tsefe^ the Ant 'mous ^ and other beautiful Ori- 
ginals of the Ancients , that are already 
drawn out of the Rubbilh , where they lay 
conceal’d for fo many Ages. Among the 
reft 1 have obferv’d more that are form’d 
after the Defign of the Venus of Medicis than 
of any other , from whence I believe one 
may conclude , that it was the moll cele- 
brated Statue among the Ancients, as well 
as among the Moderns. It has always been 
ufual for Sculptors to work upon the beft 
Models, as it is for thofethat are Curious 
to have Copies of ’em. 

1 am apt to think fomething of the fame 
Account may be given of the Refemblance 
that we meet with in many of the Antique 
Balfo Relievo's. I rememl)er 1 was very well 
pleas’d with the Device of one that I met 
with on the Tomb of a young Roman La- 
dy , which had been made for her by her 
Mother. The Sculptor had chofen the Ra- 
pe of Proftrpine for his Device , where in

me End you might fee the God of the 
Z>ead ( Pluto ) hurrying away a beautiful 
oung Virgin, {Pr^trpine') and at the other 
he Grief and DiuraSion of the Mother 
' Ceres) on that Occafion. I have fince ob- 
serv’d the fame Device upon feveral Sarco- 
that have enclos’d the Aflies of Men 
or Boys , Maids or Matrons ; for when the - 
T'hought took , tho’ at firft it receiv’d its 
R.ife from fuch a particular Occafion as I 
have mention’d , the Ignorance of the Sculp- 
tors apply’d it promifeuoufly. I know the- 
re are Authors. that find a Myfiery in this 
Device. 

A man is fometimes furpriz’d to find fo 
many extravagant Fancies as are cut on 
the old Pagan Tombs. Masks , Hunting- 
marches , and Bacchanals are very common; 
fometimes one meets with a lewd Figure 
of, a Priafus , and in the Villa Pampbilia is 
feen a Satyr coupling with a Goat. There 
are however many of a more ferious Na- 
ture , that Shadow out the Exiflence of the 
Soul after Death , and the Hopes of a hap- 
py Immortality. 1 can ’t leave the Safa 
Relievo's without mentioning one of ’em, 
where the Thought is extreamly noble. It 
is call’d Homer's Apotbeofis , ana confifts of 
a Groupe of Figures cut in the fame Block 
of Marble , and riling one above another by ' 
Four or Five different Afeents. Jupiter fits 
at the Top of it with a Thunderbolt in his. 
Hand, and, in fuch a Majefty as Homer 
Ff i him-. 
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himfelf rcprcfcnts him , prefKtes over the 
Ceremony.

Immediately beneath him are the Figures 
of the Nine mufes, fuppos’d to be celebra- 
ting the Praifes of the Poet. Homer hhn- 
felt is plac’d at one End of the loweft Rev, 
fitting in a Chair of State , that is fuppor- 
ted on each Side by the Figure of a kne^ 
ling Woman, The one holds a Swewd in 
her Hand to reprefent the Ukid, or Aftions 
of AebiUet , as the other has an Aplufire to 
reprefent the Odyffy , or Voyage of Vlyffes^ 
About the Poet’s Feet are creeping' a Cou- 
ple of Mice , as an Emblem of ^ Baira^ 
tbo-myoiH 0 cbia. Behind the Chair ftands 
Time , and the Genius of the Earth’, ch'flin- 
guilh’d by their proper Attributes j and put- 
ting a Garland on the Poet’s Head , to imi- 
tate the mighty Reputation that he has gain- 
’d in all Ages , and in all Nations the 
World. Before him Hands an Altar with 
a Bull ready to be Sacrific’d to the new 
God , and behind the Vi6Hm a Train of 
the fcveral Virtues that are reprefented in 
Bomerh Works , or to be learnt out of ’em, 
lifting up their Hands in Admiration of the 
Poet, and in Aplaufe of the Solemnity. 
This Antique Piece of Sculpture is in the 
Ppffefiiou of the Confiable Colotma, but ne- 
ver 
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vcr fiiown to thofe that fee the Palace, un- 
lefs they particularly defire it. 

Among the great Variety of ancient 
Coins that I faw at Rome , I could not but 
take particular notice of fuch as relate to 
any of the Buildings or Statues that are flill ' 
^Ixtant. Thofe of the Firlt kind have been 
already publifh’d by the Writers of the Ro- 
man Antiquities , and may be moft of ’em 
met with in the laft Edition of Donatas, as 
the Pillars of Trajan and Antonhe , the Ar- 
ches of Drujiis Germankns , and Septmms Se- 
varus, the Temples of ^anut^ Concord ^ Ve- 
fim , Jupiter tonam , Apollo and Fauftimt , the 
Circtts Maximus , Agenalis , and that of Cara- 
aalta^ or, according to^ , of G/i/irwr, 

of Vejpafian's Amphitheater , and Alexander 
Severus's Baths ; tho’ , I muft confefs , the 
Subje61 of the laft may be very well doub- 
ted of. For the Meta fudans and Pons /Elms;^ 
which have gain’d a Place among the BuUt 
dings that are now ftanding , and to- be met 
with on old Reverfcs of Medals : The Coin 
that (hows the firft is generally rejedked aS 
fpurious , nor is the other , tho’ cited in the 
laft Edition of Monfieur Vaillant , efteem’d ' 
more Authentick by the prefent Roman Me-^ 
dallifts, who are certainly the moft skilful 
in the World , as to the Mechanicail Part 
of this Science. 1 lhall clofe up this Set of 
Medals with a. very Curious one , as large 
as a Medalion, that is fingular in its kind. 

On one Side is the Head of the Emperor 
Trajan 3 the Reverfe has on it the Cireui Ma- 

Ffg ximus^ 
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and a View of that Side of the Pa- 
Intine Mountain that faces it, on which are 
feen feveral Edifices , and among the reft 
the famous Temple of Apolh , that has ftill 
a confiderable Ruin ftanding. This Medal 
1 faw in the Hands of Monfeigneur Strozzi, 
Brother to the Duke of that Name , who 
has many Curiolities in his Pofteftion and 
15 very obliging to a Stranger that deiires 
the Sight of ’em. It is a furpriling thing, 
that among the great Pieces of Architedu- 
re , that are reprefented on the old Coins , 
one can never meet with the Pantheon , the * 
MMufoUum of Augufius^ Nero*s Golden Hou- 
fe , the Moles AdrtMni , the Septizonium of Se- 
verus , the Baths of DiocUJusn , &c. But fin- 
ce it was the Cuftom of the Rotann Empe- 
rors thus to Regifter their moft remarkable 
Buildings , as well as A£Hons , and iince 
there are feveral of thefe in either kind, 
not to be found on Medals more extraor- 
dinary than thofe that are, we may, I think, 
with great Reafon fufpe^l our Colledions 
of old Coins to be extreamly deficient, and 
that thofe which' are already found out icar- 
ce bear a Proportion to what are yet undif- 
cover’d. A Man takes a great deal more 
Picafure in Purveying the ancient Statues,' 
who compares them with Medals , than it , 
is poftible for him to do without fome little 
Knowledge this way; for thefe Two Arts 
illuftrate each other ; and as there are feve- 
ral Particulars in Hiftory and Antiquities 
that receive a great Light from ancient 

Goins, 
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I^oins , fo would it be impoffible to Deci- 
pher the Faces of the many Statues that aro 
to be feen at Rome , without fo Univerfal 
a Key to ’em. It is this that teaches to di- 
4\ingui(h the Kings and Confuls, Emperors 
and En^erelTes , the Deities and Virtues » 
with a Thoufand other Particulars relating* 
to Statuary , that are not to be learnt by 
any other means. In the Villa Pamphi/is 
flands the Statue of a Man in Woman’s 
Cloaths , which the Antiquaries don’t know 
what to make of , and therefore pafs it off 
for an Hermaphrodite \ but a learned Medal- 
lift in Rome has lately fix’d it to Clodita, 
■who is fo famous for having itKruded into 
the Solemnities of the Bona Dea in a Wo- 
man’s Habit , for one fees the fame Featu- 
res and Make of Face in a Medal of the 
Clodian Family. 

I have feen on Coins the Four fineft Fi- 
gures perhaps that are now Extant : The 
Hercules Parnefi , the Venus of Medicis , the 
Apollo in the Belvidere , and the famous Mar~ 
ctts Aurelius on Horfeback. The oldeft Me- 
dal that the Firft appears uppn is one of 
Commodus , the Second on one of Fauflina • 
the Third on one of Antoninus Pius , and the 
laft on one of Lucias Verus. , We may con- 
clude, I think, from hence, that thefe Sta- 
tues were cxtreamly celebrated among the 
old Romans^ or th^ would never have been 
honour’d with a Place among the Empe- 
ror’s Coins. We may further obferve, that 
all Four of ’em make their firft Appearan- 
ce 
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ce in the Antonwe Family , foj which Rea- 
fon I am apt to think tliey are all of *em 
the ProduS of that Age. They would oro- 
bably have been mention’d by Pliny the Na- 
tiiralift , who liv’d in the next Reign , fave 
one , before Antomnns Pius , had they been 
made in his Time. As for the Braaen Fi- 
gure of Marcus Aurelias oh Hbrfeback , the- 
re is no doubt of its being of this Age, 
tho’ I muft confefs it may be doubted, 
whether the Medal that I have cited repre- 
fehts it. All I' can fay for it is , that the 
Horfe and Man on the Medal are in the 
fame Pofturc as they are on the Statue, 
and that there is a Refemblance of Marcus 
Aurelius's Face, for I have feen this Reverfe 
on a Medal ion of Don Livie's Cabinet, 
and much more diftinftly in another very 
beautiful one , that is in the Hands of Si- 
gnior Mare. Antonio. , It is generally objec- 
ted , that Lucius Verus would rather have pla- 
c’d the Figure of himfelf on Horfeback on 
the Reverie of his own Coin , than the Fi- 
gure of Marcus Aurelius. But it is very well 
known that an Emperor often ftamp’d on 
his Coins the Face or Ornaments of his 
Collogue , as an Inftance of his Refpedt or 
Friendfhip for him ; and we may fuppofe 
Lucius Verus would omit no Opportunity of 
doing Honour to Marias Aurelius , whom 
be rather rever’d as his Father, than look’d 
npon as his Partner in the Empire. The ^ 
Famous Antinous in the Belvidere muft have 
been made too about this Age, for he dy’d 
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towards the middle of Adrian's Reign , the 
immediate Prcdeceflor of Antoninus Pius, 
This entire Figure , tho’ not to be found 
in Medals , may be feen in fereral precious 
Stones. Monlieur La Chauffe , the Author 
of the Ms^um Romanuth , (how’d me an An- 
tinous that he has publilh’d in his laft Volu- 
me , cut in a Cornelian , which he values at 
Fifty Piftoles. It reprefents him in the Ha- 
bit of a Mercury i and is the fineft Intaglia 
that I ever faw. 

Next to the Statues , there is nothing in 
Rome more furprifing than that amazing va- 
riety of ancient Pillars of fo many kinds 
of Marble. As moft of the old Statues . 
may be well fuppos’d to have been cheaper 
to their firft Owners , than they are to a 
Modern Purchafer , feveral of the Pillars 
are certainly rated at a much lower Price 
at prefent than they were formerly. For 
not to mention what a huge Column of 
Granite , Serpentine , or Porphyry muft have '*• 
coft in the Quarry , or in its Carriage front’ 
Egypt to Rome , one need only conlider tho 
great Difficulty of hewing it into any Form, 
and of giving it the due Turn, Proportioa' 
and Polifh. It is well known how thefe 
forts of Marble refill the Impreflions of 
fuch Inftruments as are now in ufe. The- 
re is indeed a Milanefe at Rome who works 
in ’em , but his 'Advances arc fo very flow, 
that he fcarce lives upon what he gains by 
it. He ihow’d me a Piece of Porphyry work- 
’d into an ordinary SalVer , which had coft 
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him Four Months continual Application, 
before he could bring it into that Form. 
The Ancients had probably fome Secret to 
harden the Edges of their- Tools , without 
recurring to thofe Extravagant Opinions of ^ 
their having an Art to mollifie the Stone, 
or that it was naturally fofter at its firft 
catting from the Rock, or what is frill mo- 
re abiord , that it was an artifreial Compo- 
frtion ,> and not the natural Produd of Mi- 
• lies and Quarries. The mofr valuable Pil- 
lars about Rome , for the Marble of which 
they are made , are the Four Columns of 
Oriental Jafper in St. Paulina's Chappel at 
St. Maria Moggme ; IVo of Oriental Gra- 
nite in St. Paeknziana ; One of Tranfparent 
Oriental Jafper in the Vatican Library; Four 
of Nero-Bianco in St. Cecilia Trans-tevere ;Two 
of Brocatello , and Two of Oriental Agate 
in Don Livio's Palace; Two of Giallo Anti- 
co in St. yohn Later an , and Two of VerM 
' Antique in the Villa Panipbilia. Thefe are all 
entire and folid Pillars, and made of fuch 
lands of Marble as are no where to be 
£ound but among Antiquities , whether it 
be that the Veins of it are undifeover’d , or 
that they were quite exhaufred upon the an- 
cient Buildings. Among thele old Pillars 
I can *t forbear reckoning a great Part of 
an Alablafrer Column , that was found in 
the Ruins of Livia's Portico. It is of the 
Colour of Fire, and may be feen over the 
high Altar . of St. Maria in CampHello , for 
they have cut it into Two Pieces, and frx’d 
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ft in the Shape of dvCrols in a Hote of the 
Wall that was made on purpofe to receive 
it ; fo that the Light pafling thro’ , it from 
without , makes it look , fo thofe that are 
in the Chujrch , like a huge tranfpareiij: 
Crofs of Amber, As for the Workman-- 
Ihip of the old Roman Pillars , Munlieur 
DefgoJetz , in his accurate Mealures ot the- 
re Ruins has obferv’d y that the Ancients 
have not kept to the nicety of Proportion ^ 
and the Rules of Art, fo much as the Mo- 
derns in this Particular. Some * to excufc 
this Defeft , lay the Blame of it on the 
Workmen of JEgypty^nd. of other Nations, 
that font moft of the ancient Pillars ready 
lhap’d to Rome : Others fay that the An-- 
cients , knowing Architedturc was chiefly 
defign’d to pleafe the Eye , , only took care 
to avoid fuch Difproportions as were grols 
enough to be obferv’d by the Sight, vvith-- 
out minding whether or no they apprba- ■ 
ch’d to a Rdathematical' Exadnefs i 'OtheYs 
will have it rather to be an EfFcd of Art , ' 

and of what the Italians call the ' 
dcy than of any Negligence ip the ArchL 
ted ; for they fay the Ancients always coni 
fider’d the Situation of a Building, whether 
it were high or low , in an open Square or 
in a narrow Street , and more or lefs de- 
viated from their Rules of Art, to comply^ 
with the feveral Diflances and Elevations 
from which their Works were to be regar-i 
dcd. It is faid there is an Ionic Pilar in the 
Santa Maria Tranjlevere’, where the Marks 
Ggi of 
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of the Compafs are ftill to be feen on the 
Volute , and that Palladio learnt from hen- 
ce the working of that difficult Problem ; 
but I never could find time to examine all 
the old Columns of that Church. Among 
the Pillars I muft not pafs over the Two 
nobleft in the World , thofe of Trajan and 
yintonine. There could not have been a mo- 
te magnificent Delign than that of Trajan*^ 
Pillar. Where could an Emperor's Alhes 
have been fo nobly lodg’d, as in the midft 
of his Metropolis , and on the Top of fo 
exalted a Monument , with the greateft of 
his Aftions uuderiieath him ? Or , as fomc 
will have it , his Statue was on the Top, 
his Urn at the Foundation , and his Battles 
in the midft. The Sculpture of it is too 
well known to be here mention’d. The 
moft remarkable Piece in Antonine'i Pillar 
is the Figure of Jttpiter Pluvius , fending 
down Rain on the fainting Army of /Wkr- 
eui Aurelius , and Thunderbolts on his Ene- 
mies which is the greateft Confirmation 
poffible of the Story of the Thundering 
Legion , and will be a ftanding Evidence 
for it , when any Paflage in an old Author 
may be fuppos’d to be forg’d. The Figure 
that Jupiter here makes among the Clouds, 
puts me in Mind of a Paflage in the ^neid^ 
that gives juft fuch another Image of him. 
VirgiPs Interpreters are certainly to blame , 
that fuppofe it is 'nothing but the Air which 
?s here meant by Jupiter.

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It is pity the Obelisks in Pome had not 
been charg’d with fevcral Parts of the £gyp- 
tian H'ftories inftead of Hieroglyphics , 
which might have given no fmall Light to 
the Antiquities of that Nation , which are 
now quite funk out of fight in thofe remo- 
ter Ages of the World. Among the Tri- 
umphal Arches , that (^f Conftantine is not 
only the noblcft of any in Rome^ but in the 
World. I fearch’d narrowly into it, efpe- 
cially among thofe Additions of Sculpture 
that were made in the Emperor’s own A- 
ge, to fee if I could find any Marks of the 
Apparition . that is faid to have preceded 
the very Vidory which gave Occafion to 
the Triumphal Arch. But there arc not the 
lead Traces of it to be met with, which is 
not very ftrange , if we confider that the 

g reateft Part of the Ornaments were taken 
om Trajan's Arch , and fet up to the new 
Conqueror in no fmall haftc,by the Senate 
and People of Rome , who were then moft 
of ’em Heathens. There is however fo- 
mething in the infeription , which is as old 
as the Arch it felf , that feems to him at 
the Emperor’s Vilion, and which no Body 
has taken notice of on this y\ccount. Imp. 
C£f. PI. Conflantino maxhno P. p. Augujlo S. P. 

R. quod inftinSu Divinitatis mentis ma- 
gnitudine cum exercitu fuo tarn de Tyranno quans 
de Omni ejus Faiiione uno tempore juJUs Rempu~ 
blicam ultus ejl armis nrcum triumphis infignem 
dicavit. There is no Statue of this Emperor 
at Rome with a Crofs to it , tho’ the Ecclc- 

fiafiicai 
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fiaftical Hiftorians • fay there were many 
fuch erefted to him. I have feen of his 
Medals that were ftamp’d with it , and a 
very remarkable one of his Son Conflantius^ 
where he is Crown’d by a Viftory on the 
Reverfe with this Infcriptioh , In hoc Signs 
Victor eris . This Triumphal Arch , and 
fomc other Buildings of the fame Age , 
Ihow us that ArchiteSure held up its Head 
after all the other Arts of Defigning were 
in a very weak and languilhing Condition , 
as it was probably the firft among ’em that 
reviv’d. If I was furprii’d not to find the 
Crofs in Con(ianti»e’s Arch , I was as much 
difappointed not to fee the Figure of the 
Temple of JernfaUm on that of r»/«, whe- 
re are reprefented the Golden Candleftick, 
the Table of Shew -bread , and the River 
Jordan. Some are of Opinion , that the 
compofite Pillars of this Arch were made 
in Imitation of the Pillars of Sohnurn'i 
Temple , and obferve that thefc are the 
niofl ancient of any that are found of that 
Order. 

It is almoll impoflible for a Man to form, 
in his Imagination , fuch beautiful and glo- 
rious Scenes as are to be met with in fcvc- 
ral of the Roman Churches and Chappcls; 

I for having fuch a prodigious Stock of an- 
cient Marble within the very City , and at 
f the fame time fo many different Qaarries in 
i the Bowels of their Country , moft of their 
c Chappcls are laid over with fuch a richVa- 
; riety of Incruftations , as can’t poffibly be - 

H h found 
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found in any other Part of the World. 
And nothwithftanding the incredible Sums 
of Mony that have been already lain out 
this way , there is ftill the fame Work 
going forward in other Parts of Rome , the 
laft dill endeavouring to out-fhine thofe 
that went before ’em. Painting , Sculptu- 
re and Architefiure arc at prefent far from 
being in a flourifhing Condition , but *tis 
thought they may all recover themfelves 
under the prefent Pontificate , if the Wars 
and Confufions of Italy will give ’em leave. 
For as the Pope is himfelf a Matter of 
Polite Learning , and a great Encourager 
of Arts , fo at Rome any of thefe Arts im- 
mediately thrives under the Encouragement 
of the Prince , and may be fetch’d up to its 
Pertedion in Ten or a Doien Years, 
which is the Work of an. Age or Two in 
other Countries , where they have not fuch 
excellent Models to form themfelves u- 
pon. 

I fhall conclude my Obfervations on Ro- 
me , with a Letter of King Henry the Eighth 
to Arm of Bulleyn , tranferib’d out of the fa- 
mous Manufeript in the Vatican which 
the Uifliop of Salisbury alTures us is written 
with the King’s own Hand. ' 

“ The Caufe of my Writing at this Ti- 

me is to hear of your Health and Prof- 
“ perity , of which I would be as glad as 
“ in manner of my own , praying God 
‘‘ that it be his Pleafure to fend us fliortly 
^ > togc- 
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“ together , for I promife I long for it*; 

“ howbeit I truft it lhall not be long too, 

“ and feeing my Darling is abfent , I can 
“ no lefs do than fend her fome Flelh,

On the 
way to Ti- 9 oIi I £iiw the Rivulet of Solfora- 
ia , formerly call’d Alhula , and fmelt the 
Stench that arifes from its Waters fome ti- 
me before I faw ’em. Martial mentions this 
offenlive Smell in an Epigram of the Fourth 
Book , as he does the Rivulet it felf in the 
Firft.

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As from high Rome to Thmli you go , 
Where Alhula's fulphureous Waters flow. 

The little Lake that gives Rife to this 
River , ^ith its floating Iflands , is one of 
the moft extraordinary natural Curiofities 
about Rome. It lyes in the very Flat of the 
Campania , and as it is the Drain of thefe 
Parts , ’tis no Wonder that it is fo impre- 
gnated with Sulphur. It has at Bottom fo 
thick a Sediment of it , that upon throwing 
in a Stone the Water boils for a confidera- 
ble time over the Place that has been ftit- 
r’d up. At the fame time are feen little 
Flakes of Scurfe rifing up , that are proba- 
bly the Parts which compofe the Iflaiids', 
for they often mount of themfelves , tho* 
the Water is not troubled. 

I queftion not but this Lake was former- 
ly much larger than it is at prefent , and 
that the Banks have grown over it by de- 
grees , in the fame manner as the Iflands 
have been form’d on it. Nor is it impro- 
bable but that , in Procefs of Time , the 
whole Surface of it may be crufted over, 
as the Iflands enlarge themfelves , and the 
Banks clofe in upon ’em. All about the 
Lake, where the Ground is dry, we found 
it to be hollow by the Trampling of our 
Horfes Feet. I could not difeover the leaft 
Traces of the Sibyls Temple and Grove, 
that flood on the Borders of this Lake. 
Tmli is feen at a diflance lying along 
Hh 3 on 
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on the Brow of a Hill. Its Situatiwi 
has given Horace occafion to call it T/- 
6ur Supimm , as Virgil perhaps for the 
farae Reafon entitles it Superbum, The 
lllla de Mcdich with its Water- Works, the 
Cafeade of the Teverene , and the Ruins of 
the Sibyls Temple ( of which Vignola has 
made a little Copy at St. Peters de Montorio) 
are defer ib’d in every Itinerary. I muft 
confefs I was moft pleas’d with a beautiful 
Profp&a that none of ’em have mention’d, 
which lyes at about a Mile diflance from 
the Town. It opens on one Side into the 
Roman Campania , where the Eye lofes it 
felf on a fmooth fpacious Plain. On the 
other Side is a more brolten and interrup- 
ted Scene , made up of an infinite Variety 
of Inequalities and Shadowings , that natu- 
rally arife from an agreable Mixture of 
Hills , Groves and Vallics. But the moft 
enlivening Part of all is the River Teverone^ 
w'hich you fee at about a Quarter of a Mi- 
les diftande throwing it felf down a Preci- 
pice, and falling by feveral Cafeades froni 
one Rock to another , ’till it gains the Bot- 
tom of the Valley , where the Sight of it 
would be quite loft , did not it fometimes 
difeover it felf thro* the Breakings and In- 
ter-ftices of the Woods that grow about it. 
The Roman Painters often work upon this 
Liidskip , and I am apt to believe that Ho- 
race had his Eye upon it in thofe Two or 
Three beautiful Touches that he has given

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ns of thefe Seats. The Tivtrotie was ibr« 
mcrly call’d the Anio.

I remember Monfieur Dacier explains 
Mohilibus by Duililibus^^ and believes that the 
Word relates to the Conduits , Pipes , and 
Canals that were made to diftribute the 
Waters up and down according to the 
Pleafure of the Owner. But' any one that 
fees the Jeverone muft be of another Opi- 
nion, and conclude it to be one of the moft 
moveable Rivers in the World, that has its 
Stream broken by fiich a Multitude of 
Cafcades, and is fo often fliifted out of one 
Channel into another. After a very tur- 
bulent and noifie Courfe of fcveral Miles 

among 
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among the Rocks and Mountains , the Te- 
verom falls into the Valley beforementio- 
n’d , where it recovers its Temper , as it 
were , by little and little , and after many 
Turns and Windings glides peaceably into 
the Tiber. In which Senfe we arc to un- 
derftand Silius Italicus's Defcription , to give 
it its proper Beauty.

At Frefcati I had the Satisfadlion of feeing 
the Firft Sketch of Verfnilles in the Walks 
and Water-Works. The Profp^ft from it 
was doubtlefs much more delightful for- 
merly , when the Campania was fet thick 
with Towns, Villas and Plantations. Cip- 
ro’s Tufctiluin was at a Place call’d Grotta 
Ferrate^ about Two Miles off this Town, 
tho’ moft of the Modern Writers have fix’d 
it to Prejeati. Nardini fays , there was found 
among the Ruins at Grotto Ferrate a Piece 
of Sculpture that Cicero himfelf mentions in 
one of his familiar Epifiles. In going to 
Frefcati we had a faivView ofMoam Algido. 
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On our Way to Palaftrina we faw th* 
Lake Reg'iUus , famous for the Apparition 
of Cafior and Vollux^ who were here feen to 
give their Horfes Drink after the Battel 
between the Romans und the Son -in- Law of 
Tarqu'm. At fome diftance from it we had 
a View of the Lacus Gabiuus , that is much 
larger than the former. We left tlie Road 
for about half a Mile to fee the Sources of 
a Modern Aqucdu6t. It is entertaining to 
obferve how the feveral little Springs and 
Rills , that break out of the Sides of the 
Mountain., are glean’d up , and convey’d 
thro’ little cover’d Channels into the main 
Hollow of the Aquedud. It was certain- 
ly very lucky for Rome , feeing it had oc- 
calion for fo many Aqucduds , that there 
chanc’d to be'fuch a Range of Mountains 
within its Neighbourhood. For by this 
means they could take up their Water from 
what height they pleas’d, without the- Ex- 
pence of fuch an Engine as that at Marli, 
Thus the CJaudian Aquedud ran Thirty 
Eight Miles , and funk after the Propor- 
tion of Five Foot and a half every Mile, 
by the Advantage only of a. high Source 
and the low Situation of Rome, PaUftrina 
Hands very high, like moft other Towns ia 
Italy i for. the Advantage of the cool Bree-( 
2es , for which Reafon Virgil calls it Ahum, 
and Horace,, Frigidum Pranefie. Statius calls 
it Pranefle Sacrum , becaufe of the Famous 
Temple of Fortune that Hood in it. There 
arc Hill great Pillars of Granite , and other 

li Frag- 
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•Fragments of this ancient Temple. But 
-the mod confiderable Remnant of it is a 
very beautiful Mtfaic Pavement , the fineft 
that I have ever feen in Marble. The Parts 
are fo well join’d together , that the whole 
Piece looks like a continu’d Pifture. The- 
re are in it the Figures of a Rhinoceros , of 
Elephants , and of fevcral other Animals , 
with little Landskips that look very lively 
'and well painted ^ tho’ they are made out 
of the natural- Colours and Shadows of the 
Marble. I don’t remember ever to have 
met with any old Mojhic « compos d 

of little Pieces of Clay half vitrify’d , and 
prepar’d at the Glafs-Houfes » which the 
iutlUm call Smalte. Thefe are much id ufe 
at prefent ^ and may be made of what Co- 
lour and Figure the Work -matt plealesj 
which is a Modern Improvement of the 
Art , and enables thofe that are employ’d 
in it to make much finer Pieces of Mofaic 
than they did formerly. 

In our Excurfion to AWano we went as 
far as Semi , that takes its Name from the 
Setnui Diana. The whole Country therea- 
bouts is ftill overrun with Woods and 
Thickets. The Lake of Semi lyes in a ve- 
ry deep Bottom i fo furrounded on all Si- 
des with Mountains, and Groves , that the 
Surface of it is never ruffled with the leaft 
Breath of Wind , which perhaps , together 
with the Clearnefs of its Waters , gave it 
formerly the Name of Diana's Looking* 
Glafs. .

Prince Cafirm Hjk a Palace at ' ^en/htio , 
very near Ne>»i , in a pleafant Situation , 
and let off with many beautiful Walks. In 
our Return from Jenfam to Alhano we par- 
s’d thro’ la Rieca , the Aricia of the Ancients, 
Horace'% Firft Stage from Rome to Brundiji, 
There is nothing at Alhano fo remarkable as 
the Prolpeft from the Ctifmcm's Garden, 
which for the Extent and Variety of plea- 
ling Incidents is , 1 think , the moft char- 
ming that I ever faw. It takes in the who- 
le Campania y and terminates in a full View 
of the Mediterranean. You have a Sight 
at the fame time of the Alban Lake , that 
lyes juft by in an Oval Figure of about 
Seven Miles round , and , by reafon of the 
continu’d Circuit of higli Mountains that 
encompafs it , looks like the Area of fome 
vaft Amphitheater. This , together with 
the feveral Green Hills and naked Rocks , 
that lye within the Neighbourhood , makes 
the moft agreeable Confudon imaginable. 
Alhano keeps up its Credit ftill for Wine, 
which perhaps would be as good as it was 
anciently did they prefcrve it to as great an 
Age ; but as for Olives there are now very 
few here , tho* they are in great plenty a( 
Tivoli.

On the contrary, at prefent, Rome>\s ne- 
ver fuller of Nobility than in Summer ti- 
me; for the Country Towns are fo infe- 
cted with unwholfome Vapours , that they 
dare not trull themfelves in ’em while the 
Heats laft. There is no quellion but the 
Air of the Campania would be now as 
healthful as it was formerly, were there as 
many Fires burning in it , and as many In- 
habitants to manure the Soil. Leaving Ro- 
me about the latter end of O^ober , in my 
Way to Sienna , I lay the fir ft Night at a 
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little Village in the Territories of the aa- 
dent

Fahitts a num’rous Anceftry could tell , 
Three Hundred Heroes that in Battel fell.

We faw afterwards* in the Progrefs of 
our Voyage , the Lakes of Vico and Boljena. 
The laft is reckon’d One and Twenty Mi- 
les in Circuit , and is plentifully flock’d 
with Filh and Fowl. There are in it a 
couple of Iflands ,that arc perhaps the Two 
floating Ifles mention’d by Pliny , with that 
improbable Circumftance of their appearing 
fometimes like a Circle , and fbmetimes 
like a Triangle, but never like a Quadran- 
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gle. It is’cafie enough to conceive how 
they might become fix’d , tho’ they once 
floated ; and it is not very credible , that 
the Naturalift could be deceiv’d in his Ac- 
count of a Place that lay , as it were , in 
the Neighbourhood of Rome. At one End 
of this Lake Hands Motitefiafeone the Habi- 
tation of VirgH's ALqui Falijei. ^n. 7. and 
on the Side of it the Town of the VoIfmianSi 
now call’d Uolfena.

I faw in the Church-yard of Bolfena an 
antique Funeral Monument ( of that kind 
which tliey call’d a Sarcophagus ) very enti- 
re, and what is particular, Engraven on all 
Sides with a curious Reprefentation of a 
Bacchanal. Had the Inhabitants obferv’d a 
couple of lewd Figures at one End of it , 
they would not, have thought it a proper 
Ornament for the Place where it now 
Hands. After having travell’d hence to A- 
quapendentt , that Hands in a wonderful plea- 
fant Situation , we came to the little Brook 
that feparates the Pope’s Dominions from 
the Great Duke’s. The Frontier CaHle of 
Radieofaui is feated on the highefl Mountain 
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n the Country, and is as well fortify’d as 
he Situation of the Place will permit. We 
lere found the natural Face of the Country 
:iuite chang’d from what we had been en- 
tertain’d with in the Pope’s Dominions. 

For inftead of the many beautiful Scenes 
of green Mountains and fruitful Vallies, 
that we had been prefented with for fome 
Days before , we faw now nothing but a 
wild naked Profpeft of 'Rocks and Hills , / 

worn orj, all Sides with Gutters and Chan- 
nels, and not a Tree or Shrub to be met 
with in a vaft Circuit of Several Miles. 

This Savage Profpeil put me in Mind of 
the Italian Vxov^th , that The Pope hat the 
Flesh , and the Great Duke the Bones of Italy.* 
Among a large Extent of thefe Barren 
Mountains I faw but a iingle Spot that 
was cultivated , on which there Hood a ‘ 
Convent. 
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S IENNA (lands high, and is adorn’d 
with a great many Towers of Brick, 
that in the Time of the Common- wealth 
\^ere eredled to fiich of the Members as 
had doae any conliderable Service to their 
Country. Thefe Towers gave us a light of 
the Town a great while before we enter’d 
it. There is nothing in this City fo extra- 
ordinary as the Cathedral , which a Man 
may view with Pleafure after he has feen 
St. Peters i tho* *tis quite of another Make, 
and can only be look’d upon as one of the 
Mafterphsces of Gothie Architeilure. When 
a Man fees the prodigious Pains and Ex- 
pence , that our Fore- fathers have been at 
in thefe barbarous Buildings, one can’t but 
fancy to himfelf what Miracles of Archi- 
tcfturc they would have left^us , had they 
only been inftrudled in the right way ; for 
when the Devotion of thole Ages was

Niches . of the People niuch more at the 
X^irpoPat of the Priefts , there was fo much 
^ 4 ony c^onfumM on thefe Gothic Cathedrals, 
as would have finifh’d a greater Variety of

ther before or fince that Time, r ! j 

One would wonder to fee the vaft, La- i 

bour that-has been laid out on this lingte 
Cathedral. The very Spouts are load^ ' 

with Ornaments , the Windows are form’d 
like fo many Scenes of Peffpeftive , wto 
a Multitude of little Pillars retiring one be- " 

hind another , the great Columns are finely 
engraven with Fruits and Foliage that run ' 

twilling about ’em from the very Top to 
the Bottom , the whole Body of the Chufch ^ 
is chequer’d with different Lays of White 
and Black Marble, the Paveihent curioufiy v 

cut out in Defigns and Scripture-Stories., 
and the Front cover’d with fuch a Variety 
of Figures , and over-run with fo ihany, ;i 

little Mazes and Labyrinths of Sculpture, i 

that nothing in the World can make a 
prettier .Show to thofe that prefer falfe 
Beauties, and affe£led Ornaments, to., a 
Noble and Majeftick Simplicity. Over- 
againlt this Church Hands a large Holpiral, 
erefted by a Shooe-Maker that has bce^i 
Beatify’d, tho’ never .Sainted. There ftand.s 
a Figure of him fuperferib’d , Sutor nitric 
Otpidam. I lhall fpeak nothing of the Exr 
tent of this City , the Cleanlinefs of its 
Streets , nor the Beauty of its Piazza , which ; 

; ■ K k 2 fo 
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■fo many Travellers have defcrib'd. As this 
is the laft Republick that fell under the 
Subjection of the Duke of Florence , fo is it 
ftill fuppos’d to retain many Hankerings 
'After its ancient Liberty : For this Reafon, 
when the Keys and Pageants of the Duke’s 
Towns *&nd Governments pafs in Procef- 
-fion before him, on St. John Daptift’s Day, 
-I was told that Sienna comes in the Rear 
* of his Dominions , and is pufhM forward 
by thofe that follow ,to (how the ReluClan- 
cy it has to appear in fuch a Solemnity. I 
lhall fay nothing of the many grofs and ab- 
furd Traditions of St. Catherine of Sienna^ 
vvho is the great Saint of this Place. I 
'think there is as much Plcafure in hearing 
a Man tell his Dreams , as in reading Ac- 
counts of this Nature : A Traveller, that 
thinks ’em worth his Obfervation, may fill 
ta Bopk with ’em at every great Town in 
ftaly. 

From Sienna we went forward to Leghor- 
9Ky where the Two Ports, the Bagnio, and 
TionatellH Statue of the Great Duke , a- 
midft the Four Slaves chain’d to his Pedc- 
ital , are very noble Sights. The Square is 
one of the largeft , and will be one of the 
beautifulieft in Italy ^ when this Statue is «- 
leCfed in it, and aTown-houfe built at one 
End of it to front the Church that (lands 
At the other. They are at a continual Ex- 
pence to cleanfe the Ports , and keep ’em 
jmm being choak’d up , which they do by 
the help of fevcral Engines that are always 

at 
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ftt work , and employ many of the Great 
Duke’s Slaves. Whatever part of the Har- 
bour they fcoop in , it has an Influence on 
all the reft , for the Sea immediately works 
the whole Bottom to a Level. They draw 
a double Advantage from the Dirt that is 
taken up , as it clears the Port , and at the 
lame time dries up fevera! Marflies about 
the Town , where they lay It from time to 
time. One can fcarce imagine how great 
Profits the Duke of Tufamy receives from 
this Angle Place , which are not generally 
thought fo confiderable , becaufe it panes' 
for a Free Port. But, notwithftanding the 
Name of a Free Port , it is very well 
know how the Great Duke has , of late 
Years , very much contra(9:ed the Privileges 
of the iClerchants , and drawn no fmnll 
Sums of Mony out of ’em ; tho’ ftill , in 
refped of the Exorbitant Dues that are 
paid at moft other Ports , it retains the Na- 
me of Free. It brings into his Dominions 
a great Increafe of People from all other 
Nations. They reckon in it near Ten 
Thoufand Jevps, many of ’em very Rich, 
and fo great Traffickers , that our English 
Faftors complain they have moft of our 
Country Trade in their Hands. ’Tis true 
the Strangers pay little or no Taxes diredl- 
ly , but out of every thing they buy there 
wes a large Gabel to the Government. 
The very Ice-Merchant at Leghorne pays a- 
bove a Thoufand Pound Sterling annually 
for his Privilege , and the Tobacco-Mer- 
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chant Ten Thoufand •, which is very con- 
iiderable in a Country where there are fa 
few Smoakers. The Ground is fold by 
the great Duke at a very high Price , and 
Houles are every Day riling on it. All 
the Commodities that go up into the Coun- 
try, of which there are great Quantities, 
,are clogg’d with Impofitions as foon as 
.they leave Legborne. All the Wines, Oils, 
and Silks that Come down from the fruit- 
ful Vallies of Pijo , Florence , and .other 
Parts of Tufenny , mu ft make their Way 
^thro’ feveral Duties and Taxes before they 
can reach the Port. The Canal that runs 
from the Sea into t|ie Arno gives a conve- 
nient Carriage to all Goods that are to be 
Hiipp’d otf , which does not a little enrich 
the Owners ; and in proportion, as private 
Men grow wealthy , their Legacies, Law- 
Suits, Daughter’s P,ortions, &c. encreafe, 
in all which the Great. Duke comes in for 
his Share. The . Lucquefe , who Traffick 
at this Port , are, faid to bring in a great 
deal into the Dnke’s Coffers. Another 
Advantage, which may be of great ufe to 
him, is, that at Five or Six Days warning 
he may find Credit in this Town for fome 
Hundred Thoufaiids of Pounds Sterling, 
which no other Prince in Italy can pretend 
to. I need not take. notice of the Reputa- 
tion that this Port gives him among For- 
eign Princes , but there is one Benefit ari- 
iing from it, which-,, tho’ never thrown 
into the Account, isdonbtlefs very confi- 
, . . de: 
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4erable. If is well known how the Ptfms 
and florentinet long regretted the Lofs o# 
their ancient Liberty , atid their SubjedioH 
to a Family that many of ’em thought them- > 
felves equal to , in the flourifliing Timea 
of their Gominon-wealths. The Town of 
Leghorne has accidentally done what the 
greateft Fetch of Politicks would have 
found difficult to have brought about, for 
it has almoft unpeopled Pifa , if we com- 
pare it with what it was formerly , and e- 
very Day leflens the Number of the Inhabi- 
tants of Florence. 'This does not only weaken 
thofe Places, but at the fame time turns ma- 
ny of the bulieft Spirits from their old Noti- 
ons of Honour and Liberty, to the Thoughts 
of Traffick and Merchandife: And as Men 
engag’d in a Road of Thriving are no 
Friends to Changes and Revolutions , they- 
are at prefent worn into a Habit of Sub- 
jeflion, and pu(h all their Purluits another 
way. It is no Wonder therefore that the . 
Great Duke has fiich Apprehenfions of the 
Pope’s making Givita Veccbm a Free Port, 
which may in time prove fo very prejudi- 
cial to Leghorne. It would be thought an 
improbable Story , ihould I fet down the 
fcveral Methods that are commonly repor- 
ted to have been made ufe of, during the 
laft Pontificate , to put a flop to this De- 
fign. The Great Duke’s Mony was fo 
wellbeftow’d in the Conclave, that feve- 
ral of the Cardinals difluaded /the Pope 
from the Undertaking , and at laft turn’d 

all 
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ftll his Thoughts upon the little Port that 
he made at Xnt'mm , nwr Nettuno. The 
chief Work-men that were to have con- 
vey’d the Water to GvHa Vetcbia were 
bought off, and when a poor Capucin^ that 
was thought Proof agaiuft all Bribes, had 
undertaken to carry on the Work, he dy’d 
a little after he had enter’d upon it. The 
prefent Pope however, who is very well _ 
acquainted with the Secret .Hiftory , and 
the Weaknefs of his Predeceflbr , feems 
refolv’d to bring the Proje(3 to its Perfecti- 
on. He has already been at vaft Charges < 
in finifhing the AqueduCt, and had fome 
Hopes that, if the War drove our EngUsb 
Merchants from Sicily and Naples , they 
would fettle here. His Holinefs has told 
fome English Gentleman , that ihofe of our 
Nation Ihould have the greatefl. Privileges 
of any but the SubjeCls of the Church. 
One of our Countrymen , that makes a 
good Figure at Rome , told me the Pope 
has this Defign extreamly at his Heart , but 
that he fears the English will fufFer nothing 
like a Refident or Conful in his Domini- 
ons , tho’ at the fame time he hop’d the 
Bulinefs might as w;ell be tranfaded by o- 
ne that had no publick CharaCler. This 
Gentleman has fo bulled himfclf in the Af- 
fair, that he has offended the French and 
Spanish Cardinals, infomuch that Cardinal 
Janfon refus’d to fee him when he would 
have made his Apology for wat he had 
faid to the Pope on this Subjed. There is 

one 
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one great Obje6Hon to Chita Vecchia^ that 
\the Air of the Place is not wholfome ; but 
this they fay proceeds from* want of Inha- 
bitants , the A\x. o^, Leghorve having been 
'worfe than this before the Town was well 
peopled. 

T'he great Profit^ thgtfhsve ac*u’d^ito 
the ‘Dnke'‘Of Ploren'ce frotn his Free Pwt 
have fet feveral of the States of Italy on 
the fame Projefl:. iThe moft likely to fuc- 
ceed in it would l5e tlie Genoeje , that lyc 
more convenient than ^^enetiam , and 
have a more inviting FornP of Gpuvern- 
ment than that of the Church, or that of 
Florence. But as the Port of Genoa is fo ve- 
ry ill guarded agaiqft Sforms , that no:Pri- 
vileg^ can tempt the Merchants from 
gborne into, it, lb dare not Jhe Genoeft; \ 
ke any other of .their Ports Fre? ,„le.aft :it 
Ihoulcldraw to it; moil of their Commerce 
and hihabitants , apd by. Conlequence ruin 
their, chief _City.,, ■ ' ' , v ■ - . •. o - 

Prbm Legborjge I . wfht, to vPj/tf .-.where 
there is,ftill the Shell of a great Cfty,-.tho* 
not half fumilh’d with Inhabitants. 

Great , Church , Baptiftery » and Leaning 
Tower are very well worth feeing, and 
•re built after the fame Fancy with the Ca- 
thedral of Sienna. Half a Day’s. Journey 
more, brought me.jinjo ,the Republiek of 
Lucfa. , ; .. . 
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I T is very pleafant to fee how the finall 
Territories of ‘this little Republick are 
cultivated to the' beft Advantage , lb that 
bne can’t find the lead Spot of Ground, 
that Is not made to > contribute its utmod 
tO' the Owner. In all the Inhabitants the- 
re appears an Air of Chearfulnefs and Plen- 
ty ythkt is not often to be met with in tho- 
le 'of the Countries ‘that lye about ’em. 
There is but one Gate for Strangers to 
enter at , that it may be known what Num- 
bers of ’em are in the Town. Over it is 
written in Letters of Gold,' Lihertas. * 
■•-This' Republick ‘is (hut up in the Great 
Duke’s Dominions ^ who at prefeiit is 
very much incens’d againft it , and feems 
to threaten it with the Fate of Flwenct, 
Pifa, and Sienna. The Occafion as fol- 
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The plead Prefcription for, 

ting in due of the Duke’s Forcfts,', iha^ 
lyes upon their Frontiers ' which.' abqv|t, 
Two, Years 'fince was, (|ri(£Uy forbidden; 
’em, fhe Prince intending to preftrvcj the, 
Gaine for his . own Pleafure. * Two orr 
Three’ ,Sportfmen of the Republick j, that’, 
had theHardinefs to offend againll the Pro-, 
hibition , were feiz’d aud kept in a neigh- 
bouring Prifon. Their Countrymen , toj 
the Number of Threefcore , attack’d the! 
Place where they were kept in Cuftody,,'. 
and refcu’d ’em. The Great Duke rede?, 
mands his Prifon ers, and, as a further S?l-‘ 
tisfaftion , would have the Governor, of 
the Town, where the Threefcore Alfailants 
had combin’d together , deliver’d into his. 
Hands; but, receiving only Excufes , he rc- 
folv’d to do himfelt. Juftice. Accordingly 
he order’d all the Lucquefe to be feiz’d that 
were found, on a Klarket Day, in one of 
his Frontier Towns.

faSion. The Republick, thinking them- 
' • Lt z ■ f€l- 
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felvcs' ill us’d by 'their Protcftor^ as they 
fay Tit- tlorence\ have lent to Prince Eugene 
to defire the Emperor’s Protcftion , with a 
Proffer of Winter-Qukters , as *tis faid > 
for Four Thoufand Germans. The Great 
Duke rifcs on ’em in his Demands , and 
will' not be fatisfy’d with lefs than a Hun- 
dred Thoufand Crowns and a Solemn Am- 
baflfy to beg Pardon for the jpaft , and uro- 
mlfe Amendment for the niture. Thus 
Hands the Affair at prefent , that may end 
in the Ruin of the Common -wealth , if 
the French Ibccecd in 'Italy. It is pleafant 
however to hear the Difcourfe of the Com- 
mon People of Lttcca, who are firmly per- 
fuaded that One' Lucquefe can beat Five 
Florentines^ who ' are grown low fpirited, 
as they pretend, by the Great Duke’s Op- 
prellions, and have nothing worth fighting 
.for. They fay they can bring into the 
Field Tw'enty or Thirty Thoufand fighting 
Men all ready to Sacrifice their Lives for 
their Liberty. They ' have Quantity of 
Arms and Ammunition , but few Horfe/ 
It muft be own’d thefe People are more 
^lappy , at leaft in imagination , than the 
reft of their Neighbours , becaufe they 
think thcmfelves foj rho’ fuch a Chimeri- 
' cal Happinefs is hot peculiar j^o Republi- 
cans for we find the oubjcdls of the moft 
ablolute Prince in Europe are as proud of 
their great Monarch as the Lncqnefe of be- 
ing fubjedl: to none. Should the french Af- 
fairs profper iii'//tf^,it is polTrhle the Great 

Duke 
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I>uke may bargain for the Republick of 
Luceay by the help of his great Treafures, 
as his Predeceflbrs did formerly with the 
Emperor tor that of Sienna. The , Great 
Dukes have never yet attempted any thing’ 
on Lucca y as not only fearing the Arms of 
their Proteftor, but becaufe they are well 
aflur’d j^that Ihould the Lucqueje be reduc’d 
to the laft Extremities , they would rather 
throw themfelves under the Government 
of the Genoefe yOt C3me ftrouger Neighbour, 
than fubmit to a State for which they have 
fo great an Averfion. And the Florentines are 
very fcnfible , that ’tis much better having a 
weak State within their Dominions, than the 
Branch of one as ftrong as themfelves. But 
Ihould fo formidable a Power , as that of 
the French King , fnpport ’em in their At- 
tempts , there is no Government in Italy 
that would dare to. interpofe. This Re- 
publick , for the Extent of its Dominions , 
is efteem’d the richefl: and beft peopled Sta- 
te of Italy. The whole Adminiftration of 
the Government palTes into different Hands; 
at the End of every Two Months, which 
is the greateft Security imaginable to their 
Liberty , and wonderfully contributes^ to 
the quick Difpatch of all publick Affairs: 
But in any Exigence of State , like that they 
are now prefs’d with , it certainly asks a 
mueli longer time to conduft any Defign , 
for the Good of the Common-wealth , to 
its Maturity and Perfcdlion. 
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I Ha4 the good Luck to be at Eorenee 
when there was an Opera afted, which 
was the Eighth that I had feen in Italy. I 
could not but finile to fee the Solemn 
Protedation of the Poet in the Firft Page , 
where he declares that he believes neither 
in the Fates, Deities' , , or Deftinies ; and 
that if he has made ufe of the Words, it 
is purely out of a poetical. Liberty , and 
not from his real Sentiments , for that iii 
all thefe Particulars he believes as the Ho- 
ly Mother Church believes and commands.

was found in Rome, and brought hither Wil- 
der the Reign of £<fo the! Tenth. TheVe'a- 
reOabundance of 'Pieiares in thc^'ffeyeral 
Apartments , by^ the Hands of the greateft 
mafters. • : , ^ -- t 

But *tis the Famous Gallery ' of the Old 
Palace where there are perhaps the noblefl 
Colle<£Hons of Curiofities that are to' ' 
met with in any Part' of ‘the whole World.’ 
The Gallery it felf is made in the Shape of 
an L, according to Mr. , but if it 
muft needs be like a Letter, it refembles 
the Greek n moft. -' It is‘ ' adorn’d ‘ with ad- 
mirable‘ Pieces of Stulpture , as well Mo- 
dern as 'Ancient;! the laft Sort rihaH 
mention thofe that are fareft , either for' 
the Perfon they ' reprefent , or - the Beauty 
of the SculptUre*' ' Among: the Bufts of the 
Emperors and Emperefles' there are'thefe 
that follow , which are'a:il very fcarce , and 
fome of ’em almoft lingular in their kind.' 
Agrippa , Caligula ,^Otho y Nerva , Mlius ' ve» 
rut, Pertinax, Geta , Didius Julianus , Atbi- 
nus cxtreamly well wrought , and what is 

fel- 
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ieldpin leen in A-lablafter , Gor£anus Afn> 
€onsu y.EUpiahalui , Galien the el- 

der, .*nd the younger Pupienus. I have put 
■Agrippa .among the Emperors, becaule he 
is generally rang’d fo in Sets of Medals , 
as (pmc that. follow among the .EmperclTes 
have no other Right to the Company they 
sue join'd with. Domitia , Agrippina Wife 
_6f Germanicus , Antonia , Matidia , Plotina , 
JMallia ScantiUa , falfely fuperfcrib’d under 
her Buft Julia Severiy Aquilia Severs , Julia 
Mafa.' I have generally obferv’d at Rome^ 
which is the great Magaiine of thefe Anti- 
quities, that the fame. Heads which are ra- 
re in Medals are alfo rare in Marble, and 
indeed one may commonly aflign the fa- 
me Reafon for both, which was the Short- 
nefs of the Emperors Reigns , that did not 
give the Workmen time- to make many of 
their. F^ures; and as theShortnefs of tbcrr 
Reigns was generally occafion’d by the Ad- 
vancement ^ of a Rival j it is no Wonder 
that no- Body work’d on the Figure of a 
Deceas’d Emperor \ when his Enemy was' 
in the Throne. This Obftrvation howe- 
ver does not always hold. ^ An Agr^a 
Qi. Caligula ^ for Example, is a common 
Coin , but a very extraordinary Baft ; and 
a Tiberius a rare Coin , but a common Buft , 
which, one would the more wonder at , if 
we. confider the ■ Indignities that were of- 
fer’d. to this Emperor’s Statues after his 
Death. The Tiberius in Ttberim is a known 
Inftance. . ,

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Among the Bufts of fuch Emperors as 
are common enough , there are feveral in 
Che Gallery that dcferve to be taken notice 
of for the Excellence of the Sculpture, as 
thofe of Augftjlus, Vejpa^an , Adi tan y Marcus 
Aurelius , Lucias Verus , Septimius Severus , Ca- 
racalla, Geta. There is in the fame Gal- 
lery a beautiful Bull Alexander the Great, 
catting up his Face to Heaven, with a no- 
ble Air of Grief or Difeontentednefs in 
his Looks. I have feen Two or Three 
antique Bulls of Alexander in the fame Air 
and Pollure , and am apt to think the 
Sculptor had in his Thoughts the Conque- 
ror’s weeping for new Worlds, or fome 
other the like Circumllance of his Hitlory. 
There is alfd in Porphyry the Head of a 
Faun, and of the God Pan, Among the 
entire Figures I took particular notice of 
a Vellal virgin, -with the Holy Fire bur- 
ning before her. This Statue , I think , may 
decide that notable Controverfie among the 
Antiquaries , whether the Veftals , after 
having receiv’d theTonfure, ever fuffer’d 
their Hair to come again, for ’tis here full 
grown, and gather’d under the Veil. The 
Brazen Figure of the Conful , with the 
Ring on his Finger , reminded me of Jave- 
naPs majoris pondera Getiftna. There is ano- 
ther Statue in Brafs, fuppos’d to be Of A- 
polhy with this Modern infeription on the 
Pedellal , which I mull confefs I don’t 
know what to make of.

Gallery the Famous Figure of the WiM 
Boafr the Gladiator, the NarciJpiSy the Cm-' 
pid and Pficbe , the Fkra , with fome Mo- 
dern Sutues that fercral others have dc- 
fcrib’d. Among the antique Fibres there 
is a fine one of Morpheus in Touchftone. 
I have always obferv’d , that this God is 
reprefented by the ancient Statuaries under 
the Figure of a Boy afleep, with a Bundle 
of Poppy in his Hand. I at firft took it 
for a Cupid, *till 1 had taken notice that it 
had neither Bow nor Quiver. 1 fuppofc 
Doftor Lifter has been guilty of the fame 
Miftakc in the Reflections that he makes on 
what he calls, the flceping Cupid with Pop- 
py in his Hands.

At one End of the Gallery ftand Twp 
antique Marble Pillars curioully wrought ^ 

with the Figures of the old Reman Arms 
and Inftrumcnts of War. After a full Sur- [ 
yey of the Gallery, we were led into. Four 
or Five Chambers of Curiofitics that ftand ' 

on the Side of itl The Firft was a Ca- \ 

binct of Antiquities , made up chiefly of j 
idols , Talifmans. Lamps and Hieroglyr 
phics. I faw nothing in it that I was not 
before acquainted with , except the Four 1 
following Figures in Brafs. 

I. A little Image of Sifpita , or 
Sofpita, that perhaps is not to be met with 
any where clfe but on Medals. She is 
cloath’d in a Goats-skin 1 the Horns flicking 
out above her Head. The Right Arm 
broken that probably fupported a Shield, 
and the Left a little defac’d , tho’ one may 1 
fee it held fomething in its Grafp former- 
ly. The Feet are bare. I remember Tol- 
ly’s Defeription of this Goddefs in the fol- 
lowing Words. Her tie intuit quam uhi H- 
lam nojlrain Sofpitam quam tu nunquam ni in 
Somnih vides , nift cuvi pelle Caprina , cum bafti , 
fum Jcuiulo , cum calceolis repandis.

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Z^aocoon and his Two Sons, that (lands in 
the 'Belvidera at Rome. This is the more 
remarkable, as it is entire in thofc Parts 
■where the Statue is maim’d. It was by 
the help of this Model that Baudinelli finifli’d 
his admirable Copy of the Laocoon , which 
ftands at one End of this Gallery. 

III. An Apollo or Ampbion. I took noti- 
ce of this little Figure for the Singularity 
of the Inftrurnent , which I never before 
faw in ancient Sculpture. “ It is not unlike 
a Violin , and play’d on after the fame 
manner. I doubt however ' whether this 
Figure be not of a later Date than the 
reft, by the Meannefs of the Workman- 
Ihip. 

IV. A Corona Radialis with only Eight 
Spikes to it. The ufual Number ' was

In the Chamber that is ffaown lah 
ilands the celebrated Venus of Medicis. The 
Statue Teems much leCs than the Life ; as 
being perfedly naked , and in Company 
with others of a larger Make : It is not- 
, withfianding as big as the ordinary fize ^ 
a Woman, as I concluded from the Mea- 
fure of her Wrift ; for from the BigneCs 
of any one Part it is ^fie to guefs at all 
the reft , in a Figure of fuch nice Propor- 
tions. TTie Softn^s.of the Flelh, the 
licacy of the Shape , Air and Pofture , and 
the Correftnefs of Defign in this Statue a- 
re inexpreflible. I have foveral ReaTons to 
believe that the Name of the Sculptor on • 
the Pedeftal is not To old as the Statue.

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There is another Venus in the fame Cir« 
cle, that would make a good Figure anj 
where clfe. There are among the old /?•* 
ntesH Statues feveral of Venus in different Po- 
ll ures and Habits , as there are many parti- 
cular Figures of her made after the fame 
X>e(ign. I fancy it is not hard to find a- 
mong ’em fome that were made after the 
Xhree Statues of this Goddefs , which f li- 
ny mentions. In the fame Chamber is the , 
RomanS\vit whetting his Knife and lifining, 
that from the Shoulders upward is incom- 
parable. The Two Wreftlers are in the 
lame Room. I obferv’d here likewife a 
very curious Buft of Amius Verus, the 
young Son of Marcus Aurelius y that dy’d at 
Nine Years of Age. I have feen feveral 
other Bufts of him at K0W«,tho’ his Medals 
are exceeding rare. 

The Great Duke has order’d a large 
Chamber to be fitted up for old Infcripti- 
ons , Urns , Monuments , and the like 
Sets of Antiquities. I was Ihown feveral 
of ’em that are not yet put up. There are 
, the Two Famous Inicriptions that give fo 
' great, a Light to the Hiftories of AppinSy 
'< who made the High-way , and of t't^ius 
the DidUtor ; they contain a fhort Ac- 
count of the Honours they pafs’d thro*, 
and the A&ions they pcrform’a. I faw too 
the Buds of Tranquillinay Mother to 
anus Piusy and of jQuintus HeremiiuSy Son to 
Trajan Decius y which are extreamly valua- 
ble for their Rarity, and a beautiful old 
- Fi- 
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Figure made after the celebrated Hernia- 
prodite in the Villa Borghefe. I faw no- 
thing that has not been obferv’d by feveral 
others in the Argenteria^ the Tabernacle of 
St Lamtncis Chappel , and the Chamber 
of Painters. The Chappel of St. Lauren- 
ce will be perhaps the moft coftly Piece of 
Work on the Face of the Earth when 
complcated, but it advances fo very flow, 
that ’tis not impoffible but the Family of 
Medicts may be Extind before their Burial , 
Place is finifh’d. 

The Great Duke has liv’d many Years 
feperate from the Dutchefs, who is at pre- 
fent in the Court of France , and intends 
there to end her Days. The Cardinal his 
Brother is old and infirm , and could ne- 
ver be induc’d to refign his Purple for the 
uncertain Profped of giving an Heir to the 
Dukedom of Tufiany. The Great Prince 
has been marry’d feveral Years without a- 
ny Children , and notwithftanding all the 
Precautions in the World were taken for 
the Marriage of the Prince his younger 
Brother ( as the finding out a Lady for 
him that was in the Vigour and Flower of 
her -Age , and that had given Marks of her 
Fruitfulnefs by a former Husband ) they 
have all hitherto prov’d unfuccefsful. The- 
is a Branch of the Family of Medicts in Na- 
ples : The Head of it has been own’d as 
a Kinfman by the Grand Duke , and ’tis 
thought will focceed to this Dominions, 
in cafe the Princes his Sons die Childlefs ; 

tho’ 
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-tho’-’tis not impoflible but in fuch a Con- 
jundture, the Common-wealths , that are 
thrown under the Great Dutchy , may ma- , 
ke fome Efforts towards the Recovery of 
their ancient Liberty. 

I was in the Library of Manuferipts be- 
longing to St. Laurence, of which there is 
a Printed Catalogue. I look’d into the Vir- 
gil that dif]>utes its Antiquity with that of 
the Vatican. It. wants the Ille ego qui quui- 
dam, &e. and the Twenty Two Lines 
in the Second MneiJ, beginning at Jamqne 
adeo fuper unus cram ---- I mud confefs 1 al- 
ways thought this Paffage left out with a 
great deal of Judgment by Tncea and Va- ' 
rius, as it feems to contradift a Part in the 
Sixth Mneid, and reprefents the Heroe in a- 
Pallion , that is , at lead, not at all be- 
coming the Greatnefs of his Character. 
Befides , I think the Apparition of Vetiut 
comes in very properly to draw him away 
froni the Sight of Priam’s Murder ; for 
without fuch a Machine to take hirti off, 

I can’t fee how the Heroe could , with 
1 . Honour,' leave Neoptolemm triumphant, and 
i Priam unreveng’d. But fince Virgil’s Friends 
thought fit to let drop this Incident of 
Hr/ea , I wonder they would not blot out', 
or alter a Line in Venus’s Speech , that hat 
a Relation to the Rencounter , and conies 
in improperly without it.

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younger hrntui , in the Hands of an Emi- 
nent Antiquary. One may fee the Chara- 
der of the Perfon in the Features of the 
Face, which is exquifitely well cut. On 
the Reverfc is the Cap of Liberty , with a 
Dagger on each fide oPit, fubfcrib’d Id. 
Mat. for the Ides of Match , the famous 
Date of Char's Murder. The Second was 
a Pidure of Rapbels in St. Giouanni in Mon- 
te. It is extreamly well prefervM , and re- 
prefents St. Cecilia with an Inflrument of 
Mufick in her Hands. . On one fide of her 
are the Figures of St. PatUy and St. ^obn 3 
and on the other , of Mary Magdalene and 
St. Aufim There is fomething wonderful-? 
ly Divine in the Airs- of this Pidlure. I 
can’t forbear mentioning « for my Third 
Curiofity , a new Stair-Cafe that Stran^rs 
are generally carry’d to fee , where the Ea- 
finefs of the Afcent within fo fmall a 
compafs , the Difpofition of the Lights , 
and the convenient Landing are admirably 
wel contriv’d. The Wars of holy , and 
the Seafon of the Year ,made me pafs thro* 
the Dutchies of ModettOy Parma, and Savoy 
with more hafte than I would have done 
at another time. The Soil of Modena and 
Parma is very rich and well cultivated. The 
Palaces of the Princes are magnificent , but 
neither of ’em is yet finilh’d. We procur’d 
a Licence of the Duke of Parma to enter 
the Theater and Gallery , that deferve to 
be feen as well as any thing of that Natu- 
re in Italy, The Theater is , I think , the 

moft 
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•moft fpacious of any I ever few, and at 
the feme time fo admirably well contrived , 
that from the very depth of the Stage the 
4oweft Sound may be heard diftindly to 
«he fartheft Part of the Audience, as in a 
Whifpering Place ; and yet if you raife 
your Voice as high as you pleafe , there is 
nothing like an Eccho to caufe in it the 
leaft Confufion. The Gallery is hung with 
a numerous Colleftion of Pictures , all do- 
ne by celebrated Hands. On one fide of 
the Gallery is a large Room adorn’d with 
Inlaid Tables, Cabinets, Works in Am- 
ber, and other Pieces of great Art aud Va- 
lue. Out of this we were led into another 
great Room, furnilh’d with old Infcripti- 
ons , Idols , Bulls , Medals , aud the like 
Antiquities. I could have fpent a Day with 
great Satisfadlion in 'this A^rtment , but 
had only time to pafs my Eye over the 
Medals , which are in great Number , and 
many of ’em very rare. The fcarceft of all 
is a Pefienniut Niger on aMedalion wellpre- 
ferv’d. It was coin’d at Antioch, where this 
Emperor trifled away his Time ’till he loft 
his Life and Empire. The Reverfe is a 
Dea, Salas. There are Two of Otbo , the 
Reverfe a Serapis ; and Two of Meffalina 
and Poppaa in middle Brafs, the Reverfe 
of the Emperor Ctaadias. 1 few Two Me- 
dalions of Plotina and Matidia, the Rever- 
fe to each a Pittas ; with Two Medals of 
Pertinax , the Reverfe of one Vota Decen-^ 
nalia , and of the other Diis Cttftodibut ; and 

ano- 
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another o£Gordianas AffricanuSy the Reverfe 
I have forgot. ; 

The Principalities of Modena and Parma 
are much about the fame Extent , and ha- 
ve each of ’em Two large Towns, befi- 
des a great Number of little Villages. 

The Duke of Parma however is much ri- 
cher than the Duke of Modena. Their 
Subjeds would live in a great Plenty ar - 
midft fo rich and wel cultivated a Soil, 
were not the Taxes and Impolitions fo ve- 
ry Exorbitant ; for the Courts are much 
too fplendid and magnificent for the Ter- 
ritories that lye about them, and one can’t 
but be amaz’d to fee fuch a Profufion of 
Wealth laid out in Coaches , Trappings, 
Tables , Cabinets , and the like precious ‘ 
Toys, in which there are few Princes in 
Europe that equal ’em, when at the fame 
time they have not had the Generofity to 
make Bridges over the Rivers of their Coun- 
tries for the Convenience of their Sub- 
jc(9;s , as well as Strangers , who are forc’d 
to pay an unreafonable ExaSion at every 
Ferry upon the leaft Riling of the Waters. 

A man might well expert in'thefe fmall 
Governments a much greater Regulation 
of Adairs, for the Eale and Benefit of 
the People , than in large over-grown 
States, where the Rules of Jufticc, Bene- 
ficence, and Mercy may be eafily put out 
of their Courfc, in palling thro’ the Hands 
of Deputies, and a long Subordination of 
Officers. And it would certainly be for 
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the <5ood oF' Mankind to have all the 
rnighty Empires and Monarchies of the 
\^rld canton’d out into petty States and 
Principalities , that , like fo many large Fa- 
milies , might lye under the Eye and Ob* 
fervation of their proper Governors ; ib 
that the Care of the Prince might extend 
it felf to every individual Perfbn under his 
Protedton. But fince fuch a general Sche- 
me can never be brought about , and if it 
were it would quickly be 'deftroy’d by the 
Ambition of fome particular State afpiring 
above the reft, it happens Very Ml at prefent 
to be born under one of thefe petty Sover- 
aigns , that will be ftHi endeavouring, at 
his Subjefts Goft, to equal the Pomp and 
Grandeur ctf greater I^in^ , as well as to 
ont-yic thofe of his own Rank. 

For this Reafon there are no People in 
the World that live with more Eafe and 
Prorpericy' than the Sabje^s of Little Cam* 
mon-weiths,, as on the contrary there are 
none that iuffer more under the ‘'Grievan- 
ces of a hard Government than the Sub- 
jeds ' 6 f Tittle Principalities. left the Ro- 

ad of A£/ 0 o on my Right Hand , having 
before feeu ^hat , City , and after having 
pafs’d through Aj^ y the Frontier Town 
Savoy y I at laft came within Sight of thd 
Po, that is a line River even at 2 «rm, tHo’ 
within Six Miles of its Somfe. This Ri* 
ver has been made the Scene of Two or 
Three Poetical Stories. Ovid has chofen it 
out to throw his Phaeton into' it after all 
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the ftnallcr Rivers had been dry’d op in the 
Conflagration. 

I have read fome Botanical Criticks , who 
tell us the Poets have not rightly follow’d 
the Traditions of Antiquity in Mctamor- 
pholing the Sifters of Phaeton into Poplars, 
who ought to have been turn’d into Larch- 
trees ; for that it is this kind of Tree that 
Ihcds a Gum , and that is commonly found 
on the Banks of the Po. The Change of 
^enut into a Swan , which clofes up the 
Difafters of Pbaeton^s Family, was wrought 
on the fame Place where the Sifters were 
turn’d into Trees. The Deferiptions that 
Virgil and Ovid have made of it are extre- 
amly charming. 

Clattdiaa has fet oflf his Defcription of the 
Eridiattusy with al the Poetical Stories that 
have been made of it.

‘ The River Po gives a Name to the chief 
Street of Turin , that fronts the Duke’s Pa- 
lace , and, when fiiiifhM will be one of the 
nobleft in Italy for its Lenght. There is 
one Convenience in this City that I never 
obferv’d in any other, and that makes fo- 
me amends for the Badnefs of the Pave- 
ment. By the help of a River, that runs 
on the upper Side of the Town , they can 
convey a little Stream of Water thro’ all 
the rAoft confiderable Streets, wkich.ferves 
to cleanle the Gutters, and carries away 
all the F’ilth that is fwept into it. The 
Manager opens his Since every Night, and 
diftributes the Water into what Quarters of 
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the Town he pleafes. Belides Ac ordinary 
Convenience that arifes from it , *tis <tf 

f :reat ufe when a Fire chances to break out» 
or at a few Minutes warning they have a 
little River running by the vwy Walls of 
the Houfe that is burning. The Court of 
Turin is reckon’d the moft fplendid and 
Polite of any in Italy ; but by Reafon of its 
being in Mourning , I couldv not fee it in 
hs Magnificence. The common People 
of this State are more exafperated againft 
the French Aan even the reft of the Itali- 
ans. For the great Mifehiefs they have fuf- 
fer’d from ’em are ftil freih upon their Me- 
mories , and notwithftanding this Interval 
of Peace , one may eafily trace out the fe- 
veral Marches that the French Armies have 
made thro’ their Country , by the Ruin and 
Defolation they have left behind ’em. I 
pafs’d throt^h Piemont and Savoy ^ at a time 
when the Duke was forc’d, by Neceflity 
of his Aftairs , to be in Alliance with the 
French. 

I came dire£Hy from Turin to Geneva, and 
had a very eafic Journey over Mount Cen- 
tris, tho’ about the Beginning of December, 
the Snows having not yet fallen. On the 
Top of this high Mountain is a large Plain, 
and in the midft of the Plain a beautiful 
Lake, which would be very extraorinary 
were there not feveral Mountains in the 
Neighbourhood rifing over it. The Inhabi- 
tants there-about pretend that ’tis unfatho- 
mable , and I queftion not but the Waters 
O9 3 of 
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of it fill up a deep Valley, before they co- 
me to a Level with the Surface of the Plain. 

It is well ftock’d with Trouts , tho* they 
fay it is cover’d «fith Ice ^hree Quarters 
of the Year. ' 

There is nothing in the natural Face of 
holy that is more delightful to a Traveller, 
than the feveral Lakes that are difpers’d up 
and down among the many Breaks and 
Hollows of the Alps and Appemines. For 
as thefe vail Heaps of Mountains are thrown 
together with fo much Irregularity and Con- 
fiilion, they form a great Variety of hol- 
low Bottoms , that often lye in the Figure 
of fo many artificial Bafins r where, if any 
Fountains chance to rife , they naturally 
fpread themfelves into Lakes before they 
can find any Iflue for their Waters. The - 
ancient Romans took a great deal of Pains 
to* hew out Paflagefor thefe Lakes to difeh- 
arge themfelves into fome neighbouring 
River , for the bettering of the Air , or 
the recovering of the Soil that lye undern- 
eath ’em. The Draining of the Fucinm by 
the Emperor Claudisu , with the prodigious 
Multitude of Spedators that attended it, 
and the Famous Noumachia and fplendid 
Entertainment which were made upon it 
before the Sluces were open’d , is a known 
Piece of Hiftory. In all our Journey thro’ 
the Alps , as well when we climb’d as when 
we defeended ’em , we had ftill a River 
running along with the Road, that probably 
at firft occalion’d the Difeovery of^ that 

PaOa- 
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Pafl^e« ‘ L.ihall end this Chapter with a 
Defcription of the Alpi » as 1 did the laft 
with thofe of the Appetmines. The Poet 
perhaps would not have taken notice , that 
there is no fpring nor Summer on thefe 
Mountains, but becaufe in this Relpeft 
the Alps are quite differente from the Ap- 
pennmes , that have as delightful Green Spots 
among ’em as any ia Italy.

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N E A'R St Julian in’ Savoy the Alps be* 
gin to enlarge thcmfelves on all li* 
des ,, and open into a vaft Circuit of Ground , 
that in Refped of the other Parts of the 
Alps may’ pais for a plain- Champian Coun- 
try. This Extent of Lands , with the Lt- 
man Lake , would make- one of the pret- 
tied aud mod defenlible Dominations in 
Europe was it all thrown' into a Angle Sta- 
te, and had Geneva for its Metropolis. But 
there are Three powerful Neighbours that 
divide among ’em the , greated part of this 
fruitful Country* The Duke of /his 
the Chahlais , and all the Fields that lye

bounded on all, Sides by feveral Ranges of 
Mountains , which are however at fo great 
a I^ftance that they leave open a wonder- ’ 
ibi Variety of beautiful Profpefts. The Si- 
tuation of tbefe Mountains has fbme par- i 
iicular EfFefts to the Country , which they • : 
cnclofe. As firft , they cover it from all ' ! 
Winds ^ except the South and North. *Ti$ 

■ to the laft of thefe Winds that the Inha- ( 
bitants of Geneva afcribe the Healthfulnefs 
of their Air ; for as the Alps furround ’em 
on all (ides , they form a vafl; kind of Ba- 
fon , where there would be a conllant Sta- 
gnation of Vapours > the Country being fo 
well water’d, did not. the North Wind put 
?em in Motion, and fcatter ’em from ti- 
me to tiine. Another £i!e& that the Alps 
have on Geneva is, that the Sun here rifes 
later , and lets Iboner than it does to other 
Places of the fame Latitude* 1 have often j 
obferv’d that the Tops of the neighbouring j 
Mountains have been cover’d with Light | 
above half an Hour after the Sun is down , 
in RefpeA of foine that live at Geneva. The- | 
. fe Moutains likewile very much increafe 
their Summer Heats , and make up an 
Horizon that, has Ibmething in it very £n- 
. guiar and agreeable. On one Side you ha- 
ve the long Trad of Hills , that goes un- 
der the Name of Mount Jura , cover’d 
with Vineyards and Pafturage, and on the 
other huge Precipices of naked Rocks ri- 
fingup in a Thoufand odd Figures, and 
cleft in fome Places , fo as to difcover 
^ • high * 
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high Mountains of Snpw that lye fevcr^ 
Leagues behind ’em. Towards the South 
the Hills rife more infenlibly , and leave the 
Eye a vaft uninterrupted Profpeft for many 
Miles. But the moft beautiful View of all 
is the Lake , and the Borders of it that lye 
North of the Town. • 

This Lake refembles a Sea in the Colour 
of its Waters, the Storms that are rais’d on 
it , and the Ravage it makes on its Banks. 
It receives too a different Name from the 
Goads it wadies , and in Summer has fo- 
mething like an Ebb and Flow , which ari- 
fes from the melting of the Snows that fall 
into it more copioufly at Noon , than at 
other times of the Day. It has Five, diffe- 
rent States bordering on it , the Kingdom 
of Frattcey the Dutchy of Savoy » the Can- 
ton of'B«'»,the Bidioprick of S/o»,"atid the 
Republick of Geneva, I have feen Papers 
fix’d up in the Canton of Bern with this 
magnificent Preface ; Whereas we have heeif 
irform'd of fever ol Ahafes committed in our Porn 
and Harbours on the Lak,e , &c. 

1 made a little Voyage round the Lake , 
and touch’d on the feveral Towns that lye 
on its Goads , which aook up near Five 
Days , tho’ the Wind was pretty fair for us 
all the while. 

The Right Side of the Lake from Geneva 
belongs to the Duke of Savoy , and is ex- 
treamly well cultivated. The greated En- 
tertainment that we found in coading it 
were the fcvcral Profpe^s of Woods, Vi- 
Ppz neyards. 
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neyards. Meadows , and Corn-Fields that 
lye on the Borders of it , and run up all 
the Sides of the Alpi , where the Barrenefs 
of the Rocks .ortheSteepnefs ofthe Afcent 
will fiiffcr ’em. The Wine however on 
this Side of the Lake is by no means fo 
good as that on the other, as it has not fo 
open a Soil , and is lefs expos’d to the Sun. 
We here pafs’d by Yvoire , where the Du- 
ke keeps his Gallies, and lodg’d at Tonon, 
which is the greateft Town on the Lake 
belonging -to the Savoyard. It has Four 
Convents, and they lay about Six or Se- 
ven Thoufand Inhabitants. The Lake is 
here about Twelve Miles in Breadth. At 
a little Diftance from Tonon Hands Ripaille, 
where there is a Convent of Carthufiam, 
They have a large Foreft cut out into 
Walks, that are extteamly thick and gloo- 
my, and very fuitable to the Genius ofthe 
Place, There are Vtjid*s in it of a great 
Lenght, that terminate upon the Lake. At 
one Side of the W^alks you' have a near 
Profpeft of the A/pr, which are broken into 
fo many Steeps and Precipices , that they 
fill the Mind with an agreeable kind of 
Horror, and form one of the moll irregu- 
lar mifliapen Scenes in the World. Thc^ 
Houfo that is now in the Hands of > the 
Carthufians belong’d formerly to the Her- 
mites of St. Maurice , and is famous in Hi- 
ftory for the Retreat of an Anti-Pope , that 
call’d himfelf Felix the Fifth. He had 
.been Duke ot' Savoy ^ and after a very glo- 
rious 
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riouS Reign took on him the Habit of a 
Hermite, and retir’d into this Solitary Spot 
of his Dominions. His Enemies will have 
it, that he liv’d here in great Eafe and Lu- 
xury, from whence the Italians to this Day 
make ufe of the Proverb, Andare a Ripa- 
glia ; and the French , Paire Ripaille , to ei- 
prefs a delightful kind of Life. They fay 
too , that he had great Managements with 
feveral Ecclefiafticks before he turn’d Her- 
mite, and that he did it in the View of be- ■ 
ing advanc’d to the Pontificate. However 
it was, he had not been here half a Year 
before he was chofen Pope by the Council 
of Bafil , that took ’em to Depoft 
Eugenio the Fourt. This promis’d fair at 
firft , but by the Death of the Emperor, 
who favour’d Amadeo , and the Refolution 
of Eugenio , the greateft part of the Church 
threw it felf again under the Government 
of their depos’d Head. Our Anti-Pope 
however was ftill fupported by the Coun- 
cil of Baftlt and own’d by Savoy , Smtzetm 
land, and a few.other little States. This 
Schifm lafted in the Church Nine Years, 
after which Felix voluntarily refign’d his 
Title into the Hands of Pope Nicholas the 
Fifth I but on the following Conditions , 
That Amadeo Ihould be the Firft Cardinal - 
in the Conclave ; That the Pope Ihould al-- 
ways receive hiih ftanding , and offer him 
his Mouth to kifs \ That he fhould be per- 
petual Cardinal -Legate in the States of 
Savoy^ and Smizerland , and in the Arch- 
P4) 3 bi- 
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bifliopricks dt Geneva , Sion, Bfefi, &g. And 
laftly. That all the Cardinals of his Crea- 
tion (hould be recogniz’d by the Pope. Af- 
ter he had made a Peace ib acceptable to 
the Church , and lb honourable to himfelf , 
he fpent the Remainder of his Life with 
great Devotion at RipailU , and dy’d with 
an extraordinary Reputation of San6lity. 

At Tonon they fhow’d us a Fountain of 
Water that is in great Efteein for its Who- 
lefomnefs. They fay it weighs Two Oun- 
ces in a Pound lefs than the fame Meafuie 
of the Lake Water , notwithftanding this 
lafl is very good to Drink , and as clear 
as can be imagind. A little above Toma 
is a CaiHe and fm^l Garrifon. The next 
Day we faw other fmall Towns on the 
Coail.of , .where there is nothing but 
Mifery and Poverty. ..The nearer you co- 
me to the End of the Lake the Mountains 
on each fide grow thicker and higher , t’ill 
at lafi they almofi meet. One often fees 
on the T ops of the Mountains feveral ftiarp 
Rocks that ftand above the reft : for as the- 
Ic Mountains have been doubtlefs much 
higher than they are at prefent , the Rains 
have wafh’d away abundance of the Soil , 
that have left the Veins of Stone fhooting 
out of ’em , as in a decay’d Body the Fle(h 
is ftill fiirinking from the Bones, The Na- 
tural Hi (lories oi Switzerlarld x&Wi very much 
of the Fall of thefe Rpcks, and the great 
Damage they have fometimes done, when 
their-Tpundations have been moulder’d 
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with Age, or rent by an Earthquake. Wc 
faw in feveral • Parts of the Alp$ that bor« 
tier'd upon us vaft Pits of Snow, as fcve^ 
ral Mountains that lye at a greater Diftan- 
ce are wholly cover’d with it. I fancy’d 
the Confulion of Mountains and Hollows , 
I here obferv’d, furnilh’d me with, a more 
probable Reafon than any 1 have met with 
for the Periodical Fountains in Svpttzerland ^ 
that how only at fuch particular Hours 
of the Day. For as the Tops of thefe 
Mountains call their Shadows upon one a« 
nother , they hinder the Sun’s Ihining on 
leveral Parts at fuch certain times , fo that 
there are feveral Heaps of Snow that have 
the Sun lying upon ’em Two or Three 
Hours together , that are in the Shade-all 
the Day afterwards. If therefore it hap* 
pens that any particular Fountain takes its 
Rife from any of thefe Refervoirs of Snow* 
it will naturally begin to ilbw on fuch 
Hours of the Day as the Snow begins , to 
melt , but as foon as the Sun leaves it a-* 
gain to freeze and harden , the . Fountain 
dries up , and receives no more Supplies 
’till about the fame time the next Day, when 
the Heat of the fun again fets the Snows 
a running that fall into the &me little Con* 
duits, Traces, and Canals , and by Confe* 
quence break out and difcover themfelves 
always in the fame Place. At the very Ex*, 
tremity of the Lake the Rhone enters, and, 
when I law it , brought along with it a 
prodigious Quantity of Water , the Ri- 
vers 
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vers and Lakes of this Countp^ being 
much higher in Summer than in Win- 
ter , by reafon of the melting of th© 
Snows. One would wonder how fo many 
Learned Men could fall into fo great an 
Abfurdity , as to bWieve this River could 
preferve it fclf unmix’d with the Lake ’till 
its going out again at Geneva \ which is a 
Courfe of many Miles. It was extreamly 
muddy at its Entrance when I £aw it, 
though as clear as Rock Water at its going 
out. Belides , that it brought in much mo- 
re Water than it carry’d off. The River 
indeed preferves it felf for about a Quarter 
of a Mile in the Lake, but is afterwards fo 
wholly mix’d , and loft with the Waters of 
the Lake , that one difcovers nothing like 
a Stream ’till within about a Quarter of a 
Mile of Geneva. From the End of the La- 
ke to the Source of the Rhone is a Valley of 
about Four Days Journey in Length , that 
gives the Name of Vallefins to its Inhabi- 
tants, and is the Dominion of the Bilhop 
of Sion. We lodg’d the Second Night at 
Ville Neuve , a little Town in the Canton 
of Bern , where we found good Accommo- 
dations , and a much greater Appearance of 
Plenty than on the other fide of the Lake. 
The next Day , having pafs’d by the Gaftle 
of Cbiilon , we came to Ver/by, another T own 
in the Canton of Bern , where Ludlow retir’d 
after having left Geneva and Laufanne. The 
Magiftrates of the Town warn’d him out 
of the Firft by the Sollicitation of the Dut- 
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•hefs of Orleans y as the Death of his Friend 
Lijle made him quit the other. He probably 
chofe this Retreat as a Place of the greateft 
Safety , .ft being an ealie matter to know 
what Strangers are in the Town , by Rea^ 
fbn of its Situation. The Houfe he liv’d in 
has this infeription over the Door :

The firft Part it a Piece of a Verfc in OwW, 
as the laft is a Cant of his own.. He is bu-, 
ry’d in the beft of the Churches with the 
following Epitaph.

Ludlotts was a conftant Frequenter of 
Sermons and Prayers , but would never 
Communicate with ’em either of Geneva or 
Vevy. Juft by his Monument is a Tombfto* 
nc with the following infeription.

84. The Inhabitants of the Place could 
give no Account of this Broughton , but, I 
fuppofe by his Epitaph , it is the fame Pp 
fon that was Clerk to the pretended Higk 
Court of Juftice , that pafs’d Sentence on 
the Royal Martyr. 

The next Day we fpent at Laufanne , the 
greateft Town on the Lake, after Geneva. 
We faw the Wall of the Cathedral Church 
that was open’d by an £ art quake , and 

Hint 
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liut again fomc Years after by a Second. 
The Crack can but be juft difeern’d at 
prefentjtho’ there are feveral in the Town 
ftill living that have formerly pafs’d through 
it. The Duke of Schomberg , who was 
kill’d in Savoy , lyes in this Church, but 
without any Monument or infeription over 
him. Laufanne was once a Republick , but 
is now under the Canton of Bern , and go- 
vern’d , like the reft of their Dominions , by 
a Daily that is fent ’em every Three Years 
from the Senate of Bern. There is one 
Street of this Town that has the Privilege 
of acquitting or condemning any Perfoh 
of their own body, in Matters of Life and 
Death. Every Inhabitant of it has his Vote, 
which makes a Houfe here fell better than 
in any other Part of the Town. They tell 
you that not many Years ago it happend , 
that a Gobler had the Calling Vote for the 
Life of a Criminal , which he very gracr* 
oufly gave on the merciful Side. From 
LmJ'anne to Geneva we coafted along the 
Country of the Vaud^ which is the fruitful- 
left, and bed cultivated Part of any among 
the Ali>s. It belong’d formerly to the Du* 
ke oi Savoy i but was won from him by the 
Canton of Bern , and rnade over to it by 
the Treaty of St. Julian , which is ftill ve- 
ry much regretted by the Savoyard. Wc 
call’d in at Morge^ where there is an arti- 
ficial Port, 'and a fhow of more Trade than 
in any other Town on the Lake. From 
Marge we caune to Nyo», The C(>lomo Br 
Qq 2 (2tie- 
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tjuefiris , that Julias Cdfar fettled in this 
Country, is generally fuppos’d to have 
been planted in this Place. They have of- 
ten dug up old Roman inferiptions and Sta- S 
tucs, and as I walk’d in the Town I ob- | 

Icrv’d in the Walls of feveral Houfes the ' 

Fragments of vaft Corinthian Pillars, with 
feveral other Pieces of Architefture, that 
mutt have formerly belong’d to fomc very 1 

Noble Pile of Building. There is no An- I 

thor that mentions this Colony , yet ’tis 
certain by feveral old Roman Inferiptions 
that there was fuch a one. Lucan indeed 
fpcaks of a Part of Cafar's Army , that ca- 
me to him from the Leman Lake in the be- 
ginning of the Civil War. 

Defiruere cavo tentoria fixa Lemanm. 

At about Five Miles diftance from Nyon 
they ftiow Hill the Ruins of Cafar's Wall, 
that reach’d eighteen Miles in Lenght from 
Mount Jura to the Borders of the Lake , as ; 
he has deferib’d it in the Firft Book of his 
Comrnentarics. The next Townupon the 
Lake is Verjoyi which belongs to the King 
of France , and for that Reafon we could 
not fee. It has the Reputation of being 
cxtrcamly poor and beggarly. We fail’d 
from hence dircftly for Geneva ^ which ma- 
kes a very noble Show from the Lake. 
There arc near Geneva feveral Quarries of 1 
FrccHone that run under the Lake. Wheti 1 
she Water is at loweft they make within . 

the 
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the Borders of it a little Square cnclofs’d 
■with Four Walls. In this Square they fink 
a Pit, and dig for Freeftonc ; the Walls 
hindering the Waters from coming in upon 
’em, when the Lake rifes and' runs on all 
Sides of ’em. The great Convenience of 
Carriage makes thefc Stones much cheaper 
than any that can be found upon firm Land. 

- One fees fcveral deep Pits that have been ma- 
de at feveral times as one fails over ’em. As 
the Lake approaches Gtmv» it grows (till 
narrower and narrower , ’till at laft it 
changes its Name into the , that turns 
all the Mills of the Town, and is extream- 
ly rapid , notwithftanding its Waters are 
▼ery deep. As I have feen a great Part of 
the Courfe of this River , 1 can’t but 
think it has been guided by the particu- 
lar Hand of Providence. It rifes in 
the very Heart of the Alpi , and has a long 
Vallye that feems hewn out on purpofe 
to give its Waters a Paflage amidft fo ma- 
ny Rocks aed Mountains that arc on all 
Sides of it. < This brings it almoft in a di- 
rc6t Line to Geneva. It would there over- 
flow all the Country , was there not one 
particular Cleft that divides a vart Cir- 
cuit of Mountains, and conveys it off to 
Lyont. From tyom there is another great 
^ - Rent, that runs acrofs the whole Coun- 
f in almoft another flreight Line, and 

I notwithftanding the vaft height of the 

Mountains that rife about it , gives it the 

), flfTrteft Courfe it can take to. fall 'into the 

; ' ' Qq 3 
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Sea. Had fuch a River as this been left. 
to It lelf to have found its way out from 
among the Aipt , whatever Windings it 
frad made it muA have form’d feveral little 
Seas , and have Iain many Countries tin- 
ker Water before it had come to the End 
of its Courfe, I lhall not make any Re> 
marks npon Gttttva , that is a Republick 
fo well known to the English. It lyes at 
frefent under fome Difficulties by Reafon 
of the Emperor’s Difpleafure , who has 
forbidden the Importation, of their Manu- 
factures into any Part of the Empire, 
which will certainly raile a Sedition a- 
snong the People , unlefs the Magifirates 
find fome way to remedy . it , which they 
lay is already done by the Interpolitioh of 
the States of Holland. The Occafion of 
the Emperor’s Prohibition was their fur- 
Bifhing great Sums to the King of Franct 
for toe Payment of his Army in Italy. 
They oblig’d ihemlelves to remit , after 
the rate of Twelve Hundred Thoufaud 
Founds Sterling , per Annum , divided in- 
to fo many Monthly Payments. As the 
Intereft was very great , feveral of 
the Merchants of Lyons. , ^ that would not ' 
truft their King in their own Names arc 
f&id to. have contributed a great deal un- 
der the Names of Geneva Merchants. The 
Republick fancies It fe]f. -hardly treated 
by the Emperor , fince it is not any A- 
^on of the. State , but a CompaCi among 
private Peifons that have furniflt’d yfat 
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thefc fercral Remittances. They' pretend 
however to have put a (lop to *em , and 
by that meant are in hopes a^ain to open 
<h«ir Commerce into Emigre. 
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Fribourg t *Berny Soleurre, 
Zurich y St. (jauly 
Lindato y &c. 

F rom Geneva I travell’d to Laufannty 
and thcncc to Fribourg , which is but a 
mean Town for the Capital of fo large a 
Canton ; Its Situation is fo irregular , that 
they are forc’d to climb up to feveral Parts 
of it by Stair- Cafes of a prodigious Afccnr. 
This Inconvenience however gives ’em a 
rery great Commodity in cafe a Fire breaks 
out in any Part of the Town, for by Rca- 
fon of feveral RefeiToirs on the Tops of 
thefe Mountains, by the opening of a Slu- 
ee they convey a River into what Part of - 
the Town they pleafe. They hare Four 
Churches , Four Convents of Women , and 
as many for Men. The little Chappcl , 
call’d the Salutation y is very neat, and built 
with a pretty Fancy. The College of Je- 
fuits is, they fay, the fineft in SxoUzerland. 
There is a graet deal of Room in it , and 
feveral beautiful Views from the different 
' ^ , Parts 
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Parts of it. They have a Colledlion of 
Pidlures reprefenting moft of the Fathers 
of their Order , that have been Eminent for 
their Piety or Learning. Among the reft ma- 
ny English Men whom we name Rebels, and’ 
they Martyrs, ftenry Garnet's Infcription 
fays , That when the Hereticks could not 
prevail with him, either by Force dr Pro- 
mifes , to change his Religion , they Hang’d 
and Quarter’d him. At the Capucins I faw 
the Efcargatoire, which I took the more no- 
tice of becaufe I don’t remember to have 
met with any thing of the fame Nature iii 
other Countries. It is a fquare Place boar- 
ded in, and fill’d with a vaft quantity of 
large Snails , that are efteem’d excellent 
Food when they are well drefs’d. The 
Floor is ftrow’d about a Foot deep with 
feveral kinds of Plants , among which the 
Snails neftlc all the Winter Seafon. When 
Lent arrives they open their Magazines , and 
take out of ’em the beft meagre Food in 
the World , for there is no dilh of Fifli 
that they reckon comparable to a Ragoflt 
of Snails. About Two Leagues from Fri- 
bourg we went to fee a Hermittage , that is 
reckon’d the greateft Curiofity of thefe 
Parts. It lyes in the prettied Solitude i- 
maginable , among Woods and Rocks , that 
at firft Sight difpofe a Man to be ferious. 
There has liv’d in it a Hermite thefe Five 
and Twenty Years , who with his own 
Hands has work’d in the Rock a pretty 
Chappel , a Sacrifice , a Chamber , Kitchin , 
R r Cel- 
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Cellar » and Qthei; , Conyenieacesl 
Chimney is carry’d up through the whole 
Rock , fo that you fee the Sky through 
it , iiotwithftanding the Rooms lye very 
deep. He has cut the Side of the Rock 
into a Fiat for a. Garden, and by laying on 
u the wafte Earth that he has found in fc- 
veral of the neighbouring Parts , has mad? 
filch a Spot of Ground of it as furnilhes 
out a kind of Luxury for a Hermite. As 
he faw Drops of Water diftilling from fe- 
veral Parts of the Rock, by following the 
Veins of ’em , he has made himfelf Two 
pr XHre? Fountains^ in the Bowels of the 
jMouataia< that fejcve this Table, and wa- 
ter liis little Garden. We Had very bad 
Ways from hence to Ber«, a great Part of 
*ciii through Woods of Fir-trees. The 
great Quantity of Wood they have in this 
Country mikes ’erri i^end their High-ways' 
with Logs of Wood inftead of Stone. I 
qould not but take notice of the Make of 
feveral of their Barns' that I here faw. Af- 
ter haying laid a Frame of Wood for the 
Foundation ,^they place at' the Four Cor- 
ners of it Four huge Blocks ent in fuch. 
a Shape as neither Mice nor any other fort 
of Vermin c.an creep up the Side^ of ’em, 
at the fame lime ' that they raii^ the Corn 
aboye the Moiiture that might come in- 
to it froni the Qround. The whole 
weight of the Barn fupported by thefe 
Four Blocks." ' ■ ' 

me ipoil at. was then 
' ' ' ’ ‘ pub- 
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^bliclc Walks that lye by the Great Churchy 
They are rais’d extreamly high , and that 
their Weight might not break down the 
Walls and Pilafters that furround ’em, 
they are built upon ^ Arches aiid Vaults. 
Tho’ they are , I believe , as high as mod 
Steeples in England from the Streets and 
Gardens that lye at the Foot of ’em , yet 
about Forty Years ago a Perfbn, that was 
in his Drink ^fell down from the very Top 
to the Bottom , without doing himfelf any 
other Hurt than the breaking of ian Arm^ 
He dy’d about Four Years ago., There is 
the noblefl: Summer-Ptofpedt in khe World 
from this Walk , for you have a full Vicyy 
Of a huge Range bf Mountains that lye iii 
khe Country of the Grifons , and ary bury’d 
in Show from the very T op to the Bot- 
tom. They are about Twenty Five Leagues 
diftancc from the Town, tho* by Reafoii 
Of their Height and their Colour they fceni 
much nearer it. The Cathedral Church 
Hands ononefideof thefe Walks, and is per- 
haps the mod Magnificent bf any Prote- 
ftant Church irt Europe out of England.^ It 
is a very bold Work , and a Maderpiecc 
in Gothic Architcdure. I faw the Arfenal 
bf Cerw, where they fay there are Arms for 
Twenty Thoufand Men. There is indeed 
no great Pleafure in vifiting thefe Magazi- 
nes of War after one has feen Two or 
Three of ’em , yet it is very well worth z 
Travellers while to look into all that lye in 
his Way ; for befides the Idea it gives hiriti 
Rr z of 
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of the Forces of a State, it fervcs to fix 
in his Mind the mod confiderable Parts of 
its Hiftory. Thus in that of Geneva one 
meets with the Ladders > Petard, and o- 
therUtenfils that were made ufe of in their 
Famous Efcalade, befides the Weapons 
they took of the Savoyards , Florentines , and 
French in the feveral Battels that are men- 
tion’d in their Hiftory. In this of Bern you 
have the Figure and Armour of the Count 
that founded the Town , of the Famous 
Telly who is reprefented as (hooting at the 
Apple on his Son’s Head. The Story is 
too well known to be repeated in this Pla- 
ce. I here likewife faw the Figure and 
Armour of him that headed the Peafants in 
the War upon Berny with the feveral We- 
apons that were found in the Hands of his 
f ollowers. They (how too abundance of 
Arms that they took from the Burgundians 
in the Three great Battels that eftabliih’d 
’em in their Liberty , and that deftroy’d the 
Great Duke of Burgundy himfelf , with the 
braveft of his Subjefts. I faw nothin re- 
markable in the Chambers were the Coun- 
cil meet, nor in the Fprtiii cations of the 
Town. Thefe laft.were made an Occali- 
on of the Peafants Infurredion , to defend 
the Place for the future againft the like 
fudden Aflaults. In their Library I ob- 
ferv’d a couple of antique 'Figures in Me- 
tal , of a Pried pouring Wine between the 
Horns of a Bull. The Prieft is veil’d af- 
ter the manner of the old Roman Sacriti- 

cers , 
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cers, and is reprefented in the fame A- 
^lion that Virgil defcribes in the Third 
JEntid, 

Ipfa tenent dtxtra pater am pukherrima Did» - 
Candent'u vacca media inter cornua fundit. 

This Antiquity was found at Laufanne. 

The Town oiBern is extrcamly well fur- 
nilh’d with Water » there being a great 
Multitude of handfome Fountains planted 
at fetDiftances from one End of the Streets 
to the other. There is indeed no Coun- 
try in the World better fupply’d with Wa» 
ter , than the feveral Parts of Switzerland 
that I traveird through. One meets every 
where in the Roads with Fountains conti- 
nually running into huge Troughs that Hand 
underneath ’em, which is wonderfully com- 
modious in a Country that fo much abounds 
with Horfes and Cattle. It has fo many 
Springs that break out of the Sides of the 
Hills , and fuch vaft Quantities of Wood ' 
to make Pipes of, that it is no Wonder 
they are fo well flock’d with Fountains, 
On the Road between Bern and Soleurre the- 
re is a Monument cre£lcd by the Repub- 
•lick oiBern^ which tells us the Story of 
an English Man , that is not to be met with ’ 
in any of our own Writers. The Infcrip- 
tion is in Latin Verfe on one fide of the 
Stone, and in German on the other. I had 
not Time to Copy it , but the Subftance of 
it is this. “ One Cufjinus^ an English Man, 
Rr 3 “to 
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** to whom the Duke of Anfiria had 
^ his Sifter in Marriage , came to take her 
** from among the Swifs by Force of Arms, 
“ but after having ravag’d the Country for 
“ fome time, he was here overthrown by 
“ the Canton of Btrtu SoUurre is our next 
confiderable Town, that feem’d to me to 
have a greater Air of Politenefs than any 
I faw in Switzerland. The French Ambaf- 
fador has his Relidence in this Place. His 
Matter contributed a Noble Sum of Mo- 
ny to the Jefuits Church , which is not yet 
quite ftnifh’d. It is the fineft Moderii 
Building in Stohzerland. The old Cathedral 
Church flood not far from it. At the A- 
feent that leads to it are a couple of anti- 
que Pillars that belong’d to an old Heathen 
Temple, Dedicated to Hermes. They feem 
Tafean by their Proportion. The whole 
Fortification of Soleurre is fac’d with Mar- 
ble. But its beft Fortifications are the high 
Mountains that lye within its Neighbour- 
hood, and feparate it from tht Franebe Comp- 
ti. The next Days Journey carry’d us 
through other Parts of the Canton of firm, 
to the little Town of Meldingen. I was fur- 
prix’d to find in all my Road through Swit^ 
Zetland^ the Wine that grows in the Goun- , 
try of Vaud on the Borders of the Lake of 
which is extreamly cheap , notwith- 
ftanding that great Diftance between the 
Vineyards and the Towns that fell thfe* Wi- 
ne. But the Navigable Rivers of Switzer- 
land are as commodious to ’em in thi$ 
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^ Refpca, as the Seals to the nnglish. As 
Xoon as the Vintage is over, they Ship off 
their Wine upon the Lake, which furnilhes 
« the Towns that lye upon its Borders. 
What they delign for. other Parts of the 
^ Country they unload at Vevy^ and after a- 
bout half a Days Land-Carriage convey it 
- into the River Aar., that brings it down the

diftributes u through all the richeft Parts of 
bmtizerlandy it is eafie to guefs from the 
• firfi light of the Map , which Ihows us the 
i natural Communication that Providence

Xhey ha- 
ve Three Councils , the Great Council of 
Fourteen j the Little Council of Xen, and 
the Privy Council of Xhree. Xhe chief 
of the State are the Xwo Avoyers : When 
1 was there, the Reigning Avoyer , or Do- 
ge of the Common-wealth , was Son to 
the Inn where I was. lodg’d. His Father 
haring enjoy’d the fame Honours before^ 
him. His Revenue amounts to about Xhir- 
ty Pound a Year; Xhe fevcral Councils 
meet every TburJUay upon Aftairs of State , 
luch as the. Reparation of a X rough , the 
mending of a Pavement , or any the like 
Matters of Importance. Xhe River that 
runs. through their i Dominions puts ’em to 
the Charge of a very large Bridge ^ that is 
all made of vVood . and coped over Head , 
like, the reft in : Switzerland. Xhofe that 
Xravel over it pay a certain Due towards 
the Maintenance of this Bridge. And as 
the French , Ambaflador has often occafion 
to pafs this way ,hisMafter gives theXowh 
aPenlion of Xwenty Pound Sterling, which 
makes them extreamly induftrious to raife 
all the Men they can for his Service, and 
keeps this powerful Republick firm to the 
french Intereft. You may be fure the pre- 
ferving of the Bridge, with the Regulation 
of the Dnes that arife from it, is the grand 

Af- 
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Affair that cuts out Employment for the 
leveral Councils of State. T|iey have a 
fmall Village that belongs to ’em , whither 
they pandual ly fend a Bailiff for the Di- 
ftribution of Juftice ; in Imitation ftill of 
the Great Cantons. There are Three other 
Towns that have the fame Privileges and 
Protedors, 

We Dined the next Day at larith , that 
is prettily fituatcd on the Out-let the 
Lake, and is reckon’d the handfomeftTown 
in Switzerland. The chief Palaces that arc 
fhown to Strangers are the Arfenal , the 
Library^ and the Town-Houfe. This laft 
is but lately finifh’d , and is a very fine Pi- 
le of Building. The Frontifpiece has Pil- 
lars of a beautiful Black Marble Areak’d 
with White, that is found in the neigh- 
bouring Mountains. The Chambers for the 
feveral Councils , with the other Apart- 
ments are extreamly neat. The whole 
Building is indeed fo well dcfign’d that it 
would make a good Figure even in Italy* 
It is pity they have fpoil’d the Beauty of 
the Walls with abundance of childifh Latin 
Sentences, that coniift often in a jingle of 
Words. I have indeed obferv’d in feveral 
Infcriptions of this Country, that your Men 
of 'Learning here are extremly deligted in 
playing little Tricks with Words and Figu- 
res ; for your Swifs Wits are not yet got 
out of Anagram and Acroftick. The Li- 
brary is a very large Room , pretty well 
fill’d, Over it is another Room furnifh’d 

S 8 with 
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with fcveral artificial and natural CurioC- 
ties. I faw in it a huge Map of the whole 
Country of Inricb drawn with a Peniil , 
where they fee every particular Fountain 
and Hillock in their Dominions, 1 ran o- 
ver .their Cabinet of Medals , but don’t re- 
member to have met with any in it that 
are extraordinary rare. The Arfenal is bet- 
ter than that ot Hern , and they lay has 
Arms for Thirty Thoufand Mem At a- 
bout a Days journey from Zurich we en- 
ter’d on the Territories of the Abbot of St. 
Gaul. They are Four Hours Riding in 
Breadth, and 'fwelve in Lenght. The Ab- 
bot can raiie in it an Army of Twelve Thou- 
fand Men well arm’d and exercis’d. He 
is Soveraign of the whole Country, and 
under the Frotedlion of the Cantons of 
Zurich , Lucerne , Glarh and Switz. He is 
always chofen out of the Abby of Deneili- 
at St. Gaul, Every Father and Brother 
of the Convent has a Voice in the Eledfi- 
on , which muft afterwards be confirm’d by 
the Pope. The lafl: Abbot was Cardinal 
Sfrondati who was advanc’d to the Purple 
about Two Years before his Death. The 
Abbot takes the Advice and Confent of his 
Chapter before he enters on any Matter of 
Importance, as the levying of a Tax, or 
declaring of a War. His chief Lay-Offi- 
cer is the Grand Maiire. d' Hotel y or High 
Steward of the Houlhold , who is nam’d 
by the Abbot , and has the Management of 
Jill Affairs under him. There arc feyeral 



Other Judges and -Diftributers of Juftice ap- 
pointed for the feveral Parts of his DomK 
nions , from whom there ajways lyes ati 
Appeal to- the Prince. His Rdidence is ge- 
nerally at the BenediBm Convent at St.‘ 
Gaul ^ notvvithftandihg the' Town of St.' 
Catilh a little Proteftant Republick, wholly 
independant of the Abbot /'and under thd ■ 
ProtedHon of the Cantons. > ■ - • 

One would wonder to fee fo many rich' 
Bourgeois in' the Town of' St. Gaul ^ and 
lb very few poor People 'hi -a Place' that* 
has fearce* any Lands belonging to it, knd 
little or no Income but what arifes from its’ 
Trade, but' the great Support- and Riches of- 
this little State is its’ Linnen Manufadiu-' 
re , which employs almoft all Ages 'and' 
Conditions of its Inhabitants. ' The whole* 
Country about ’em- furniflies'fem with' vaft' 
Quantities of Flax, but ofi which they are: 
faid to'make yearly Forty Thoufand Pie-’ 
ces' of Linnen Cloath , reckoning: Two’ 
Hundred Ells to the Piece; Some of their' 
Manufadure is as finely wrought as any 
that can be met with in Hollands for they 
have Excellent Artizans , and great Com-' 
modities for Whitening.' All the Fields a- 
bout the Town' were fo cover’d with their- 
Manufailure , that coming in- the Dusk of • 
the Evening we miftook -’em for, a Lake. 
They fend of their Works upon Mules in- 
to Ital^ , Spain , Germany-^ and all the ad- 
jacent Countries. They reckon in-, the 
Town of St. and in the Houfes that 
■ . ■ Ss i • lye

lyc fcafter’d about it , Dear Ten Tboufand 
Souls , of which there are Sixteen Hundred 
Bourgeois. They chufe their Councils and 
Bourgo-M afters out of the Body of the 
Bourgeois, as in the other Governments of 
Smtzplavd^ which are every where of the 
fame Nature , the difference lying only in 
the Numbers of fuch as are employ’d in 
State Affairs, which are proportion’d to, the 
Grandeur of’ the States that employ ’em 
The Abby and the Town have a great A- 
verfton for one another ; but in the Gene- 
rjil Diet of the Cantons their Reprefentati- 
yes fit together , and Afi by Concert. The 
Abbot deputes his Grand Maitrt (THotelj 
and the Tow n one of its Bourgo-Mafters. 
About Four Years ago the Town and Ab- 
by had come to an open Rupture , had it 
not l>eeti timely prevented by the Intcrpo- 
, litjon of their Protestors. The Occafion 
was this, A Benedi^ine Monk , In one of 
their annul Proceffions, carry’d his Crola 
cfedted through the Town with a Train of 
Ybree or Four Thoufand Peafanis fol- 
lowing him. They had no fooner enter’d 
the Convent but the whole Town was in 
a .Tumult , occafion’d by the Infolence of 
the Prieft , who j, contrary to all Prece- 
dents , had prefum’d to carry his Crofs in 
that manner. The Bourgeois immediately 
put themfelves' in Arms, and drew down 
Four Pieces of their Cannon to the Gatea 
of the Convent. The. Proceffion to efca- 
pe the Fury of the Citizens durft not re- 
turn 
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mrit the Way it came , but after the 
Devotions of the Monks were , 

pafs’d out at a Back-door of the Convent, 
that immediately led into the Abbot’s Ter- 
ritories. The Abbot on his Part raifes aa 
Army, blocks. ^up the Town on the Side 
that faces his Dominions , and forbids his 
Subjefts to forniih it with any of their Com- 
modities. While things were juft ripe for 
a War , the Cantons , their Proteftors , in- 
terpos’d as Umpires in the Quarrel, con- 
demning the Town that had appear’d too 
forward in the Difpute to a Fine of Two 
Thoufand Crowns ; and .Enading at the 
fame time, That as foon as anyProceffion 
enter’d their Walls , the Prieft (honld let 
the Crofs hang about his Neck without 
touching it w|th either Hand, ’till he came 
within the Precinfts of the Abby. The 
Citizens could bring into the Field neat 
Two Thoufand Men well exercis’d and 
arm’d to the beft Advantage, with wbiah 
they fancy they could make Head againft 
Twelve or Fifteen Thoufand Peafants,for 
fo many the Abbot could eafily raife in his 
Territories. But the Proteftant Subject 
of the Abby , which they fay make, up a 
good Third of its People, would probably, 
in cafe of a War , abandon the Caufe of 
their Prince for that of their Religion. The 
Town of St. G’da/ has an Arfenal, Libra* 
Vy, Town-Houfes, and Churches propor- 
tionable to the Bignefs of the State. It is 
well enough fortify ’d to relift any fudden 
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Attack , and to give the Cantons time to 
come to their Aliiftance. The Abby is by 
no means fo Magnificent as one would ex- 
pert from its Endowments, The Church 
is one huge Nef with a double Aiflc to it. 
At each End is a large Quire. The one of 
’em is fuppofted by the vaft Pillars. of Sto- 
ne ) cas’d over with a Compolition that 
looks the molt like marble of any thing o- 
ne can imagine On the Cieling and Walls 
of the Church are Lilts of faints . Martyrs, 
Popes , Cardinals , Arch-Bilhops , Kings 
and Queens that have been of the Htntdh 
Cline Order. There are feveral Pidures of 
fuch as have been diltinguilh’d by their Birth, 
Sandtiry , or Miracles , with Infcriptions 
that let you into the Name and Hiftory of 
the Perfons reprefented. I have often 
wilh’d that fome Traveller would take ‘the 
Pains .to gather together all the Modern 
Infcriptions that are to be met with in Ko- 
man Catholick Countries , as Gruter and 
others have copy’d out the ancient Heathen 
Monuments. Had we Two or Three Volu- 
mes of this Nature, without any of theCol- 
ledor’s own Reflexions , I am fure there 
is nothing in the World could give a truer 
Idea of the /?«>;/<■/» Catholick Religion, nor 
expofe more the Pride, Vanity and Self- 
Iiiterefl of Convents > the Abufe of Indul- 
gencies , the Folly and Impertinence of 
Votaries , and in fliort the Superltition, 
Credulity , and Childifhnefs of the RomM 
Catholick Religion. . One/.might fill ftve- 
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Til Sheets at St, fr^n/,' as there are few con« . 
i" liderable Qonvents or Churches that would 
- hot atford large Contribntions. , 

■ As the King of France dillributes his Pen- 
fions through a'l the i^arts of Switzerland^ 

;■ the Town and Abby of St. Gaul come in 
too for- their Share. To the Firft he gives 
Five Hundred C>rowns per Annum , and to 
the other a Tiioufand. This Penlion has 
not ibeen paid thele I hrec Years , which 
they attribute to their not ackitowlcdging the 
Duke of Anjou for King of Spam. The 
;> Town and Abby of St. Gaul carry a Bear 
for their Arms.. The Roman Catholicks ha- 
;; ve this Bear’s Memory in very great Ve- 
' . neratioii , and reprefent him as the firft 

; Convert their Saint made in the Country. 

One of the learnedll of the Monks 
; gave me the following Hiftory of him, 
which he deliver’d to me with Tears of 
Affeftion in his Eyes. St. Gaul it feems, 

; whom they call the great Apoflle of Ger~ ' 
many, found all this Country little better 
than a vaft Dcfart. As he was walking in 
it on a, very cold Day he chanc’d to meet 
a Bear in his Way. The Saint , inftead of 
!- being ftartled .at the Rencounter , order’d' 
the -Bear to bring him a Bundle of Wood, 
i( and' make him a Fire. The Bear ferv’d 
him to the beft of his Ability, and at his . 
Departure was commanded by the Saint to 
■ retire into the very Depth of the Woods, ' 
1^ and there to pafs the reft of his Life with- 
t ' put ever hurting Man or Beaft. From 

- this 
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this time, fays the Monk , the Bear liv’d 
irreproachably » and obferv’d to his dying 
Day the Orders that the Saint had given 
him. 

I have often confider’d , with a great deal 
of Pleafure, the profound Peace and Tran- 
quility that reigns in Switzerland and its Al- 
liances. It is very wonderful to fee fuch 
a Knot of Governments , that are fo divi- 
ded among themfelves in Matters of Reli- 
gion, maintain fo uninterrupted an Union 
and Correfpondcnce , that no one of ’em 
is for Invading the Rights of another <, but 
remains content within the Bounds of its 
Firft Eftablilliment. This , I think , inuft 
be chiefly aferib’d to the Nature of the 
People, and the Gonftitution of their Go- 
vernments. Were the Swift animated by 
Zeal or Ambition , fome or other of their 
States would immediately break in upon 
the reft ; or were the States fo many Prin- 
cipalities , they might often have an ambi- 
tious Soveraign’ at the Head of ’em , that 
would embroil his Neighbours , and facriti- 
ce the Repofe of his Subjefts to his own 
Glory. But as the Inhabitants of thefe 
Countries are naturally of a heavy Phleg- 
matick Temper , if any of their Leading 
Members have more Fire and Spirit than 
comes to their Share, it is quickly temper’d 
by the Coidnefs and Moderation of the reft 
that lit at the Helm with ’em. To this 
we may add , that the Alpt is the worft 
Spot of Ground in the World to make 

Con- 
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Conquefls in , a great Part of its Govern- 
ments being fo naturally intrench’d among 
Woods and Mountains. However it be , 
we find no fuch Diforders among ’em as 
one would expeft in fuch a Multitude of 
States; for as foon as any Publick Rupture 
happens, it is immediately clos’d up by the 
Moderation' and good Offices of the relb 
that interpofe. 

As all the conliderable Governments a- 
mong the Alps are Common-wealths ,fo in- 
deed it is a Conftitution the mod adapted 
of any other to the Poverty and Barrennefs 
of thefe Countries. We may fee only in 
a neighbouring Government the ill Confe- 
quences of having a Defpotic Prince , in a 
State that is moll of it compos’d of Rocks 
and Mountains ; for notwithftanding there 
is a vaft Extent of Lands , and many of 
’em better than thofe of the Smifs and Gri- 
fins , the common People , among the lat- 
ter, are much more at their Eafe, and in 
a greater Affluence of all the Convenicn- 
cies of Life. A Prince’s Court eats too 
much into the Income of apoor State, and ge- 
nerally introduces a kind of Luxury and 
Magnificence , that fets every particular 
Peribn upon making a higher Figure in his 
Station than is generally confident with his 
Revenue. 

It is the great Endeavour of the feveral 
Cantons of Switzcrlmd ^ to banilh from a- 
mong them every thing that looks like 
Pomp or Superfluity. To this End the 
/ Tt , Mi- 
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Miniftres arc alwa/s Preaching > and the j 
Governors putti^ out Edifhs againft Danc- 
ing , Gaming , Entertatnments , and dne i 
Cloaths. This is become more neceflarf I 
in fome of the Governments , lince there 
are fo many Refugees fettled among them; 
for tho’ the Proteftants in France adeft or- 
dinarily a greater Plainiiefs and Simplicity 
of Manners , than thofe of the fame Quat 
lity that are of the Roman Catholick Com- 
munion , they have however too much of 
their Country-Gallantry for the Genius and 
Conftitution of Switzerland. Should Drcf- ■ 
fing , Feafting and Balls once get among the 3 
Cantons, their Military Roughnefs would j 
be quickly loft , their Tempers would grow 
too foft for their Climate', and their Expen* 

CCS out-run their Incomes, befides that the 
Materials for their Luxury muft be brought j 
from other Nations , which would imme- 
diately ruin a Country that has few Com- , 
modities of its own to export, and is not 
over-ftock’d with Mony. Luxury indeed 
' wounds a Republick in its very Vitals, as 
its natural Coufequences are Rapine , A- 
varice and Injuftice ; for the more Mo- ; 
ny a Man fpends , the more muft he en- [ 
deavour to augment his Stock ; which at j 

laft fets the Liberty and Votes of a Com- | 

mon-wealth to Sale-, if they find any | 

eign Power that is able to pay the ; 

of ’em. We fee no where the perni<^fous , 
Effedls of Luxury on a Republick K^te 
than in that of the ancient Rotnam , vho j 
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immediately found it felf poor as foon as 
Ihis Vice got Footing among ’em , though 
they were polTefs’d of all the Riches in 
the World. We find in the Beginnings 
and Increafes of their Common-wealth 
ilrange Inftances of the Contempt of Mo- 
by , becaule indeed they were utter Stran- 
gers to the Pleafnces that might be procur’d 
by it; or in other Words, becaufe they, 
were wholly ignorant of the Arts of Lu- 
xury; But as fdon as they once enter’d 
into a Tafte of Pleafure, Politenefs and 
Magm'ficence^ they fell into a Thoufand 
Violences , Confpiracics , and Divifions 
that th«ew ’em into all the Diforders ima- 
ginable, and terminated in the utter Sub- 
verfion of the Common-wealth. It is no 
wonder therefore that the poor Common-- 
wealths ^ Switzerland ar^ ever labouring 
the Suppreflion and Prohibition of evety 
thing that may introduce Vanity and Lu- 
xury. Befides the fcveral Fines that are fet 
upon Plays, Games, Balls and Feaftings, 
they have many Cuftoms among ’em that 
very much contribute to the keeping up 
of their ancient Simplicity. The Bourge- 
ois , that are at the Head of the Govern- 
ments, are, oblig’d to appear at all their 
publick Aflemblies in a Black Cloak and a 
Band. The Womens Drefs is very plain , 
thofe of the belt Quality wearing nothing 
on their Heads generally but Furs, that a- 
re to be met with in their own Country.^ 
The Perfons of different Qualities in both 
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Sexes arc indeed allow’d their different Or- 
nanients, but thcfe are generally fuch as a- 
jte by no means coftly , being rather defign’d 
as Marks of Diftinftion than to make a 
Figure. The chief Officers of Bern., for 
Example, are known by the Crowns 'of 
their Hats, which are much deeper than 
thole of an inferior Charadtcr. The Pea- 
fants are generally cloath’d in a coarfe 
kind of Canvas, that is the Mauufadurc 
of the Country. Their Holy-day Cloaths 
go from f ather to Son , and are feldom 
worn out , ’till the Second or Third Ge- 
neration : So that it is a common thing 
enough to fee a Countrymen in the -Dou- 
blet and Breeches of his Great grand- 
father. 

Geneva is much politer than Switzerland., 
or any of its Allies, and is therefore look’d 
upon as the Court of the Alps . whither the 
Proteftant Cantons often fend their Child- 
ren ,to improve themfclves in Language 
and Education. The Genevois have been 
very much refin’d, or as others will have 
it, corrupted by the Converfation of the 
french Proteflants , who make up almoft a 
Third of their People. It is certain they 
have very much forgotten the Advice that 
Calvin gave ’em in a great Council a little 
before his Death , who recommended to 
’em, above all Things, an Exemplary Mo- 
dehy and Hum^lity^, and as great a Simpli- 
city in their Manners as in their Religi- 
on. Whether or no they have done well, 

to 
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to fet up for making aifother kind of Fi- 
gure , Time will witnefs. There arc fc- 
veral that Fancy the great Sums they have 
remitted into Italy , though they make their 
prefent Court to the King of France , may 
fomeiime or other give him an Inclination 
to become the Mailer of fo wealthy a Ci- 
ty. As this Colleftion of little States a- 
bounds more in Paftifrage than in Corn , 
they are all provided with their publick 
Granaries, and have the Humanity to fur- 
nifli one an other in publick Exigencies, when 
the Scarcity is not Univerfal. As the Ad- 
miniflration of Affairs, that relate to thele 
publick Granaries , is not very different in 
any of the particular Governments, I ITiall 
' content my felf to fet down the Rules that 
are obferv’d in it by the little Common- 
wealth of Geneva , in which I had more 
Time to inform my felf of the Particulars 
than in any other. There are Three of the 
Little Council deputed for this Office. 
They are oblig’d to keep together a Pro- 
vilion fufficient to feed the People at Icaft 
Two Years, in cafe of War or Famine. 
They muff take care to fill their Magazi- 
nes in Times of the greateft Plenty , that 
fo they may afford it at a cheaper Price , 
and increafe the publick Revenue at afmall 
Expence of its Membres- None of the 
Three Managers muff , upon any Preten- 
ce , furnilh the Granaries from his own 
Fields , that fo they may have no Tempta- 
tion to pay too great a Price , or put any 
Tt 3 bad 
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bad Corn upon the Publick. They muft 
buy up no Corn that grows within Twel- 
ve Miles of Geneva , that fo the filling of 
their Magazines may not prejudice their 
Market , and raife the Prife of their Pro- 
vifions at Home. That fuch a Colledlioii 
of Corn may not fpoil in keeping, all the 
Inns aud Fublick-Houfes are oblig’d to fur- 
nifli themfelves out of it , by which means 
is rais’d the moft confiderable Branch of 
the publick Revenues; the Corn being fold 
out at a much dearer Rate than ’tis taught 
up. So that the greateft Income of the 
Common wealth , that pays the Pentions 
of molt of its Officers and Miniftres , is 
rais’d on Strangers and Travellers , or 
fuch of their own Body as have Mony e- 
itough to fpend at Taverns and Publick- 
Honfes. 

It is the Cufiom in Geneva and Switzer- 
land to divide their Efiates equally among 
all, their Children , by - which means every 
one lives at his Eafc without growing dan- 
gerous to the Republick, for as foon as 
an overgrown Eftate falls into the Hands 
of one that has many Children , it is bro- 
ken into fo many Portions as render the 
Sharers of it Rich enough , without rai- 
ling ’em to much above the Level of the 
reft. This is abfolutely necdTary in thefc 
little Republicks , where the Rich Mer- 
chants live very much within theirEftates, 
and by heaping up vaft Sums from Year to 
Year might become formidable to the reft 
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of their Fcllow-Citiiens , and break the 
Equality , which is fo necdFary in theft 
kinds of Governments , were there not 
means found out to diftribute their Wealth 
among fevcral Members of their Common- 
wealth. At Geneva , for Inftance , arc 
Merchants reckon’d worth Twenty Hun- 
dred Thoufand Crowns , though , perhaps , 
there is not one of ’em that fpends 
to the value of Five Hundred Pounds a 
Year. 

Tho’ the Proteftants and Papifts know 
very well that it is their common Intereft 
to keep a lleddy Neutrality in all the Wars 
between the States of Europe , they can’t 
forbear fiding with a Party in their Di- 
fcourcc., The Catholicks are lealous for 
the FreneHf King , as the Proteftants don’t 
«: little glory in the Riches , Power , and 
good Succefs of the English and Dutch y 
whom they look upon as the Bulwarks of . 
the Reformation. The Miniflers, in par- 
ticular, have often preach’d againft fuch of 

their Fellow-Subjeds as enter into -the . 

Troops of the French King ; but fo long 
as the StPtfs fee their Intereft in it , their 
Poverty will always hold ’em fail to his 
Service. They have indeed the Exercice 
of their Religion, and their Miniftres with 
’em , which is the more remarkable , be- 
caufe the very fame Prince refus’d even 
thofe of the Church of England ^ that fol- 
low’d their Mafter to St. Germains , the 
publick Exercife of their Religion. Before 
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I leave SivfizerJnnd I can’t but ob(erve,that 
the Notion of Witchcraft reigns very much 
in this Country. 1 have often been tir’d 
with Accounts of this Nature from very 
fcnfiblc IVlen , that are moft of ’em fur- 
nilh’d with Matters of Fatl which have 
happen’d, as- they pretend . within thecom- 
pafs of their own Knowledge. It is certain 
there have been many Executions on this 
Account, as in the Canton of Hern there 
were fome put to Death during my Stay 
at Geneva. The People are fo univerfally 
infatuated with the Notion, that if a Cow 
falls lick ’tis Ten to One but an Old Wo- 
man is clapt up in Prifon for it, and if the 
poor Creature chance to think her felf a 
Witch, or has any thing like a Teat more 
than ordinary about her, the whole Coun- 
try is for hanging her up without Mercy. 
One finds indeed the fame Humour prevail 
in mod of the rocky barren Parts of £«* 
rope. Whether it be that Poverty and Ig- 
norance, which are generally the Produds 
of thefe Countries , may really engage a 
Wretch in fuch dark Practices, or whether 
or no the fame Principles may not render 
the People too credulous, and perhaps too 
willing to get rid of fome of their unpro- 
fitable Members. 

A great Affair that employs the Sveifi Po- 
liticks at prefent is the Prince of Conth 
SuccelTion to the Dutchefs of Nemoun in 
the Government of Neuf-Chatel. The In- 
habitants of Neuf~Cbatel can by no means 
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t;hink of fubmitting themfeivcs to a , Prince 
who is a Roman Catholick , and a Subject 
of France. They were very attentive to 
his Conduil: in the Principality of Orange , 
which they did not, quellion but he would 
- Rule with all the Mildncfs and Moderati- 
on imaginable, as it would be the beft Me- 
ans in the World, to recommend^ him to 
Neuf-Chatel. But notwithftanding it was fo 
much his Intereft to manage his Proteftant 
Subjefts in that Country. , and the ftro^ng 
Affurances he had given ’em in protefting 
’em in all their Privileges, and particular- 
ly in the free Exercife of their Religion , 
he made oyer his Principality in a very lit- 
tle time for a Sum of Mony to the King 
of France. It is indeed generally believ’d 
the Prince of Conti would rather ftill have 
kept his Title to Orange , but the fame 
Refpeit that made him quit this Govern- 
ment , might at another time tempt him to 
give up that oi Neuf~Chatel on the like Con- 
ditions. the King of Prujfta lays in his 
Claim for Neuf-Chatel ^ as he did for the 
Principality of Orange , and ’tis probable 
would be more acceptable to the Inhabi- 
tants than the other j but they are general- 
ly difpos’d to declare themielves a Free 
Common-wealth i after the Death of the 
Dutchefs of Nemours^ if the Swifs wil fup- 
port ’em. The Proteftant Cantons feem 
very much inclin’d to aflift ’em , which 
they may very well do in cafe the Dutchefs 
dies whilft the King of France has his Hands 
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fo full of Buffnefs on all fides of him. It 
certainly very much concerns ’em not to 
fuffer the King of France to Eftablilh his 
Authority on this fide Mount and 

on the very Borders of their Country ; but 
it is not eafie to forefee what a round Sura 
of Mony, or the Fear of a Rupture with 
France^ may do among a People that have 
tamely fuffer’d the Franche Coinpte to be 
fciit’d on, and a Fort to be built within 
Cannot -ibot of one of their Cantons. 

There is a new Sedl fprung up in 
Zetland that fprcads very much in the Pro- 
tcfiant Cantons. The Profellbrs of k call 
themfdves Pietifls, and as Enthufiafm car- 
ries Men generally to the like Extravagan- 
cies, they ditfer but little from feveral Se- 
darics in other Countries. They pretend 
in general to great Refinements, as to what 
regards the Practice of Chrifiianky , and to 
obferve the following RulH. To retire 
much from the Gonverfation of the World. 
To fink themfelves into an entire Repofe 
and Tranquillity of Mind. In this State 
of Silence to attend the fecret Illapfe and 
Flowings in of the Holy Spirit, that may 
fill their Minds with Peace and Confoli- 
tion, Joys or Raptures. To favour all 
his fecret Intimations ,- and give themfelves 
up entirely to his Condudl and • Diredlion , 
fo as neither to fpeak, move , or adt, but 
as they find his Impulfe on their Souls. 
To retrench themfelves within the Gonve- 
niencies and Neceffiiics of Life. To ma- 
' ' ke 
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ke a Covenant with all their Senfes, fo 
far as to fliun the Smell of a Rofe or Vio- 
let , and to turn away their Ryes from a 
beautiful Prpfpe£l. To avoid, as much as 
is pollible, what the World calls Innocent 
Plearures , left they fliould have their Af- 
fedions tainted by any Senfuality , and di- 
verted from the Love of him who is to 
be the only Comfort, Repofe, Hope an^ 
Delight of their whole Beings. This Se£t 
prevails very much amongft the Proteftants 
of GertHony^ as well as thojfe Switzer - 

Urtd^ and has occafton’d feveral £di£ls a- 
gainft it in the Dutchy of Saxony. The 
Profellbrs of it are accus’d of all the ill 
Pra£lices that may feem to be the Confe- 
quence of their Principles , as that they 
aferibe the worft of Addons which their 
own .vicious Tempers throw ’em upon to 
the Didlate^ of the Holy Spirit; that both 
Sexes under Pretence of Devout Conver- 
fation viiit one another at all Hours , and 
in all Places , without any regard to com- 
mon Decency , often making their Reli- 
gion a Cover for their Immoralities ; and 
that the very beft of ’em arc polTefs’d with 
Spiritual Pride , and a Contempt for all 
fuch as are not of their own Sedl. The 
Roman Catholicks , who rcproch thC/ Pro- 
teftants for their breaking into fuch a Mul- 
titude of Religions, have certainly taken 
the moft efFedtual way in the World for 
the keeping their Flock together ; I don’t 
mean the Puniftiments they infiidi; on Mens 
Vv X ' Per- 
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Perfons , which are commonly look’d up: 
bn as the great Methods by which they 
deter ’em from breaking through the Pale 
of the Church, though certainly thefe lay 
a very great Reftraint on thole of the Ro- 
man Carholick Perfuafion. But I take one 
great Caufe why there are fo few fefts in 
theChurch ofRome^to be the Multitude of 
Convents with which they every where a- 
bound , that ferve as Receptacles for all 
thofe fiery Zealots that would fet theChurch 
in a Flame, were nor they gor together in 
thefe Houfes of Devotion. All Men of 
dark Tempers J according to their Degree 
W Melancholy or Enthufiafm , ' may find 
Convents fitted' to their Humours, and 
meet with Companions as ^oomy as 
themfelvesi So that what the rroteftanfs 
would call a Fanatick , is in the Roman 
Church a Religious of fuch or fuch an 
Order ; as I have been "told of an Englisb 
Merchant at Lisbon- i that after’ fome great 
Difappointments in theWorld'was refol- 
v’d to turn Quaker or Capucin ; for in the 
Change of Religion Men don’t fo much 
cohlider the Principles , as the Practice of 
thofe to whom they go over. ' 

From St. Gaul I took Horfe to the La- 
ke of Cnnftance , that lyes at Two Leases 
Diftance from ft,‘ and is form’d by theFri- 
try of the Rhine. This is the only Lake in 
Europe that difputes for Greatnefs with 
that of Geneva; it appears more beautiful 
to the Eye , but wapts the fruitful Fields 
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smd'Vineywdsr that border up6n th'6 otherl 
It receives its Name'’ frorti’ '/ the 

chief Town on its Banks/' Whferf ^^t^^ 
Cantons of Bert) and' Zm-kk propOSM' ^ 'at a 
general Diet, the Incorporating in 
the Number Of the 'Cantons j '-the- komak 
Cathofick Party fearing the PrCteftam Itii 
tereft might receive by it' tbo' great’ a 
Strenghtning, propos’d at the fame time 
the Incantoning of Cenjlance^ as a Counter- 
poife,to which the Protellants not confen- 
ting,the whole ProjeS fell to the Ground, 
We crofs’d the Lake to Lindaw , and in 
feveral Parts of it obferv’d abundance of 
little Bubbles of Air , that came working 
upward from the very Bottom of the La- 
ke. The Watermen told us, that they are 
pbferv’d always to rife in the fame Places , 
from whence they conclude ’em to be fo 
many Springs that brealc out of the Bot- 
tom of the Lake. Lindaw is an hnpcrfal 
Town on a little Ifland that lyes at about 
Three Hundred Paces from the firm Land , 
to which it is join’d by a huge Bridge of 
Wood. The Inhabitants were all in Arms 
when we pafs’d through it , being under 
great Apprehenfions of the Duke of Bava- 
ria., after his having fallen upon Ulm and 
Memminghen. They flatter themfelves , that 
by cutting their Bridge they could hold out 
againft his Army : But , in all probability , 
a Shower of Bombs would quickly redu- 
ce the Bourgeois to Surrender. They were 
formerly Bombarded by Guftavus /Uoipbus. 
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We were advis’d, ^ our Merchants , by 
no means to venture our felves in the 
Puke of Bavaria*i Country , fo that we 
]iad the Mortification to lofe the Sight of 
Manieb t Ausharg^ and Bathbon , and were 
forc’d to take our Way to Vtema through 
the Ttrolf where we had very little to En- 
tertain us befides the natural Face of the 
Country. 
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A fter having coded the Alps for 
fome time , w6 at laft entered ’em by 
a PaiTage that leads into the long Valley of 
the Thpl , and following the Courfe of the 
River 7«» we came to lafpmck^thit receives 
ks Name from this River , and is the Ca- 
pital City of the Tirol: 

Infpruck is a handfome T own , tho’ not 
a great one , and was formerly the Red-, 
dence of the Arch-Dukes who were Counts 
o( Tirol: The Palace where they us’d to 
keep their Court is rather Convenient than 
Magnificent.’ The great Hall is inc^ecd 
a very noble Room , the Walls of it are 
painted in trefcOyisxA. reprefent the Labours 
of Hercules. Many of ’em look very fine- 
ly, tho* a great part of the Work has been 
crack’d by Earthquakes , which are very 
frequent in this Country. There is a little 
Wooden Palace that borders on the other 
whither the Court iis’d to retire at the firft 
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fhakt of aii Earthquake. I faw here thelao 
eellMaiiece thatl have met with any whe- 
fe W' At one End of it is » Pj:

US alfo, very pretty Theater. The lait 

Conley*" that was aded on ‘t. ^as <lcfignd 
by the Jefuits for the Entertaiment of the 
Outen of ihe Romans', wha paft.d this way 
from Hanoiier to Vtenna. ^e Compliment 
which the Fathers made her 
this Occafion was very particular, and din 
iiot a little expofe *enl to the Ra^^^ty of 
the Court. For the Arms of ^anover^- 

ing a horfe.,, the Fathers, thought it. a very 

pretty Allufion to reprcfenc the 
Bucephalai, that would . let no 
upon him but Altxand^ the Great. 
Wooden. Horfe. that afted this .notable Psu 
isimi to be feen behmd the Sc^np^ 
one of the Rooms of the Palace that 
bung' with, the Piftures of feyeralllluftn 
Peribns ^ they Ihow’d us the Portr^t 
Mary Queen of the Scots., whp vvas behea 
ded in the- Reign of Queen Elizabeth. 1 ne 
Gardens about the Houfe arc very aye , 
but ill kept. There is m t^he middle 
^cm .a beautiful Statpe m Brafs of ^ Arch 
Duke Leopold on Horfeback. There are 
near it Twelve other Figures of Water 

Nymphs and River-Gods that are well wu, 

■ r/d L big «• .he Lift. They were 
fign’d.for the Ornaments of aWater^work, 
as one might- eafily make a great ^ar J 
of. Jetteaus-at a finall Expence in a

Garden that has the Rrvct Im running lJ7 
its Walls. The late Diike of Lorain had 
this Palace , and the Government of the 
Tirtf/ allign’d him by the Emperor < and his 
Lady the Queen Dowager of Poland livM 
here feveral Years after the Death of the 
.Duke her Husband. There are cover’d 
Galleries that lead from the Place to Fi- 
ve different Churches. I pafs’d through a 
very long one that reaches to the Church 
of the Capaciu Convent , where the Duke 
of Lorain us’d often to affift at their Mid- 
night Devotions. They Ihow’d us in this 
Convent the Apartments of Maximilian ^ 
who was Arch-Duke and Count of Tirol 
about iFourfeore Years ago. This Prince 
at the fame time that he kept the Govern- 
ment in his Hands , liv’d in this Convent 
with all the Rigor and Aufterity of a C/j- 
.pttcin. His Anti-Chanrfjer and Room of 
Audience are little fquare Chambers Waiu- 
fcoated. His private Lodgings are Three 
or Four fmall Rooms fac’d with a kind of 
Fret-work , that makes ’em look like little 
Hollow Caverns in a Rock. They pre- 
ferve this Apartment of the Convent unin- 
habited , and ihow in it the Altar , Bed and 
Stove, as likewife a Pidure and a Stamp 
of this Devout Prince. The Church of 
the Prancifian Convent is famous for the 
Monument of the EmperOr Maximilian the 
Flrll that (lands in the midd of it. It was 
eredled to him by his Grand-Son Ferdinand 
the Fir(l , vyho probably look’d upon this 
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Emperor ‘ as the Founder of the Aufiritm 
Greatnefs. For as by his own Marriage 
he annex d the Low-Countries to the 
Houfe ofAtiftria , fo by matching his Son to 
yoan of Arragon he fettled on his Pofterity 
the Kingdom of Spaiu^ and by the Marria- 
ge of his Grand-Son t^erdinand got. into his 
Family the Kingdoms of Hobemia 9x^6. Hun- 
gary. This Monument is only Honorary, 
for the Allies of the Emperor lye elfewhe- 
rc On the Top of it. is a Braten Figure 
of MaxuHitian on his Knees, and on the Si- 
des of it a beautiful Bas Relief that re- 
.prelents the Adlions of this Prince. His 
whole Hi Itory is digefted into Twenty Four 
A]uare Panncls of Sculpture in Bas Relief: 
'The Subjcii of Two of ’em is his Confe- 
deracy with Henry the Eighth , and the 
Wars they .made together upon France. On 
each Side* of this Mbnument is a Row of 
very noble Brazen Statues much bigger than 
the Life , moft of ’em reprefenting fuch as 
'.were fome way or other related to Maxi- 
tniltan. Among the reft is one that the Fa- 
thers of the Convent tell us reprefents 
King Arthur the old British King. But what 
Relation had that Arthur to Maximilian ? I 
• don’t quelHon therefore but it was defign’d 
.for Prince Arthur , Elder Brother of Henry 
the Eighth , who had efpous’d Catharine-, 
•Sifter of Maximiliatt , whole Divorce after- 
wards gave occalion to fuch fignal Revo- 
lutions in England. This Church .was built 
by Ferdinand the firft. One fees in it a kind 
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of Offer at Modern Architefture , but at - 
the fame tinie that the Architect has fhown 
his Diflike of the Gothic manner , one may 
fee very well that In that Age they were, 
not, at lead in this Country, arriv’d at 
the Knowledge of the true Way. The 
Portal, for Example, confifts of a com- 
pofite Order unknown to the Ancients ; 
the Ornaments indeed are taken from ’em , 
but fo put together that you fee the Volu- 
tes of the Ionic ^ the Foliage of the Com- 
thian , and the Oovali of the Doric mix’d 
without any Regularity on the fame Capi- 
tal. So the Vault of the Church , tho’ 
broad enough, is encumber’d with too ma- 
ny little Tricks in Sculpture. It is indeed 
fupporte4 with finglc Columns inftead of 
thofe vaft Clufters of little Pillars that one 
meets with in Gothic Cathedrals, but at the 
fame time thefc Columns are of no regular 
Order, and at leaft Twice too long for 
their Diameter. There are other Churches 
in the Tpwn, and Two or Three Palaces 
that are of a more Modern Make , and 
built with a good Fancy. I was fhown the 
little Notredame that is handfomly defign’d » 
and topp’d with a Cupola. It was made as 
an Offering of Gratitude to the Blefled 
Virgin , for having defended the Country 
of the TVro/ again rf the Vi^orious Arms of 
Gu/iavus Adolphus ,vrho could not enter this. 
Part of the Empire after having over- run 
iTioft of the reft. This Temple was there- 
fore built by the Contributions of the who,- 
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le Country. At about half a Leajgue’s di- 
flance from Infpruck, ftands the Caftle of 
Amras, furnifh’d with a prodigious-quantity 
, of Medals , and many other forts of Rari- 
ties both in. Nature and Art, ‘for which I 
mu ft refer the Reader to Monfieur Plow’s 
, Account in his Letter to the Duke of^T/r-: 
tfvilferg^ having my felf had neither Time 
or Opportunity to enter into a particular 
Examination of ’em. From we ca- 
me to Hall } that lyes at a League diftance 
on the fame River. This Place is particu- 
larly famous for its Salt-Works- There 
are in the Neighbourhood vaft Mountains 
. of a tfanfparent kind of Rode not unlike 
Allum, extreamly folid, and as piquant tq 
the Tongue as Salt it felf, Four or Five 
Hundred Men are always at Work, in ther 
fe Mountains , where as foon as they have 
hewn dp.wn any quantities of the Rock 
they, let in their Springs and Refervoirs a- 
mong their Works. The- Water eats away 
and diflblvcs the. Particles of Salt that a- 
re mix’d in the Stone, and is' convey’d 
by long Throughs and Canals from the Mi-, 
lies to the Town of Hall , where ’t is 
receiv’d in vaftCifterns, and boil’d.off froi^ 
time to time. 

They make after the rate of Eight Hun? 
dted Loaves a Week , pach Loaf Four 
Hundred Pound Weight-. This would rai- 
ie a great Revenue. to. the Emperor 1 were 
there here fuch a Tax on Salt as. there is 
in. Frana. At prefent he clears- but Two 
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Hundred Thoufand Crowns a Yc»r‘, after 
havi^ defray’d all the Charges of working • 
it. There are in Switzerland^ and other 
Parts of the Alps ^ feveral of thefe Quarries 
pt Salt that turn to very little Account , by 
Reafon of the great Quantities of Wood 
they confume. The Salt-Works at Hall 
have a great Convenience for Fuel that 
fwims down to ’em on the River Am. 

This River , during its Courfe through the 
is generally Ihut up between a doub~ 

Ic Range of Mountains that are moft of 
’em cover’d with Woods pf Fir-Trees. 
Abundance of Peafants are employ’d in 
the hewing down of the largeft of thefts 
Trees, that after they are Bark’d and cut 
into Shape are tumbled down from the 
Mountains into the Stream of the River 
that carries ’em off to the Salt-Works. i 
At Injpruck they take up vaft Quantities for 
the Convents and publick Officers i who 
have a certain Portion of it allotted ’em 
jjy the Emperor , the reft of it paftes on ta 
Hall. There are generally feveral Hundred 
Toads afloat, for they begin to cut above 
Twenty Five Leagues up the River above 
Hltll, and there are other Rivers that flow: 
into the Inn , which bring in their Coutri- 
butions. Thefe Salt-Works, and a Mini? 
that is eftablifti’d at the the fame Place, have 
render’d this Town , notwithftanding the 
Neighbourhood of the Capital City , almofli ' 

as^ populous as Infiruck it felf. The De- 
li^ of this Mint is to work off part of the 
, Xx 3 “ Me-. 
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Metals, that arc found m-^the neighbouring 
Mountains ; where, as we were told , there 
are Seven Thoufand Men in conftant £tn- 
l^oy. At Hall we took a Boat to carry us 
to Viema. The Firii Night we lay at Rot. 
inbmg tWhere there is a ilrong Cadle above 
the Town. Count Serini is ftill clofe Prifo- 
ner in this Caftle, who as they told us in the 
Town, had loft his Senfes by bis long Impri- 
fonmCnt and AfBi6Hons. Tfte next Day 
we Diin’d at , where there is a 

Fortrefs on a high Rock above the Town 
almoft inacceftible on all Sides : This being 
a Frontier Place on the Dutchy of Bavaria ^ 
■where we enter’d after about an Hour’s 
Rowing from Kujfftaia. It was the plea* 
ianteft Voyage in the World tp follow the 
Windings of this River Imi through fuch a 
Variety of pleating Scenes as the Courfe of 
it naturally led us. Wt; lud fometimes on 
each Side of us a vaft Extent of naked 
Rocks and Mountains broken into a Thou- 
fand irregular Steeps and Precipices ; in o- 
tber Places we faw a long Foreft of Fir- 
Trees fo thick fet together, that it was 
impo^blc to difeover any of the Soil they 
gresv upon , and riling up fo regulatly one 
above. another, as to give us the View of 
a whole Wood at once. The time of 
. the.iYear, that had given the Leaves of 
the Trees fo many diiS^rch.t Colours., 
compleated the Beauty of the Profpedi. 
But as the Materials of. a fine Lands- 
kip are not always the moft profitable tp, 
the . Owner of ’em , wc met with biit very 
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little Com or Pafturage for the Pro^rtioft 
“of Earth that we pafs/’d through , the Lands 
of the Tirol not being able to feed' the In- 
habitants. This long Valley of the Tiret 
lyes enclos’d on all Sides by the Alfi , tho* 
its Dominions fhoot out into fevcral Bran- 
ched 'that lye among the Breaks Shd Hol- 
lows of the Mountains. It is govern’d by 
Three Councils redding at Infpr'uck » one 
fits upon Life and Death , the other is 
for Taxes and Impofitions , and a 'third 
for the common Diftributions of -Juftice. 
As thefe Courts regulate themfelYcs by 
the Orders they receive from the Imperial 
Court , fo in many Cafes there Me Ap-, 
peals from ’em to Vienna. The InhaH- 
tanis of the Tirol have many particn- 
lar Privil^es above thofe of the other He- 
reditary Countries of the Emperor. For 
as they are naturally wel fortify’d among ^ 
their Mountains , and at the fame time' 
border upon many different Governments , 
as the GrifoHiy Venetians , BavariarUp 
&C. a fevere Treatment might tempt ’em to 
let up for a Republick , or at lead throw 
themielves under the milder Government 
of fome of their Neighbours. Befides that 
their Country 1$ poor , and that the Empe- 
ror draws confiderablc Incomes out of its 
Mines of Salt and Metal. They are thele 
Mines that fill the Country with greater 
Numbers of People than it would be able 
to fupport without the Importation of Com 
from foreign Parts. The Emperor has Forts 

and 
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and X^udels at - the Entrance of all the 
Pafl*es that lead into the Tirol , which arc 
fo advantagioufly plac’d upon Rocks and 
Mountains , that , they command all the 
Vallfcs and Avenues that lye about ’em. 
Bclides , that the Country it fclf is cut into 
fo many Hills and Inequalities, as wpuld 
render it dcfcnfible^ a very little, Army 
againrt a numerous Enemy. It was there- 
fore generally thought the Duke of Bava~ 
ria would not attempt the cutting oft any 
Succours that were fent to Prince Eugene; 
or the forcing his Way through the Tirol 
into Italy. The River Irm, that had hither- 
to been ftiut up among Mountains,, paftes 
.generally through a wide open Country du- 
ring all its ^.urfe through Bavaria , which 
is a Voyage of Two Days » after the rate 
of Twenty Leagues a Day.
